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Ire Up 
Over Pit 
Dumping

Roselle citizens, led by Trustee Anthony 


Bonavolonta, confronted the Bloomingdale 
Village Board Wednesday and wanted 
some answers about the dumping at the 
gravel pit south of Roselle village limits at 
Foster Avenue. 


"I realize Joseph Krass, the owner of 


the pit, has certain rights, but his adjoin- 
ing neighbors have some too," Bonavo- 
lonta told the board of trustees. 


He called for an immediate stop-work 


order on the dumping operation which is 
suppossedly being done in an area zoned 
R-l by the owner's request. 


Two years ago a stop-work order was 


called, according to Bonavolonta, but ac- 
tion was dropped. He wanted the village 
board to enforce the R-l zoning and reor- 
der the petition. 


BONAVOLONTA also asked that a writ- 


ten agreement be reached between the vil- 
lage and the owner of the pit specifying 
how the land is to be used, a graphical 
description of the property be submitted to 
determine the scope of work to be done 
and a statement of intent be obtained from 
the owner regarding the operation of the 
gravel pit. 


Other Roselle residents, most of whom 


live on Foster Avenue and have backyards 
adjacent to the pit, charged it was a solid 
waste disposal site with no rodent control 
and no fence around it to prevent children 
from falling into.the.garbage filled area. 


New digging, they ealimed, was result- 


ing in destruction of shrubs and trees 
which were the only barrier between the 
residents and the pit. 


ROBERT FRANTZ, mayor of Roselle, 


who was also at the meeting, tried to re- 
strain complaining citizens. 


"Roselle doesn't have the right to de- 


mand," Frantz said, "we are guests here 
tonight." 


The Springbrook project mentioned by 


Robert Meyers, Bloomingdale Village 
President, as a possible solution to the 
problem, could not be implemented imme- 
diately according to Frantz. 


Bonavolonta helped initiate the study 


which proposes to Improve water flow 
from Springbrook creek in Roselle into the 
gravel pit which would be transformed 
into a drainage basin. 


Springbrook was not the answer, he told 


the board. 


"You as a municipality have to decide 


what you want done with that pit," he 
said. 


MEYERS SAID although he had been to 


the site several times and the odor there 
was terrible, he had never found garbage. 


"Since Krass was digging before the 


property was rezoned he has a valid non- 
conformity use and the village would have 
lost the case," Jack Waghorne, village at- 
torney, said, explaining why it was 
dropped. 


Meyers and the board assured the au- 


dience the zoning and planning board 
would meet with Krass. 


Trustee Werner Troesken answered a 


charge by a resident that the board hns 
not done a thing to solve the problem. 


"I've been thinking real hard and there 


might be something in the new ordinance 
that would let us red tag him tomorrow," 
he said. 


TROESKEN, who was not positive about 


the ordinance, said he did not want to be 
guilty of cheap talk. 


After the board defeated a resolution ap- 


pointing Mrs. Fortune LoPresti as village 
clerk, the trustees voted to instruct Wag- 
horne to prepare for an election. 


Trustees Ralph Johnston and J. Stewart 


May were the only two voting in favor of 
Mrs. LoPresti. Trustees Werner Troesken 
and Robert Buckles abstained and Paul 
Ahlrich and Wallace Cells voted no. 


When May asked if anyone else had con- 


sidered the job, Meyers said he talked to 
four other people about it but because of 
the time and small salary involved no one 
was interested.

A comprehensive mental health and 


mental retardation study for Elk Grove, 
Palatine, Wheeling and Schaumburg town- 
ships has been completed and was 
recently presented to its three sponsoring 
agencies. 


The three agencies — Clearbrook Center 


for 
the Retarded, Rolling Meadows; 


Northwest Mental Health Association, Ar- 
lington Heights, and St. Alexius Hospital, 
Elk Grove Village — commissioned the 
study last October. The survey is a part of 
a long-range plan to provide com- 
prehensive services for the mentally ill 
and the retarded in the four township 
area. 


THE SURVEY WAS made by Herman 


Smith Associates, Chicago Hospital con- 
sultants, at a cost of $7,500, shared jointly 
by the three sponsors. 


The 140-page report presented to the 


three sponsors touches on all aspects of 
prevention and care for mentally ill, men- 
tally retarded and otherwise handicapped 


persons. The survey also includes eval- 
uations and recommendations in terms of 
both the present and anticipated future 
growth in population and approaches to 
prevention and to treatment. 


The general purpose of the report is to 


help the three agencies keep up with mod- 
ern trends in organization and con- 
servation of community health resources. 
These trends include providing the max- 
imum in prevention and treatment while 
reducing or eliminating wasteful dupli- 
cation of similar facilities and maximum 
use of available professional and other 
skills. 


A 'JOINT STATEMENT made by the 


three sponsoring agencies read: 


"The report is extremely interesting and 


informative and should prove very helpful 
in the formation of our future plans. 


"Naturally, some time -will be required 


to digest its many facts, statistics and rec- 
ommendations by our respective staffs

Community Pool Awaiting Pact

The Wood Dale Park District is waiting 


for a formal agreement to be drawn up by 
the Wood Dale village attorney before they 
proceed with formal action toward build- 
ing a community pool. 


The Wood Dale Village Council and the 


park board have tentatively agreed to use 
a $220,000 donation from Richard Fencl, 
Brookwood developer, plus about $125,000 
to be raised by the park district to con- 
struct the pool. 


Fencl, according to a pre-annexation 


agreemnt, is to donate six acres at Center 
and Wood Dale roads for the site of a new 
village hall and police station. The pool 
may also be constructed there, provided 
the ground is suitable. 


"THERE IS NO agreement yet, since 


we have nothing in writing," William 
McDowell, park board president, said 
Tuesday night at the district meeting. "We 
will have to see the agreement first." 


The park board was unsure of the status 


of the land transfer Tuesday. The money 
has supposedly been deposited, but the 
land transfer has taken time. 


If the village hall land proves unsuitable 


for the pool site and possible future recre- 
ation center, the park district will have to 
seek another site. Other park sites will be 
considered as the district works on formu- 
lating a master plan of development. 


Alan Caskey, park and recreation re- 


searcher, presented a preliminary plan for 
study by park commissioners Tuesday. As 
a representative of McFadzean and Everly 
of Winnetka, Caskey conducted a $10,000 


massive attitude and interest survey of 
park district residents this spring.

CASKEY'S FIRST recommendations for 


a plan of action include land acquisition, 
area and facility development, recreation 
program expansion and funding possi- 
bilities. His suggested plan includes imme- 
diate, intermediate and long-range goals. 


The immediate, 1969-70, plans include a 


public referendum to obtain funds to pur- 
chase land, develop parks and build a 
swimming pool.. The maximum would be 
$500,000. 


The land acquisition includes about eight 


acres adjacent to Wood Dale Junior High 
School, about nine acres near to Westview 
School, the "slough area" on north Wood 
Dale Road, 18 acres of wooded land on 
south Wood Dale Road, three acres near 
Mohawk Manor subdivision and three 
acres north of Irving Park Road and west 
of Wood Dale Road. 


Another eight to 10 acres could be 


bought near the Salt Creek Forest Pre- 
serve. Land acquisition would be flexible, 
depending on money available, cost of 
land and recreation .needs in various sec- 
tions of town. 


OTHER IMMEDIATE plans may in- 


clude after-school, Saturday and holiday 
recreation programs for grade school and 
junior high school students. 


The donation, leasing or purchase of Ld- 


onwood Park from the Wood Dale Lions 
Club was also recommended. The park 
board agreed Tuesday to send a letter of 
interest in negotiations to the Lions Club 
this week. 


The park board could also secure a joint 


agreement with Wood Dale School Dist. 7 
to lease and develop recreation use areas 
around Westview, Oakbrook and Wood 
Dale junior high schools. 


Although not considered yet, the park 


district may also find it necessary to deal 
with Fenton High School Dist. 100, if a 
Wood Dale site is constructed near the 
.present junior high school. 


THE DISTRICT ALSO plans to in- 


vestigate improvement of Mohawk Manor 
Park near Illinois 83. The board said Tues- 
day it^ may seek landfill assistance from 
the state highway department when Route 
83 is widened. 


Intermediate plans for 1971 and 1972 in- 


clude obtaining title to three acres of land 
designated as parks in the Fencl-Brook- 
wood development. The park site would be 
developed as ,a high-use neighborhood 
park, due to the expected large number of 
residents living in the high-rise apartment 
complex. 


The district could also build tennis 


courts and baseball fields / at the junior 
high school and at the newly purchased 
Westview School area park. A purchase of 
15 acres of community park land approxi- 
mately west of Highland School and north 
and south School'Street could be consid- 
ered. The site also may be west of Salt 
Creek. 


BESIDES OTHER land purchases, a 


teen center program with a youth advisory 
committee could be developed. Small natu- 
ral ice skating rinks near school sites may 
be constructed. 


The park board will seek improvement 


..of leased .Oakbrook School site with play- 
ground equipment and renovation of ball 
fields. The junior high site could have ball 
fields, tennis courts and outdoor track fa- 
cilities. 


Long-range plans for 1973 and beyond, 


Caskey said, are difficult to predict, but 
could include development of the "slough 
park area," if purchased, and 18 acres of 
woodland with nature study buildings. 


A state-local project of. cleaning up Salt 


Creek and its local flooding problems may 
be started by 1973, if not sooner.

A comprehensive mental health pro- 


gram for DuPage county, which has been 
stalemated by government red-tape, could 
be saved by an ad hoc citizens' advisory 
committee being appointed by John Case,' 
president of the DuPage County Board of 
Health. 


A mental health bill signed by Gov. 


Richard Ogilvie in June allows the county 


to levy five cents for a mental health pro- 
gram to be administered by the County 
Board of Health. 


Unless a budget for a definite program 


is prepared and submitted to the board of 
health, the board will not be able to in- 
clude the program in its budget estimate 
to the County Board of Supervisors in Oc- 
tober. 


A key phrase of contemporary politics is 


"responsiveness to the people." It is so 
favored that it has become a cliche, but 
the phrase rings surprisingly true when 
responsiveness is ignored. 


A key problem in DuPage County is that 


of the growing need for a unified sewage 
system. It has been talked about so much 
that it's becoming a boring topic. But 
when foolishness bubbles to the surface, it 
is more than worthy of further discussion. 


It's a key phrase, a key problem anl a 


county board and pack of municipalities 
who are not only not acting in the best 
interest of the people, but looking a bit 
foolish at the same time, 


THE LATEST episode was that of the 


county board. The product of this organi- 
zation was a resolution which said the idea 
of a $3 million trunk line as an initial real 
step was fine, but no money should be 
spent on it. 


The aftermath comment of Lisle Town- 


ship Supervisor Pat Riedy demonstrates' 
the attitude of the county board: "We are 
not releasing any money. This is merely a 
statement of intent saying we're willing if

fort to be "responsive to the needs of the 
people," while a sufficient number are 
playing sleepy hollow politics. 


Sewage treatment expansion is vital to 


tne future of communities like Itasca, 
Wood Dale, Bensenville, Roselle and 
Bloomingdale. The dilly-dally attitude of a 
county board, and the jealous, childish at- 
titude of a few communities are already 
taking their toll. 


Wood Dale is saying to heck with it, 


we'll expand our own system, Bloom- 
ingdale's latest developer, Hoffman-Ros- 
ner, isn't about to sit around for years 
while the county board wanders out of the 
political thicket and gets down to prac- 
ticing a well-worn cliche. 


"RESPONSIVENESS TO the people" is 


one of the requirements for political sur- 
vival in a democracy. Maybe that's one of 
the things that should be remembered at 
election time. 


Elections are the sort of revolution you 


can't stop and revolutions begin where re- 
sponsiveness erids.

and boards of directors. Until then, any 
specific comments would be premature, 
except to (say that'in general, the report 
met or exceeded our expectations in its 
thoughtful comprehensiveness." 


Among specific areas covered in the re- 


port were population,trends and forecasts 
into 1975-85 for the townships. 


The hospital cohsultants studied and 


evaluated 27 area mental health and men- 
tal retardation services including planning 
and funding sources.

THE STUDY INCLUDED all available

THE REPORT ALSO recommended the

n i t y g o v e r n m e n t s ; hospitals; and 
churches.

and federal planning agencies and explore 
plans for funding present and future pro- 
grams. 


WITHOUT THIS item in the budget, the

Sewage Plan Is 
OKd in Principal

An eight-plant county-wide sewage sys- 


tem received support from DuPage munic- 
ipalities as the Mayors and Managers Con- 
ference accepted, in principle, at a special 
Aug. 23 meeting at the Itasca Country 
Club. 


A special steering coordinating and 


Fact-Finding 
committee, appointed by 


Wilbert H. Nottke, president of the confer- 
ence and mayor of Itasca, had unani- 
mously recommended the system July 31. 


After an earlier steering committee re- 


jected a one-plant system, the North- 
eastern 
Illinois Planning Commission 


(NIPC) at the request of Nottke; Paul 
Ronske, chairman of the county board of 
supervisors, and John Morris, county su- 
perintendent of public works, prepared & 
plan for an eight-plant system. 


NIPC's PROPOSAL has not been final- 


ized. Lloyd Chtu-ch, Clarendon Hills village 
manager and member of the steering com- 
mittee that recommended the system, 
stressed that there still are areas yet to be 
negotiated. 


"I'm approving in principle . . . there 


are many things that I'll fight," he said. 


Church described himself as having a

tem) is a step in the right direction." 


Points to be determined are: 
—Type of service to be rendered by the 


county.

plant system passed, Nottke immediately 
named William Galligan, village manager 
of Glen Ellyn; Robert Palmer, village ad- 
ministrator, Elmhurst; Milton Stauffer, 
Naperville mayor and Leonard Carlmafi, 
Hinsdale village manager, to the joint 
committee. 


The selection, Nottke said, was made on 


the basis of the geographical location of 
the municipalities involved. 


DOWNERS GROVE was the only munic- 


ipality voting against the motion. Oak- 
brook abstained. 


Before the questioned was called both 


Nottke and Ronske urged passage of the 
. resolution. 


"This plan has the support of NIPC, 


which reviews all plans for federal grants 
in aid of sewage construction work. Any 
plan not having this approval would not be 
eligible for federal grants," Nottke said. 


"The development of more stringent ef- 


fluent requirements by the Illinois Sani- 
tary Water Board, the explosive residen- 
tial development taking place, 'the contin- 
uing deterioration of water quality in 
county streams and the relocation of in- 
dustry in DuPage county have caused mu- 
nicipal and county officials to address 
themselves to the problems of providing 
an adequate system of sewage collection 
and disposal," Nottke said. 


RONSKE SAID he was informed that 


' there are 30,000 to 40,000 septic systems in 
the county. "With this situation, there-is a 
health hazard involved," he said. 


"Money is the problem we're all con- 


cerned about. We are weighing health ver- 
sus money. I strongly urge acceptance of 
the sewage problem. 


"We've been dragging our feet for 10 


years. We can't wait another 10 years. As 
for the financing, we'll turn it' over to 
people who are knowledgable." 
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and hoped it would be continued next year. 


AS FAR AS DISCIPLINE in the pool 


area, Appleby said all his lifeguards have 
been instructed to send would-be trouble- 
makers directly to him. 


"Then we take their passes away for a 


week. The threat of this sure cuts down on 
horseplay," the pool director said. 


Appleby is now working at two jobs. 


Aside from the pool, he is participating in 
training of the Fenton High School football 
team of which he is the head coach. 


Appleby said he felt that only the chil- 


dren got their money's worth out of the 
pool, adding that the park district initiated 
a family night this year to get more par- 
ents into the water.

as were 8 per cent of the mothers.

Erlenborn Discusses 
Student Loan Program 
o 


"The education subcommittee on which I 


serve," Rep. John E. Erlenborn, R-14th 
District, said in his weekly letter to con- 
stituents, "was impressed that the Ameri- 
can people want an end to campus dis- 
order, and we tried a bill which would rc- 
heve the federal government of the need 
to subsidize students who riot." 


The education subcommittee looked into 


the student loan program late last month. 
Under it. a student may borrow from a 
bank and the government will pay the in- 
terest, up to 7 per cent, until he has gradu- 
ated. 


THIS PER CENT figure is lower than 


the current money market figure, so the 
administration proposed a formula for 
paying a premium to banks, which can 
shoot tho interest rate up to 3 per cent 
more. 
"The formula seemed 
difficult 


and tortuous to me," Erlenborn said, "and 
I suggested an alternate plan which 'was 
preferred by the subcommittee and ac- 
cepted by the administration. The mea- 
sure had been introduced simultaneously 
in the Senate by Sen. Jacob Javits of New 
York." 


DIFFICULTIES THEN set in when 


members of both the House and the Senate 
wanted to assure themselves that none of 
these loans should go to students who in- 
dulge in violence. What finally evolved 
was a bill presented by the Senate to the 
House which cannot pass without House 
amendment. 


"At this writing, I can only hope that 


bankers will make as many loans as pos- 
sible under the 7 per cent ceiling," Erlen- 
born said. 


"I can give no assurance that Congress 


will ever make the rate more attractive, 
but I can give assurance that we will keep 
trying to bring this program up to date.

Foundation Still Feared

An empty foundation sits back from the 


road near the corner of Illinois Rt. 83 and 
Second Avenue in Bensenville. 


It bothers no one, except the neighboring 


residents who fear that their children may 
fall into the hole. 


More than two weeks, ago, county offi- 


cials told the Register that an inspection 
had been made and that Fred Hall, owner 
of the property, had been told to pump the 
water out of the foundation and construct 
a fence around the area. • 


Neighbors who live near the deserted 


foundation said this week that they had 
seen Hall emptying the foundation. But, 
they complained, the water re-enters the 
hole as soon as pumps are taken out. 


THE FLOOR OF the foundation was 
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standing under approximately six inches 
of water Wednesday. Tall weeds are grow- 
ing up in the water and boards are float- 
ing on top. Other debris can also be seen 
in the water, making the hole a potential 
danger, according to nearby residents.

Some people in the community in- 


cluding a village trustee have contacted 
the paper to present their attitude towards 
the article and their opinion of the situ- 
ation. The article was a report of the new 
Community Service director's first meet- 
ing with old Community Service partici- 
pants termed "Glenn Powell's Kids." 


MANY Rt'MORS AND opinions started 


flying behind the scenes after the article 
was printed, Some people just recorded 
that they were impressed with the kids 
and their attitude shown in the discussion 
reported. 


Others it was rumored opined that the 


paper was unethical and inaccurate. The 
kids didn't feel that it was. 


Some people are saying that a closed 


s e s s i o n Community Service meeting 
scheduled next week^vas for the purpose 
of brushing everything under the rug. The 
chairman of Community Services said that 
the meeting was for the purpose of the 
board to clarify the situation by discussing 
the incident with the director. 


He said that he felt it important that 
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there be interaction of the people involved, 
meaning the Community Services board, 
and that they learn more about the in- 
cident before they can form a public reac- 
tion to the matter 


This puts the Community Services board 


in a bad position.,They don't want to wor- 
ry people in the community by holding a 
meeting not open to the public. People of- 
ten feel that there is something not quite 
above-board 
happening behind 
closed 


doors. 


THE BOARD'S concern is that all of 


Community Services is not hurt by an in- 


cident involving one angle They feel the 
program is worthwhile and don't want to 
see it die. 


The Herald and its staff don't want to 


see Community Services die either. It has 
a great deal of potential and is in the pro- 
cess of setting up some worthwhile pro- 
grams. But at the same time a reporter 
cannot ignore reporting an incident in- 
volving a public agency, especially not 
when it was made known that the situation 
would be reported beforehand. 


What it all boils down to is a concerned 


community, a concerned Community Ser- 
vices and village board, and a concerned 
paper — people all concerned with the op-

The Political Beat 
Chalk One Up for Daley

Chicago's resourceful mayor has served 


notice on his Republican adversaries and 
the Daley critics in his own party that he 
is still to be reckoned with whether in the 
city or In Illinois. His sense of timing in 
the teacher strike dilemma warns again 
that he may have some trump cards. 


Mayor Daley has stolen the show as he 


has done time and again in the past when 
lesser political leaders and some self- 
styled seers had written him off as ancient 
history 


His declaration that teachers and pupils 


— education — is Chicago's first priority 
and he is willing to use corporate cash 
from the Ogilvie income tax beneficence 
to keep the teachers on the job and the 
kids in school is going to be hard to top by 
any politician anywhere in the state. 


THE SO-CALLED DEAL last spring in- 


volving both the mayor and the governor 
to give the teachers a $100 a month pay 
raise starting in September all at once 
went sour. No one knows what the terms 
were but this is certain it has sharpened 
the political enmity between Chicago and 
Springfield. 


It will take $20 million to keep the teach- 


ers on the job but the mayor is putting his 
reputation as Chicago's leader on the line 
in his bid to rescue the situation. It will 
take some financing mechanics of the first 
order to accomplish this job. 


If the mayor succeeds in averting a 


teacher's strike and keeping the schools 
open he must be reckoned as the No. 1 
Democrat in Illinois and a threat to Re- 
publican progress not only in Cook County 
but in downstate as well. This would spell 
danger to Ogilvie people. 


His success in defense of public school 
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education with tax dollars would of course 
disrupt the well laid plans of younger 
downstate Democrats to take over lead- 
ership chores 


But even more than this the "dis- 


mantling" operation that the Republican 
governor promised in his campaign as a 
first order of business in his adminis- 
tration would appear unsportsmanlike and 
a low degree of statesmanship. 


BESIDES, DESPITE HIS yeoman ef- 


forts to put the state on the road to fiscal 
soundness in this high-spending era with a 
belated income tax Governor Ogilvie has 
incurred a lot of political hatred among 
his own party supporters. 


He of course knows this and has prob- 


ably discounted it in terms of 1972 when 
the merits of his taxing and spending pro- 
gram will come up for accounting. 


Nevertheless toose who fronted for his 


program in the legislature must stand 
trial in the 1970 elections. All the available 
information says taxes, and particularly 
the income tax, will be prime issues, 


True the Ogilvie increase in school aid • 


which was an increase beyond his $400 to 
$500 per pupil to $520 is said by schoolmen 
to take on an exaggerated significance. It 
helps the very poor school districts most 
and those with stronger tax bases least. 


Bensenville schools, to cite as an ex- 


ample, spend an estimated $1,100 per pu- 
pil. The state aid formula supplies $120 of 
this. What the formula means is the state 
guarantees a maximum of $520 be spent 
per pupil. 


So both the mayor and the governor are 


vying for unchallenged leadership of their 
parties which is a political enterprise. 
They are also vying for significant contri- 
butions to public school education in Illi- 
nois to press their political claim. 


This is the paradox of the day. School 


people could wield the balance of power. 


THIS RAISES A question of the political 


leaders coming on the stage in the 1970's. 
Will they be spellbinders, superlative polit- 
ical salesmen, with charismic person- 
alities? 


Or will they be consumate technicians 


able to articulate ideas, promote processes 
of government and make public finance 
work in the interest of the whole society? 
Is modern technology erasing the function 
of the old-line politican?

'Plot' Cost Traditionalist Priest His Job 


The unheralded departure of Father Ed- 


ward J. Morgan, pastor of St. Mary's 
Catholic Church hi Buffalo Grove, ex- 
emplifies in capsule form the world-wide 
turmoil confronting the religious commu- 
nity. 


Father Morgan is a priest who repre- 


sents traditional Catholicism and man's 
devotion, dedication, and obedience to God 
and scriptural integrity As pastor of St 
Mary's parish, he acted as the shepherd of 
his flock, concerned mainly with man's 
relationship to God and welfare of their 
souls. 


IN CONTEMPORARY society, his phi- 


losophy of life and religion placed him at 
opposite poles from that group of social 
engineers who seek to use education and 
religion as their means of transforming 
society into some form of Utopian love 
cult. He alienated some teaching nuns be- 
cause he prescribed, with the advice and 
consent of the education commission, a 
catechism compatible with scripture and 
the Vatican, but unacceptable as a tool for 


the new social indoctrination. He alienated 
the superintendent of school Dist. 21 be- 
cause his conscience could not permit him 
to endorse the new morality of the sexol- 
ogists in the district's K-8 sex education 
program. He alienated some parents too, 
because he prescribed, with the advice 
and consent of the parishioners, a school 
tuition increase to off-set growing school 
deficits Many administrative measures, 
left unattended for years, needed formula- 
tion, and so he established a popularly 
elected parish council. 


In spite of the many physical and orga- 


nizational problems he inherited, Father 
Morgan's fate was bound up in the philo- 
sophical and theological division between 
Christianity and contemporary society. Al- 
though he is a dedicated and knowl- 
edgeable man of the cloth who knows and 
u n d e r s t a n d s the forces shaping our 
society, he underestimated, as so many 
others have, the, relentless resolve of his 
opposition. 


Unknown to him and the parish council, 


petitions and letters to the archdiocese 


were organized for his removal. The iden- 
tity of the organizing forces is still un- 
known. Without the opportunity to confront 
his accusers, Father Morgan was abruptly 
removed from his pastoral post. In a last 
desperate effort to inform his parish- 
ioners, he composed an explanation of his 
dismissal in a parish bulletin scheduled 
for distribution on Aug. 3. The opposition 
stopped the bulletin from being printed, 
and the absence of a bulletin that Sunday 
was attributed to a "printer's mix-up." 


SO ST. MARY'S Parish has a new pas- 


tor, a new catechism, a new visiting 
priest, a new principal. Somewhere behind 
this conglomerate of newness lurks the 
nameless, faceless, love cultists who ex- 
press their love by this type of con- 
temptible, conspiratorial plot against their 
spiritual leader. The people of St. Mary's 
should be alerted to this new "love" and 
are entitled to know who the people are 
and the circumstances behind these activi- 
ties.

It is, I'm convinced, the beginning of a 


new form of mass entertainment in this 
country—the "noncert." 


A "noncert" is a concert at which no 


Putting it another way, it 
is a non-concert. 


The potential popularity of noncerts be- 


came apparent to me as I was reading 
some interviews with rock fans who were 
part of the throng that ascended into the 
Catskills for the Woodstock Festival. 


Although they missed every perform- 


ance, the group unanimously praised the 
festival as a smashing success. One of 
them predicted that if the festival is re- 
peated next year, the crowd will be three 
times bigger. 


It was, you see, the crowd itself that 


turned them on. The program, even had 
they heard it, 
would have been 
a 


secondary pleasure. 


The next logical step, as I see it, is to do 


away with the program altogether and 
simply draw a crowd, Billboards for such 
an event might read something like this: 


" M a m m o t h Rock Music Festival 


Crowd-Bethel, N.Y.— Aug. 15-17-admis- 
sion $2.50." 


It is necessary, of course, to spell out in 


advance the type of crowd you are draw- 
ing. Otherwise, you might get a bad mix- 
ture and nobody would have a good time. 


Crowd enjoyment is by no means limited 


to rock fans. There is, for instance, the 
opera crowd—people who don't give a hoot 
about Verdi but who always attend open- 
ing night at the Met because they enjoy 
the crowd. 


Mixing the opera crowd with the rock 


crowd could be a disaster. Most people are 
pretty particular about what kind of music 
they aren't hearing. 


Crowds also are essential for the enjoy- 


ment of most sporting events. The best 
football game in the world would be a fair- 
ly 
spiritless affair if you were the only 
spectator. But many people who don't 
know the first thing about football are at- 


tracted to the games by the crowds. 


It can indeed be argued that a crowd 


without a game is vastly more entertain- 
ing than a game without a crowd. If yoj 
were to rent Yankse Stadium on nights 
when no games are being played, you 
probably could sell at least 4b,G!)0 season 
tickets. 


Or you could rent Madison Square Gar- 


den for those who prefer indoor crowds.

have failed to send in their end-of-term 
certification of attendance card, and can- 
not be paid in the upcoming school term 
until they do. 


Johnson said the VA is also holding 


nearly a half million dollars worth of June 
GI Bill checks, which cannot be mailed 
either, until the attendance card reached 
VA computers. 


GI BILL COLLEGE STUDENTS who did 


mail in their attendance cards in June will 
get paid the new term allowances on time, 
but those who skipped mailing to VA the 
required card certifying that they had 
completed the spring term will not get 
paid until they straighten out their ac- 
counts with VA. 


This can be done, Johnson said, by mail- 


ing in the VA form immediately. If the 
veteran has lost this Certification of At- 
tendance card he should get in touch with 
the VA office which has his records, and 
ask for another. 


Johnson said thousands of delays and 


thousands of lost man-hours are encoun- 
tered on college campuses and in VA of- 
fices each year — all avoidable if campus 
GI's and college registrars perform on 
time the necessary chores to certify veter- 
ans' attendance. ' 


VETERANS ENROLLING for the first 


time, or who have changed college or pro- 
gram, must be certain: 


—They have obtained a proper Certifi- 


cate of Eligibility from the Veterans Ad- 
ministration. 


—They have submitted this certificate to 


the college registrar. 


—The college registrar returned the 


completed certificate to the VA. 


Normally, payment for September and 


October is combined in the first check 
mailed to veterans in November.

The audience, which fluctuated in size 


from 30 to SO and back again was .popu- 
lated with middle-aged couples, about 10 
extremely long-haired youths and about 15 
college youths wearing tee shirts. 


Haldor Carlsen, chairman of the AH- 


CPDA introduced the films with the com- 
ment that he would like to have reaction 
to the films and recommendation for their 
future usage. 


He said the films cost from $150 to $600 


each and no one else had ever seen all five 
films at once. He also noted that another 
showing would be arranged in early Octo- 
ber. 


THE FIRST FILM, entitled "LSD; In- 


sight or Insanity?" depicted teenagers in 
the midst of psychedelia and the effects. 
Some of them seemed to be having a great 
time on their trips, while others were hav- 
ing so-called "bad trips," including one 
boy stepping off a high rock and another 
stepping into the path of a car. 


Psychedelic light shows and music ac- 


companied the warning that LSD is dan- 
gerous. Substantiations from doctors con- 
cluded the film. 


A rather enthusiastic reception greeted 


this first film, and several of those present 
remarked later that it "related to the cur- 
rent situation and explained some of the 
facts we didn't know before." 


UNFORTUNATELY, THE other four 


movies were .poorly accepted and con- 
demned by most of the young people pre- 
sent, as well as by several of the adults on 
the committee. 
' 


All four remaining films dealt with he- 


roin addiction and the lives of addicts. 


The complaints from the audience were 


that "the problem isn't with heroin, it's 
with LSD, speed and other synthetics." 


The film which depicted the life of an 


addict in the slums was termed "irrele- 
vant to the suburban teenager." 


A LONG-HAIRED youth pointed out that 


no one he knows in Arlington Heights 
shoots heroin, and he felt students would 
be more interested in learning about other 
drugs with which they may come into con- 
tact. 


Carlsen said it is all a matter of "get- 


ting kicks," just as teenagers in his day 


got high on coke and aspirin. 


One youth shouted back, "You've got the 


facts wrong, you can't get high on coke 
and aspirin." 


And so the evening wore on, with four 


practically identical movies on the,dan- 
gers of narcotics addiction. The young 
people became increasingly bored. Many 
left. 


Dist. 214 Supt. Edward Gilbert arrived 


in time to view two or three of the ftlms 
and expressed pleasure at the presence of 
the young people. He conceded the drastic 
need to review drug problems in the 
schools. 


THERE IS CURRENTLY an adminis- 


trative committee studying new curriculae 


in this area. 


Gilbert asked what new programs could 


be instituted, and several answered him: 


"Get someone who has been in a mental 


hospital for a bad trip and have Him talk 
to the kids — they could identify with him 
more." 


"Get some more contemporary films 


which relate to the students more than 
these things which say we're going to die 
or turn into criminals or become prosti- 
tutes — we don't know anybody that's ever 
happend to." 


"Stop trying to tell us how bad mari- 


juana is, when we know and we have doc- 
tors' reports which say it isn't dan- 
gerous."

The old made way for the new recently 


with the help of a bulldozer and a brief- 
throwing mayor, at the corner of Lee and 
Algonquin in Des Plaines. 


As part of the continuing program of 


Standard Oil Division, American Oil Co. to 
improve community appearance by demo- 
lishing old service stations, the facility op- 
erated by that intersection for the past 36 
years by Art and George Kruse came 
tumbling down. 


Its place in the community's economy 


will be taken by a colonial-style, four-bay 
service station, designed to harmonize, ar- 
chitecturally, with the neighborhood. The 
new service station, now nearing com- 
pletion behind the old building, will be op- 
erated by George Kruse's grandson, Daryl 
(Butch) Stamm, and Wallace He-ward, 
both employees of the Kruse brothers for 
the past decade. 


THE OLD STATION, which fell to a 


bulldozer wielded by M. T. Schueler, dis- 
trict manager for Standard, with window- 
breaking assistance from Des Plaines 
Mayor Herbert Behrel, originally was con- 
structed as a two-bay, cinder block facil- 
ity. Two more bays were added over the 
years along with a porcelain facade. 


Kruse's Standard Service, which will 


continue with the same name, is the third 
to be replaced with a new colonial-style 
building in Des Plaines in as many 
months. Schueler said plans are being 
made for additional replacements in Des 
Plaines in the next year or two. 


In addition to its continuing program of 


building new stations to replace older 
structures, the company at the start of 
1968 established a policy of demolishing 
service station buildings abandoned be- 
cause of changing traffic patterns or other 
reasons. In the Central Region alone (Illi- 
nois, Wisconsin and the eastern half of 
Missouri), more than $150,000 has been 
spent for tearing down old stations since 
that program was instituted, Schueler 
said. 


A major expansion by Xerox Corp. and 


the relocation of -Kayser-Roth's 'Formfit 
Division distribution center to Alabama 
were combined into a ten-million dollar 
real estate transaction announced recently 
by Arthur Rubloff & Co., Chicago-based 
real estate firm.

term lease on the building itself. This five 


acres has been acquired by Xerox to pro- 
vide for further expansion in the future. 


Apart from the space which Kayser- 


Roth's Paris division will occupy in the 
former Xerox Building on Frontage Road 
in Des Plaines, there remains approxi- 
mately 36,000 square feet of space in that 
building which Arthur Rubloff & Co. is 
now negotiating for leasing out to a third 
company.

folded and converted into a mailing piece. 


The note read: "This is my contribution to 
Goodwill Industries. I read it (financial 
problems) in the paper. I only wish I could 
give more, but I am in no position to give 
more. I only hope you can use this meger 
(sic) sum. It's my allowance.1' Signed 
"Kubie." Taped to the note was a 25-cent 
piece. 


IN ADDITION TO temporarily suspend- 


ing pickups of discarded materials from 
doners' homes, Ragolio said that to effect 
economies the agency has reduced its pay- 
r,oll approximately 25 per cent and has 
laid off 76 handicapped people. Many of 
these will be forced on relief, he said.

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Students Build Ranch Home Says New Law Is No Panacea 


Fourteen junior and senior boys from 


Glenbrook High Schools North and South 
have earned two credits toward gradu- 
ation by building a $65,000 three-bedroom 
ranch from the ground up in Charle- 
magne, the Kennedy Brothers community 
in Northbrook. 


It's the nation's second luxury home 


ever to be constructed by a high school 
shop class, according to Kennedy manage- 
ment. 


The first of these projects, which was 


also constructed In Charlemagne, was 
built by Glenbrook's last term students of 
the building trades class. Kennedy Broth- 
ers sold the home shortly after its com- 
pletion and the profit was used to help fi- 
nance this year's project. 


Primary financial support came from 


federal and state funds, while private In- 
dustry donated products and technical aid. 
Kennedy Broghers again lent one of their 
lots. They will also coordinate the sale of 
the home in order to help finance a sim- 
ilar project next year. 


ACCORDING TO Harry Schwaegerman, 


Glenbrook's building trades instructor, 
this year's project was handled in much 
the same way as the first one. "The same 
Kennedy plans for a three-bedroom ranch 
were used," said Schwaegerman, "but 
having secured the cooperation of Com- 
monwealth Edison and General Electric, 
this home is totally electric. 


The building trades class members of 


Glenbrook are among the 30 per cent of 
the high school's 3,800 students who are 
not planning to go on to college. They are 
preparing for the future by learning ma- 
sonry, plumbing, wiring, brick laying, 
heating and sheet metal work. The 2,293 
square foot home was worked on every 
afternoon during class time under the 
guidance of Harry Schwaegerman and 
Kennedy Brothers' construction superin- 
tendent. 


The Pacific Northwest styled ranch, de- 


signed by Kennedy Brothers' architectural 
department, has a brick exterior combined 
with board-and-batten walls and solid bat- 
ten-type shutters on the windows. The 
three bedrooms are ideally placed in a 
wing of their own, with the master bed- 
room having its own dressing room and 
compartmented bath. The second bath has 
twin bowls in the custom vanity. Baths 
feature vent-away hanging water closets 
and new moisture-proof Formica walls in 
the vanities. 


A time capsule containing detailed 


records of how the students built the house 
are buried in concrete under the seat in 
the shower of the master bath. 


FARTHEST AWAY from the bedrooms 


is the family room with fireplace, avocado 
paneling and laminated ceiling, Triple vin- 
yl shield wood patio doors open onto the 
backyard terrace. The entire house has 
vinyl shield window — windows whose ex- 
teriors never require painting. The adja- 
cent 21 foot x 14 foot living room has a 
triple-window view of the backyard. The 
kitchen features the new General Electric 
self-cleaning oven and double bowl sink 
with hand lotion or detergent dispenser. A 
formal dining room and first floor laundry 
complete the living area. Central vacuum 
cleaning and an inter com system have 
been installed. Also included are a two-car 
attached garage and 840 square foot base- 
ment. 


Industries cooperating with the program 


are Commonwealth Edison and General 
Electric; Owens-Corning; Abitibl, who do- 
nated the vinyl hardboard in the laundry 
room; Black and Decker; and Formica 
Corp. 


Aiter Vacation 
Check Your Car 


After a vacation it is just as important 


to give your car a thorough check as be- 
fore an extended trip, says the Chicago 
Motor Club-AAA, suggesting these check 
points: 


— Tires should be inspected for wear 


and balance. 


— Wheels. Proper alignment greatly re- 


duces tire wear. Have it checked. 


— Clean filters, 
— Oil. After a long, hot dusty trip, 


change it. 


— Differential. Have your serviceman 


check the grease; after sustained highway 
driving it has a tendency to foam, building 
up pressure which may force it out around 
the gasket. Make the same check of power 
steering and brakes. 


— Shock absorbers need checking if 


your car sways too much on curves, or 
bounces up and down in a rolling motion. 
Weak shock absorbers make good control 
of your car difficult. 


— Steering. Make sure there is a min- 


imum of play in the steering wheel. Check 
steering connections ofr proper lubrica- 
tion, and indications of wear, 


— Surface. Wash it thoroughly — and 


also check the underside of your car, par- 
ticularly if your trip has taken you to the 
salt or sand — or both — of beach areas. 


— Check exhaust system. A leak may 


allow c^.'bon monoxide fumes to enter the 
passenger section of your car. 


The motor club emphasizes the need for 


these checks promptly — before service 
stations and garages are busy with winte- 
rizing cars.

The federal Consumer'Credit Protection 


Act, more popularly known as the "truth- 
in-lending" law, while rightfully hailed as 
"victory" for the consumer, is by no 
means a panacea for his credit problems, 
according to the Illinois State Bar Associ- 
ation. 


The new law, parts of which became ef- 


costs in virtually all credit transactions, 
fective July 1, calls for full disclosure of 
a purchase, or financing a car. Now, ex- 
whether borrowing cash directly, charging 
plains the ISBA consumers can shop more 
intelligently for credit and distinguish be- 
tween the different kinds of credit ar- 
rangements. 


HOWEVER, THE bar advises, the con- 


sumer should continue to exercise caution 
before becoming involved in credit trans- 
actions. In particular, the ISBA, said, buy- 
ers should always read the installment 


sales contract before signing it, obtain all 
promises in writing, avoid long-term, high- 
interest, low-payment contracts and be 
'sure,to make payments on time to avoid 
repossession or garnishment proceedings. 


While exercising all of the above cau- 


tions, the consumer should also be aware 
of the protections afforded him by the 
truth-in-lending law and take full advan- 
tage of them. The ISBA cited some of the 
law's new protections concerning real es- 
tate transactions and revolving charge ac- 


" counts, as follows: 


Mortgage contracts must disclose their 


annual percentage rate. However, in some 
cases, finance charges on a first mortgage 
do not have to be disclosed. Consequently, 
it is advisable for the borrower to ask the 
mortgage lender to compute the total fi- 
nance charge before the final papers are 
signed.

In addition, he must be told what 
his billing cycle will be so that if he wishes 
he can make purchases early in the cycle 
and payments later on. Also, the customa- 
ry 1-%% monthly service charge on 
charge accounts must be labeled as an an- 
nual percentage rate of 18 per cent. 


LENDERS WHO fail to comply with the 


law, that is by either withholding informa- 
tion or giving false information are sub- 
ject to a maximum penalty of a year's 
imprisonment, a $5,000 fine, or a com- 
bination of both. Further, a borrower may 
sue the lender for twice the amount of the 
finance charge. 


Patrolling of the law will be up to the 


consumer and to several government 
agencies. Most consumer-credit com- 
plaints should be directed to the Federal

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Soldiers Without Swords 


One of the closest alliances at men in 


uniform has existed for nearly three-quar- 
ters of & century between the U.S. Armed 
Forces and The Salvation Army — an al- 
liance of humanitarian service and friend- 
ship to the military. 


Salvationists have been serving the 


American armed forces since the Spanish- 
American War in 1898. But service to the 
military was initially brought to public at- 
tention during World War I, when Salva- 
tion Army "lassies" ducked mortar shells 
and mortal danger to bring coffee, dough- 
nuts and hot food to the men in the 
trenches. 


A contemporary expression of Salvation 


Army involvement with the armed forces 
is the military Gift Pac program, initiated 
in Chicago in 1967, in response to the 
request of the Illinois Military District. 


SALVATION ARMY personnel distribute 


an average of ISO kits every weekday to 
men and women passing through the Chi- 
cago Armed Forces induction center. The 
kits contain an assortment of toilet arti- 
cles and pens. 


Cost of the plastic bags, assembling of 


the items donated by large companies, 
and shipping of the kits from point of as- 
sembly to Chicago, $10 each, is borne by 
the Salvation Army, an annual expense of 
$25,000. 


TWO OF THE MANY Salvation Army 
"Lassies" prepare coffee for Ameri- 
can soldiers overseas during World 
War I. These "soldiers w i t h o u t 


swords" distributed fresh doughnuts 
pies and cakes to hungry soldiers and 
were a great morale booster. 


This same procedure is conducted .by 


Salvation Army • representatives at ap- 
proximately 70 armed forces- induction 
centers throughout the United States. 


The first party of Salvationists landed in 


France on August 22, 1917, to operate in 
the area of the First Division of the AEF 
(American Expeditionary Forces). A "hut- 
ment" (service center) was built. This. 
long, sectional building, with a staff of five 
men and six "lassies," all of whom were 
musicians, soon became a home away 
from home for lonely Americans. Con- 
certs, song services, Bible classes and a 
canteen providing candy, toilet articles 
and stationery were among its service's. 
Clothes-mending service was even pro- 
vided by the "lassies." 


ENSIGN MARGARET SHELDON sug- 


gested that 'they make doughnuts to sup- 
plement rations. The top of a baking pow- 
der can became the doughnut cutter, and 
a camphor ke tube punched out the holes.. ; 


Thus began the doughnut and hospitaiity 


tradition that was to signify "Salvation 
Army" to millions of soldiers in two World; 
Wars.

According to the War Service Report', 


there were never more than 500 Salvation 
Army officers and workers under its con- 
trol in France with the AEF, which includ-, 
ed 250 American regulars, Salvationists 
from other countries working in.France, in 
addition to workers secured overseas.

cal expenses and insurance administrative 
costs. 


A homeowner is protected by his home- 


owner's insurance policy against the finan- 
cial cost of injuries suffered by persons 
coming on to his property with his per- 
mission or to perform a service, the Insur- 
ance Information Institute points out. 


Those who rent get this same protection 


from their homeowner tenant's policy, ac- 
cording to I.I.I. 


MINIMUM coverage in the standard pol-

According to Arthur Hutchison, district 


manager of the Chicago Northwest Social 
Security Office, 4415 N. Milwaukee Ave., a 
Medicare patient can expect to have his 
hospital bill handled with a minimum of 
effort on his part. 


When he enters the hospital he will be 


asked to show his Medicare card at the 
admissions office. After bis discharge the 
hospital will complete the necessary paper 
work and send the bill to the Medicare 
office. They will also send the patient a 
statement of any charges Medicare will 
not'pay for. He has to take care of this 
amount himself. Examples of hospital 
charges not covered by Medicare would be 
the $44 deductible for the first 60 days the 
person is a patient and personal con- 
venience items such as a television set or 
a telephone in his room. 


Hutchison explained that the charge to 


the Medicare patient is usually quite small 
in relation to the total hospital bill. Medi- 
care pays the bulk of all normal charges 
such as room and board, nursing service, 
drugs and medical supplies, and labora- 
tory tests. Usually Medicare will only pay 
the cost of a semi-private room. However, 
if a private room were necessary for med- 
ical reasons, 'Medicare would cover this 
charge also. 


Arthur Hutchison gave examples of how 


Medicare helped pay a hospital bill. Mrs. 
H. N. was hospitalized for 14 days under- 
going major surgery. Her bill included the 
charges for a semi-private room and all - 
meals, use of the operating room, x-rays, 
laboratory tests, oxygen and medication. 
There was also a $10.66 charge for tele- 
phone and television service. 


Of the total hospital bill of $790.25 Mr. H. 


N. had to pay $54.60. This amount included 
the $44 deductible plus the cost of the tele- 
vision set and telephone. Medicare took 
care of the rest of the hospital bill. 


"For prompt processing of your claim, 


it's most important that you present your 
Medicare card on entering a hospital," Ar- 
thur Hutchison stressed.

of suicide. 


THE NATIONAL 4-H health program 


was set up years ago by the Cooperative 
Extension Service so that children would 
become aware of the importance of sound 
physical and mental health for them- 
selves. 


Establishing every-day habits of good 


health is No. 1 on their list. Personal proj-

Prevent Labor Day Accidents 


American motorists will drive about 10.5 


billion miles during the three-day Labor 
Day period according to Howard Pyle, 
president of National Safety Council. 


"That is about 300 million more miles 


than would be driven on a comparable 
non-holiday period. Because of this in- 
creased exposure to traffic, motorists will 
have to use extra caution to avoid acci- 
dents," said Pyle. 


"ALTHOUGH WE ESTIMATE that be- 


tween 625 and 725 Americans are likely to 
die, and 25,000 to 29,000 will, suffer dis- 
abling injuries, many of these needless 
deaths and injuries could be avoided if 
drivers would use a defensive approach to 
the traffic situation. 


"Offensive driving is the use of such 


practices as following too close, taking un- 
necessary chances, demanding the right- 
of-way at intersections and speeding. De- 


fensive driving," continued Pyle, "means 
a driver is aware of other motorists on the 
highway and ready at all times to protect 
himself by preventing an accident in spite 
of another's actions. Most accidents are 
preventable by at least one of the parties 
involved." 


Begin every trip by allowing plenty of 


time to reach the destination rather than 
trying to speed against time. A relaxed 
and unhurried driver can drive more safe- 
ly than one who is trying to beat the clock. 


An imperative part of defensive driving 


is the use of safety belts. 


"IF EVERY CAR occupant buckled up 


his safety belt, a minimum of 75 Eves 
could be saved this Labor Day weekend. A 
person's chances are five times greater 
for surviving an accident if this one simple 
precaution is taken," said Pyle.

In effect, tne system lets the "computer 


do the walking" through thousands of cus- 
tomer records which' are stored elec- 
tronically in its memory cells. The heart 
of the system is an IBM 360-65 data pro- 
cessing unit that can perform about 
400,000 computations per second. The com- 
puter can retrieve any one of the 115,000 
customer records from its memory cells in 
about a half-second. 


To tell the computer which record to 


pull out of its memory, a customer service 
representative uses a terminal with a 
standard typewriter keyboard. The ter- 
minal is connected by phone lines to the 
computer. When an account number or 
home address is typed on the keyboard, 
the computer retrieves the desired record 
and flashes the data on a television-like 
screen — all in about three seconds, There 
are nine such terminals in Edison's Mount 
Prospect area headquarters. 


Service turn ons and turn offs, bill pro- 


cessing and service requests can be speed- 
ily attended to with the new system. 


By fall the utility expects to have the 


system functioning throughout its service 
a r e a . At that time up-to-the-minute 
records on nearly 2^2 million Edison cus- 
tomers and data on rates, operating costs, 
transformer loadings and the like will be 
maintained by the computer. In all, about 
three billion characters of information will 
be stored in the computer's memory cells.

The last decade or so has been labeled

Today pro sports is a very big and a very 
serious business showcasing very talented 
and very earnest young men who are 
doing the JOB they know best. It's not a 
game to them, it's a job. 


Few people today realize just how differ- 


ent things were 20 or 30 or 40 years ago. 


So a few stories stolen from a book of 


baseball funnies (all true, mind you) pub- 
lished in 1953 by Dan Morgan may help to 
illustrate the striking change in the atmos- 
phere of one sport—our "National Past- 
time." 


Back in the 1920's, a guy named Jacques 


FournJer played first base for the "Daffy 
Dodgers." Came the' day a rookie asked 
him how to pitch to the immortal Rogers 
Hornnsby. "Throw them close; serve them 
up on the Inside," was Fourier's answer 


On his first time at bat, the Rajah 


drilled one that almost chopped off the 
shortstop's gloved hand for a single. On 
his next trip, he shot one past third base 
for a double. The third time, he deposited 
one in the left field bleachers. 


Enough was enough. The rookie pitcher 


came up to Fournier with blood in his eye. 
"You told me Hornsby couldn't hit an in- 
side pitch. You said it was his weakness. 
Wotinhell did you mean by that?" 


"I never said that," Fournier corrected 


him. "I just told you to pitch him close. I 
don't want him shootln' those bullets 
around first base. After all, I'm a married 
man with a family to support." 


About 10 years later Joe DIMaggio 


joined th,e Yankees and 
Immediately 


showed that he was headed for the tap. 
Bobo Newsom boasted to a sportswriter 
that he'd find Joe's weakness in no time. 
Atfer the first game in which Bobo faced 
Joe and got his ears pinned back by three 
extra-base hits, the reporter put on a dead 
pan and asked Newsom, "Well, did you 
find his weakness?" 


"Yop," answered Bobo, "doubles." 
Or there was the time when Bob Feller, 


who in his younger days was notoriously 
weak on control, faced Yankee pitcher 
Vernon "Goofy" Gomez. It was a dusky 
day and when Gomez went up to bat 
against Rapid Robert, he struck a match 
and held the light in front of his face. 


"Quit the comedy and play ball," yelled 


the umpire. "You couldn't see what he 
throw_s If you had a 1,000-watt lamp." 


"1 don't wanna see what he throws," re- 


plied Ell Goofo. "I just want him to set 
me." 


White Sox manager Tony Cuccinello re- 


members those old days. He was part of 
them. 


One day after Casey Stengel had taken 


over as manager of the Dodgers, Cucci- 
nello hit what looked like a triple. Casey, 
' caching at third, saw that the outfielder's 
Grow was coming in fast, so he spread his 


hands, palms down, to indicate that Tony 
was to slide, and to make it more emphat- 
ic, shouted "Slide, slide," at the top of his 
voice. Despite these double instructions, 
Cooch came in standing up and was out. 


"Why, yha dumb 
," shrieked 


Stengel, "this will cost you fifty bucks. 
Why didn't you slide?" 


"Jesus, Casey, I couldn't slide," Tony 


'explained. "I remembered I had all my 
cigars in my back pocket." 


So. . .now that everyone has had a taste 


of what baseball used to be, I would like to 
submit that the Cub of the Year in 1969 
should not be Ron Santo or Randy Hundley 
or Ferguson Jenkins. It should be Dick 
Selma. 


Dick happens to be an oddball, a fun- 


loving character — one of those zany 
young men who could pump some life 
back into baseball. 


He's the cheerleader of the Bleacher 


Bums. He's the guy you see in the bullpen 
spiraling his hand slowly skyward, then 
leaping in the air, doing a half-turn as he 
crashes his arm down to bring the crowd's 
roar to a tumultuous crescendo. 


And Dick is a guy who adheres to base- 


ball's old philosophy of an eye for an eye. 
After an Atlanta pitcher had plunked Er- 
nie Banks with a pitch earlier this season, 
Dick retaliated by fir'ng at Hank Aaron. 
The usually mild-tnannered Aaron re- 
sponded angrily, almost c h a r g i n g the 
mound. 


"What does he expect," replied Selma 


(who looks like he'd take on three truck 
drivers in an alley anyway). "They threw 
at our number one man. I throw at theirs. 
It's as simple as that." 


The following week in Atlanta, Dick was 


naturally the target of the Braves' fans 
who booed him the second he stepped on 
the field. 


Unperturbed, Selma set the Braves on 


their ears for six innings without a hit. 
Along about the fourth, he flipped a base- 
ball to the limp and asked for a new one, 
explaining: "I'm going to pitch a no-hitter 
and I don't want to do it with a dirty base- 
ball." . 


Atlanta eventually broke the no-hitter, of 


course, but the crowd's biggest cheer 
came when Selma went spinning into the 
dirt to avoid being plunked with a pitch — 
or so they thought. 


Said Dick to a reporter after the game, 


"Don't mention this, but that pitch wasn't 
really close to me. I just hit the dirt be- 
cause I thought it'd give the fans a thrill." 


And Santo recalls the day the Astronauts 


landed on the moon. Seima was,pitching 
against the Phillies that afternoon. "He 
calls me over from third base in the 
middle of the game and says, 'Just think 
— we landed men on the moon.' 


"I told bun to forget the moon and think 


of the Phillies." 


Around that fine there were rumors 


that Richie Allen would be traded. Some- 
one in the Cub clubhouse said jokingly, 
"Maybe we'll get him." 


Most of the other Cubs immediately pro- 


tested they wouldn't want him. Most — but 
not Selma. Standing next to his buddy, 
Gene Oliver, Dick dead-panned: "We'd 
trade Gene Oliver for him." 


Of course, there are the supercilious 


amongst us who argue that Selma's bull- 
pen antics are childish, that he should 
learn to conduct himself like a profes- 
sional athlete. 


Personally, I'm glad there are an ec- 


centric few left who don't, who haven't 
forgotten what fun and laughter are. 


A Dick Selma in baseball is as refresh- 


ing and delightful as a cool breeze on a 
suffocating summer day. And the way 
things are going for the Cubs, it could be a 
long, hot September. 


We need & Dick. 


OLD ORCHARD'S NO. It - Only a 


'couple of years old, the Orchard's eighth 
hole is destined to be one of the most 
beautiful holes in Chicgoland. From its 
back tee, nestled among stately cedars 
and assorted bushes, you'll see your as- 
signment — carry over an island and 175 
very wet yards to a monstrous green. 


The lake has two heavily wooded islands 


and the one which lies nearest in the line 
of flight sometimes can block the driver's 
view should the pin be tucked on the right 
side of the green. The hole demands ac- 
curacy, for a sliced ball will never be 
found again and a hook will bring weeping 
willows and a creek into play. 


Guarding the green is a gaping trap on 


the right with out of bounds just a few feet 
behind the green. Such a starting hole 
would make .many a golfer want to walk 
back to the clubhouse. 


INDIAN LAKES C.C. 


460 Yard, Par 4 


INDIAN LAKES' NO. 9 UroquoisTrail) 


— Deceptively hard. That's the best way 
to tab this demanding par 4 finishing hole. 
As you approach this lengthy dogleg, 
you're already exhausted because eight 
other holes have come before. 


The slight dogleg is well protected by 


two yawning traps with three more to 
snare your approach should you stray to 
the left or right near the green. Then 
comes the biggest challenge of all — the 
green. 


Probably one of the largest on the 


course, the ninth can hand out four putts 
with ease, especially for those who get on 
in two and think they've got a par made. 
Allow for a lot of break on this rolling 
giant. 


NORDIC HILLS C.C. 


196 Yard, Par 3 


NORDIC HILLS' NO 6 — This is the 


shortest par 3 on the back side and it's 
plenty tough. From an elevated tee the 
golfer can choose two courses of action: 
smash a long iron or wood toward the 
green or hit a mid-iron short of the wide 
creek.

The water hazard, which is about 150 


yards off the tee and about 15 yards wide, 
has swallowed up many a faulty drive. 


Should the golfer go for the green, he'd 


better make it; for sand to the left, a bunk- 
er to the right, and trees and out of'bounds 
to the rear can hand out quick fives. Enjoy 
this hole for another "shorty" won't be in 
sight for five more holes. 


ROB ROY G.C. 
408 Yard, Par 4 


ROB ROY?S NO. 5 - Although this es- 


tablished course's No. 14th looks more 
challenging, Pro Bob McDonald tabbed 
this one the hardest hole to par. The rea- 
son 
can't be seen but is felt — the wind. 


The prevailing wind makes the fifth play 


like a par 5. Adding to this unseen hazard 


, are plenty of the seen variety. A narrow 
creek has the weekend golfer thinking 
right away. Beyond it are four traps, two 
of which can be found with a decent drive. 
The remaining two nab missed ap- 
proaches. 


Bunkers to the right and back left plus a 


stand of trees on the right rob players of 
pars and a sharply sloping putting surface 
can do the same. 


ARLINGTON C.C. 
620 Yard, Par 5 


ARLINGTON C.C.'S NO. 6 - No other 


hole on the 18 deserves the 13th flag more 
than this monster of monsters. Few if any 
holes in Chicagoland can match it for 
length. The dogleg fairway dips about 220 
yards out and at the bottom of the slope is 
a slowly drying creek. 


On the other side a large bunker on the 


right plays havoc with your fairway wood 
and mounds on the left makes an accurate 
approach shot nearly impossible. 


The fairway widens after this and slants 


upward, to a small, undulating green 
guarded by bunkers right and left. It's 
easy to use all the woods in your bag on 
this biggy which' would make even the 
pros tighten up their screws before teeing 
off.

of trouble playing it too safe. All along the 
left side until right in front of the green a 
creek waits patiently with rough terrain 
on the other side. Too much hook can 
bring a quick double bogey.

This 
forces players to 'think plenty hard what 
club to use to either bounce over the creek 
or just short of it. 


On the left there's a large stand of trees 


which block those who are trying to' sneak 
in from that direction. And once reaching 
the green you are in for a very tough putt, 
especially if the shadows are present.

CHEVY CHASE'S NO. 4 — This is the 


second wind hole on the course. Just like 
the Rob Roy entrant, if the wind isn't 
blowing in your face it's just a regular, 
long par 4.

A trap and then a long row of trees pro- 


tects the right side all the way to the 
green and a poor second shot might find 
the same on the left near the green. 


The putting surface looks pretty smooth 


from the fairway but once you're standing 
over your bali you'll probably be thinking 
about which way the putt is going to 
break. 


MEDINAH C.C. 
212 Yard, Par 3 


MEDINAH'S NO. 17 (No. 3 Course) — 


We've saved the best for last — the Big 
Bear's par 3, picture book hole. 


One man described this beautiful test 


this way: "Golf architects dream about 
creating such a hole; players dream about 
boiling architects in oil." 


Labeled the most pictuesque hole hi Chi- 


cagoland, this shorty has caused many a 
golfer to clutch and find Lake Kadijah in- 
stead of the green. The reason is the 
frightening teeoff high above-the target 
area and the surrounding hazards. 


The shot must carry over rough and wa- 


ter totaling 185 yards before reaching the 
putting surface, if the drive is letter per- 
fect. If not there are traps on all four sides 
with trees and the lake guarding anything 
short or long. 


To make matters even worse, the hole 


boasts one of the toughest putting surfaces 
on the championship layout. Putts must be 
stroked at nearly right angles to the hole 
because of the fantastically big breaks. 


SO THERE YOU have it — 7,536 yards- 


of pure golf course. Most would agree that- 
these holes are very representative of the 
Paddock area's top 15 daily fee layouts 
and Medinah's course. 


The next time you tackle an area 


course, look for these holes to test all your 
golfing, experience. And should you par or 
birdie one of these, consider your perform- 
ance a job well done. But if you don't 
don't say we didn't warn you.

around Bensenville for more than a dec- 
ade. 


Joe White and baseball. 
A LOVE AFFAIR that never caused 


raised eyebrows, just admiration and re- 
spect. 


Joe White and baseball. 
And now it's ending. After 12 years of 


playing and managing and coaching and 
organizing in semi-pro baseball around 
Bensenville, Joe White is stepping out. It 
isn't that the fondness is gone, it's just 
that, well, as Joe says: "I just feel it's 
time to call it quits. 


"I've dedicated 12 years to the baseball 


teams I've been associated with, and now 
with my boys growing up I feel I owe my 
family a little more time. And I owe my 
friends and relatives a little more time. 


"SURE, I'LL MISS IT, and my family 


would really like to see me stay in base- 
ball, but I feel myself that this is the time 
to get out. I'd made up my mind before 
the season began that this was my last 
year. 


"Maybe when my boys get older, I'll be 


back in it." 


Until then, the White clan, Joey 11, Ed- 


ward 9, Robert 8, and Michael 6, will get 
to spend a little more time with dad dur- 
ing the summers. Joe's wife, Mary Louise, 
is probably kind of happy with Joe's deci- 
sion, too, even if she was the one who got 
him started in coaching a dozen years 
back. 


That was in 1957, Joe had gotten out of 


the service the year before, and he and 
Mary were going together. Mary's uncle, 
Walter Overstreet, sponsored and ran a 
free lance baseball team in St Charles 


JOE JOINED THE team as a player- 


coach in '57 and in '58 became the playing 
manager when Overstreet, a carpenter, 
became too busy with his work to devote 
much tune to the ball club "I brought 
some boys in from Bensenville to beef up 
the club," says Joe 


Working in the Chickapee factory (a 


Johnson & Johnson enterprise) In Ben- 
senville, Joe met Bob Rolman in '59. The 
two became friends and immediately set 
out to organize a local ball team. "We so- 
licited some money, got some guys togeth- 
er, most of us worked at the factory, and 
formed the Chickapee-Benscnvllle ball 
club. We played on the Fenton High School 
field for two years. I was the manager, 
Bob was the coach '' 


Then came 1901, the team adopted a 


name, the Bensenville Aces, and entered 
organized competition for the first time — 
in the West Suburban Major League Joe 
still shudders a bit when he thinks of that 
year, but now he can laugh a little too. 


"We really found out what the good 


competition was like. We wound up 4-15, 
tied for seventh, and they had to stop 
some of those games on account of mercy. 


"ONE OF OUR problems was that there 


were two teams in Bensenvllie, and the 
other team run by Nick Tlberi got a lot of 
the guys we were counting on. Also, since 
we didn't have much money, we asked ev- 
eryone on our team to pay 20 bucks for the 
season. 


"To get good ball players to kick in 20 


bucks is spretty tough — most of these 
guys went over to Tiberl's team where 
they didn't have to pay anything — so the 
nest year I went out and hustled up enough 
money so that the players didn't have to 
pay anything." 


In '62, the ball club moved up to fifth 


place with a 7-12 record, and in '63 the 
Aces merged with the other Bensenville 
squad (North DuPage Boosters) 
and 


moved into the semi-pro Central States 
League. 


Tiberi sponsored the team and managed, 


White coached. 


AND JOE BEGAN TO learn the differ- 


ences between semi-pro and amateur ball, 
and slowly came to feel that amateur 
baseball was a bettor deal. 


"Really, there's very little difference be- 


tween the two except in post season play 
and in the money involved. 


"In semi-pro, you pay a lot more to get 


into a league and then at the end of the 
year you have a playoff between all the 
teams in the league for money prizes. It 
seems kind of senseless to me to pay all 
that extra money to play the same teams 
at the end of the season that you've played 
all season long, 


"In amateur ball, you pay a much 


smaller entry fee and at the end of the 
season you play in the Stan Muslal Tour- 
nament against teams from other areas 
and other leagues, teams you've never 
seen before. That's what I like about the 
amateur set-up. There are no money 
prizes, of course, just trophies. 


"THE AABC — AMERICAN Amateur 


Baseball Congress — is the governing 
body for amateur leagues, and everything 
is strictly under amateur rules. Semi-pro

teams are not permitted to play in ama- 
teur tourneys. 


"The competition" is just about the same 


in either semi-pro or amateur, but I've no- 
ticed, in the last few years at least, that 
the pitching is actually a little better in 
the amateur leagues " 


A year in the Central States League was 


enough for White. He helped organize the 
DuPage Hawks, playing out of Ben- 
senville, became its player-coach, and got 
the team into two leagues — the Greater 
Midwest League and the Winnemac Park 
League, both in Chicago. 


Through '67 the Hawks played out of 


Bensenville and in '65 they competed in a 
third league — the West Suburban Twi- 
Night League 


"WE PLAYED OVER 100 games that 


year," remembers White. "And we fin- 
ished second in two of the leagues, and 
fifth out of 12 in the other which I thought 
was pretty good under the circumstances. 
We really had to break our backs, to get 
into Chicago in time for some of the 
games during the week. 


"It's surprising I never got a ticket 


When we were playing at Winnemac Park 
we'd get out of work and get together 
about 5 15 or 5 31) or so, roar down the 
Kennedy, get off at Foster, pass every car 
we could, run out on the field without a 
warmup — we only had until 6:15 or it was 
a forfeit." 


'67 was both a good and a bad year for 


Joe White and the Hawks. It was a suc- 
cessful season on the field but a trouble- 
some one off. 


"We played in the McHenry County 


League that year, finished second, and 
went to the Stan Musial Tournament in 
Shreveport." 


BEHIND THE SCENES, though, Joe 


(who had pretty well hung up his spikes as 
an active player and become a full-time 
manager) was having problems. 


"Summer 
baseball 
started in Ben- 


senville that year and I could get only 
three dates on the Fenton field, and on two 
of those they kicked me onto the bad field 
and we lost a lot of baseballs on the 
tracks. 


"I told Frank Novatny that this was the 


last year for the Hawks, because we sim- 
ply couldn't play without a field " 


And '67 was the end of amateur baseball 


in Bensenville. Joe, and some of the local 


ballplayers, moved South when the oppor- 
tunity beckoned. 


"WHILE I WAS having trouble with No- 


vatny, I was contacted by Ernie Lair from 
Wheaton who was the manager and organ- 
izer of the Wheaton Cardinals. 1967 was 
their first year and they had ended up 
with a last place ball club He called me 
and told'me they had uniforms, money, 
and a field if I was interested in taking 
over the team. 


"Well, he was right about the team, but 


he wasn't exactly right about the uniforms 
and money. 


"Before our first season there C68) I 


had to go around trying to round up all the 
uniforms and we wound up about six short 
so we had to buy a few And while they 
did Bay most of the money, I had to go out 
and hustle up about $500 myself — two 
dollars from this store, a buck from that 
one, maybe five from another." 


But as he had in most other seasons, Joe 


put together a winner on the diamond 


THE '68 CARDINALS finished 10-4 and 


took first place in the Northern Division of 
the Illinois State League In the Stan Musi- 
al Tournament in Waukegan, they finished 
fourth in the 16-team competition 


White and the Cardinals repeated as 


Northern Division champs this year, but 
an untimely slump spelled the end of their 
tournament hopes 


On Sunday, Aug. 17, the season officially 


came to an end in Kenosha, Wis , with the 
Cards splitting a doubleheader with Ke- 
nosha. But it was more than the close of a 
season, it was a fond farewell to the man 
who had meant so much to baseball for so 
long in the Bensenville area 


"It was a great day for me," says Joe. 


"The boys on the team presented me with 
a real nice fishing outfit and a Charlie 
Brown baseball book that I really got a 
kick out of 


"I PLAYED IN THE last game because 


we had a lot of guys who left early to start 
their vacations, and they announced over 
the loudspeaker while I was at bat that 
this was my last game The crowd gave 
me a real nice hand, and it was a real 
thrill for me I really enjoyed myself." 


Looking back 
at the players 
he's 


coached in the last decade, Joe figures 
that he had three of the best in '69 


"Dean Gorman, Kerry Pfund, and Jim 


Alluied all have a chance to go a long way 


in baseball, I think. They're all young, 
they all have great potential, and none of 
them have reached their peak 


"Dean isn't really quick, but he has very 


good reflexes. He's an excellent right 
fielder, gets a good jump, and has an ex- 
cellent arm. He's also a fine third base- 
man xand as a hitter he was about the best 
on the club—real good power and he sel- 
dom strikes out. 


"AS FAR AS DESIRE, he's got it. He 


loves to play — never missed a game in 
two years for me. And he doesn't let much 
rattle him on the field. 


"Really, I think he has a great career 


ahead of him in baseball 


"Kerry also has a lot ahead of him. And 


he's got family-tradition going for him too. 
His dad, Lee Pfund, played under Leo 
Durocher with the Dodgers 
for five 


years." 


Despite increasing financial problems 


with the team, White says' 69 was one of 
his easier years. 


"I DIDN'T HAVE TO raise much money 


AND BIG LEAGUE managers think 
and starts bailing out the field.

er in debt than I realized because a lot of 
back bills that I didn't know about hadn't 
been paid — and I had more help with this 
club from Mr. Gorman (Dean's father) 
than I've ever had with any team before." 


Twelve years, and now it's over. You 


couldn't blame Joe for a few minutes of 
nostalgia. 


"I met a lot of people, made a lot of 


friends, traveled quite a bit — I got a lot 
out of baseball. 


"We had a lot of fun, us guys, traveling 


around in the car, going up to Wisconsin. 
We always had a good time. 


"FOX'S TAVERN (IN Bensenville) al- 


ways threw a party for us when the season 
was over. It would bring all the guys to- 
gether — we had a great time. Fox's, 
which contributed money every year, was 
one of the main reasons we got to operate 
as much as we did through the years." 


But the big reason was the energy, the 


enthusiasm and affection of a guy named 
Joe White for the game he loved.

Dog Hero Award — 


A courageous child loving Great Dane 


named Top, from Los Angeles, Calif., who 
saved two children from death or severe 
injury by two heroic deeds within eight 
weeks, has been named the winner of the 
Ken-L Ration gold medal, emblematic of 
his selection as America's Dog Hero of the 
Year for 19G9. 


Owned by a young German actor, Axel 


Patzwaldt, 25, the harlequin marked dog 
still limps noticeably on his right rear leg, 
which was broken when he was struck by 
a truck as he pushed a young girl from the 
path of the swift moving vehicle. The in- 
jury failed to prevent him from initiat- 
ing the rescue of a two-year-old boy from, 
drowning eight weeks later. 


The whole story started last spring, 


when the dog was being taken for a walk 
by a neighbor, Margo Tacot, 11. A short 
distance from home, she started across 
the street not noticing that a large truck 
was approaching. Realizing that the girl 
was unaware of the danger, Top barked 
loudly, jumped in front of her and pushed 
her backwards out of the way. The girl 
was unhurt, but Top suffered a broken 
right rear le gafter being hit by the trucl. 


The next episode took place about eight 


weeks later, and a week after the leg cast 
had been removed. Patzwaldt let the dog 
out of the apartment house into the back 
yard, which contained a swimming pool. A 
few seconds later, Top came bounding 
back to the door, soaking wet and barking 
at the top of his lungs. 


Patzwaldt and other residents ran out to 


find the reason for his barking. The dog 
led them to the pool and on the bottom 
was the apparently lifeless body of two- 
year-old Christopher Conley. 


A former lifeguard, Patzwaldt dove into 


the pool and brought the child out. After 
mouth-to-mouth resuscitation and a fast 
trip to the hospital the child was pro- 
nounced out of danger eight hours later. 


It was figured out afterwards that Top 


had obviously leaped into the pool in an 
attempt to aid the youngster, but could not 
reach him, and then came out and sum- 
moned help by his loud barking. 


Top will be acclaimed at the 16th annual 


award dinner, to be held in his honor Sept. 
4, in the Regency Hyatt House in Atlanta, 
Ga, In addition to the gold medal, he will 
receive a gold-plated lead and collar, gold 
plaque, custom-made dog blanket and a 
year's supply of dog food. His owner will 
also be presented with a $1,000 U.S. bond.

Expect State 
Fund Increase 
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High School Dlst. 88 expects to receive 


about $450,000 more in state aid this fiscal 
year as the result of the state legislature's 
approval of a now aid formula. 


"This is the equivalent of receiving local 


voter approval to levy 9 cents more than 
we are now permitted to do for our educa- 
tional fund needs," Jack Monts, director 
of business affairs, said. 


The district will receive approximately 


$880,312.91 in state aid this fiscal year, ac- 
cording to the figures compiled by Monts. 
Under the old state aid formula, Dist. 88 
would have received only $429,679.12. 


The new formula raises the foundation 


level for annual per student costs from 
$400 to $S20 and the qualifying tax rate 
from 84 cents to 90 cents. The formula 
continues to be applied against the dis- 
trict's average daily attendance. 


THE DISTRICT'S increased state aid 


will evolve this way, Monts explained: 


—The district must bring in revenue on 


its own based on a qualifying tax rate of 
90 cents (per $100 assessed valuation). The 
rate, computed against the district's as- 
sessed valuation of $476,329,277 (as of the 
fall of 1968), will bring in revenue of 
$4,286,963.49. 


—The average daily attendance will be 


"weighted" (multiplied) by a figure of 


1.25. The 1.25 weighting factor applies just 
to high school districts, having been in- 
creased from the 1.15 f?ctor in the old for- 
mula. 


The average daily attendance in the 


three Dist. 88 high schools, based on the 
1968-69 school year, is 7,949.66. 


THE DuPAGE COUNTY superintendent 


of schools advised the school districts that 
the first checks based on the new formula 
can be expected in mid-September and 
will consist of the first two payments, for 
July and August.' 


The increased state aid will bring state 


support of each Dist. 88 student to about 
$110, as compared with the present $54. 


The increased income from the state dis- 


tributive fund is one of the factors the dis- 
trict and its Citizens' Advisory Council are 
considering in discussing another referen- 
dum on an increase in the tax rate of the 
educational fund. 


District officials estimate that the in- 


creased state aid will be equal to about a 9 
cent increase in the educational fund tax 
rate. Unfortunately this will provide only a 
partial answer to the district's desperate 
need for additional operating revenue. 


It was estimated earlier that a 26-to-29 


cent increase in the tax rate would be 
needed to eliminate the deficit spending in 
the educational fund.

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Jesse Lopez Delivers a Sound Pitch

The lobby is splnshcd In pink and two 


huge chandeliers catch the concentric 
swirl of the pink carpet, carrying it into a 
twirl of various shades. 


On entering Arlington Park Towers, it is 


the color that immediately catches the eye 
— but it's the sound emanating from the 
Pony Lounge to the right that catches the 
soul. 


It started July 3 when a 25-year-old per- 
former named Jesse Lopez brought his 
four-piece band into the lounge. He's been 
holding his own since then, and his con- 
tract was renewed to run through Labor 
Day. 


JESSE LOPEZ IS one of a handful of 


Latin musicians making it in the merry- 
go-round world,of entertainment. But his 
music is not confined to a nationality, nor

a region, but stretches beyond to enclose 
the sound that transcends the mythical 
"generation gap" with a single word — 
talent. 


The brother of well known Trini Lopez, 


Jesse sat across the table and phrased it 
this way: 


"Having a well known brother is both a 


hindrance and a help. It opens up audi- 
tions which would have been harder to 
come by had I been completely 'unknown.' 
On the other hand, in the beginning, the 
people come just to see what Trini's broth- 
er can do." 


That changes quickly, however, under- 


scored dramatically by the applause, the 
excitement and the sheer happiness that 
flows through'the audience on any given 
night of the week. 


"I'VE ONLY BEEN doing this full-time 


for six months. I graduated from North 
Texas State with a degree in radio and 
television last January. I had to decide 
whether to be a journalist or go into enter- 
tainment." 


Judging from audience response — and 


international bookings already lined up — 
the decision was the right one. 


The band—made up of Charles Lowe on 


organ; Victor Stewart, guitar; Doug Maer, 
electric bass, and Paul Vinton on drums — 
got together with Lopez the summer be- 
fore he entered his senior high school year 
at Long View, Tex,, near Dallas. 


"Trini left home when I was 15," Lopez 


recalled, "and if I ran into problems, I'd 
call him. He was more like a father than 
a brother, and he told me he'd help me." 


LOPEZ'S FACE, framed beneath heavy 


black hair, sideburns growing full and rich 
below the ears, became suddenly very 
serious. "But he also told me that, once I 
was on stage, I was on my own." 


When Lopez is on stage, he's not on his 


own — he's got the full support of the au- 
dience. And when the applause breaks out 
in the middle of "San Francisco" or "Sun- 
ny" or when the inertia of "Spinning 
Wheel" moves the audience to near-stand- 
ing bvations, you have the distinct feeling 
that this young Latin has nothing but the 
sky to stop him. 


The band, before coming to Arlington 


Heights, finished a two-month engagement 
in Puerto Rico. After Labor Day, Lopez 
and his band will return to Dallas for sev- 
eral engagements and when whiter sets in, 
it'll either be on to Lake Tahoe or down- 
town Miami. 


"It's still uncertain," he said. 


AT ANY RATE, come Jan. 9 Jesse Lo- 


pez opens in Hong Kong. Sometime with- 
in the next year there is also a trip to Los 
Angeles for a recording session and, in the 
distant future, the obvious, next step into 
acting. 


"Right now my career is music and it's 


very serious," Lopez said. 


"I'm not a crusader by aaiy means, so 


please don't misunderstand 
what I'm 


about to say, but there are very few 
'stars' who are Latin. There is my bro- 
ther, Trini (at one time he had seven best- 
selling albums among the top 10), there is 
Jose Feliciano, whp is doing what Trini 
did five years ago, and then there are the 
Mexicans who changed their names — Ra- 
quel Welch and VikM Carr, among oth- 
ers." 


Lopez said he hoped that he'd carry on 


the seemingly new-found Latin talent that 
is making such an impression in the 
United States. 


/ 


IN SPEAKING of musk in general, the 


rock scene in particular, he pointed out 
that, in his opinion, blues is so basic it 
won't die. "But blues will never be 100 per 
cent 'because it takes soul and many blues 
performers today don't have soul. I'm af- 
raid it's only a fad." 


Whatever the musical theme — jazz, 


Latin, pop, soft and acid rock — Jesse Lo- 
pez and the four musicians (in every sense 
of the word) who have been with him 
since high school days "play it like it is." 


The greatest satisfaction of all in his 


world of music, Lopez said, is when people 
return to the Pony Lounge, or wherever 
he's playing and say, "I came first be- 
cause I was curious. Fin coming back be- 
cause of you." 


THE SAME IS true of the club, man- 


agers who consistently extend his engage- 
ments. (St. Louis bad to take a second 
seat and wait awhile because of the exten- 
sion at Arlington Park Towers.) 


Whatever the taste in music, consecutive 


performances by Lopez in the Pony 
Lounge have been strictly positive, and 
many bouquets have been thrown. 


One set with Lopez on stage makes this 


fact, rather than opinion — he does the 
next-to-impossible. He creates that in- 
tangible music bubble that swells and en- 
velops his audience completely. 


It's the splashy pink that catches the eye 


at Arlington Park Towers — but it's the 
Jesse Lopez sound that makes you want to 
return.

Poor Eating Habits Can 


Develop During Pregnancy 
In Timing Runs

Pregnancy is a happy time for most 


women — but it is also a time when many 
women develop bad eating habits. Fur- 
ther, it is a time when many women first 
develop ugly varicose veins. 


How to enjoy the happiness of preg- 


nancy, while avoiding its pitfalls, is out- 
lined by William 0. Elson, director of the 
research laboratories of the Fling division 
of the Kendall Company. 


"First of all, see your obstetrician or 


family doctor very early in your preg- 
nancy," Elson recommended. "Don't wait 
until the fifth or sixth month. 


"Your doctor will put you on a diet, and 


he'll tell you to forget that old saw about 
'I'm eating for two1 — because all that can 
do is get you into serious trouble," the 
scientist said. 


ACCORDING TO a national organization 


of obstetricians, 20 per cent of the four 
million women who will be pregnant this 
year will gain too much weight. Dan- 
gerous eating habits can be formed, habits 
very difficult to break after the baby is 
born. 


A weight gain of 20 pounds is about nor- 


mal. 
The baby and other by-products of 


pregnancy total about 11 pounds, and the 
balance is fluid stored in plasma and tis- 
sue, which is soon lost after delivery. 


"Even this normal gain of 20 pounds 


puts a strain on the mother-to-be's legs," 
said Elson. "If she has weak veins, those 
veins near the surface of her legs will 
slowly stretch and dilate, and ugly vari- 
cose veins may permanently mar the 
beauty of her legs.

More Blindness 
In U.S. Today 


The increased life span of adults and the 


decreased mortality of premature babies 
has resulted in an upturn in the incidence 
of blindness in America, according'to the 
Illinois Society for the Prevention of Blind- 
ness. 


While the general population has in- 


creased 36 per cent since the 1940's, the 
blind population has increased 67 per cent. 
These figures constitute a warning that we 
cannot ignore, according to the Society. 


Much of the increased blindness is due 


to glaucoma, a disease of the eye that 
largely affects those 35 years of age and 
over. There are usually no symptoms in 
the early stages so many persons may 
have the disease without suspecting it, ac- 
cording to the Society. If discovered and 
treated, in time, however, blindness may 
be averted. Adults 35 years of age and 
over and all those with a family history of 
the disease are advised to have a glauc- 
oma test every two years.

Nothing can equal the diversity found in 


nature. Maybe this explains why the em- 
broiderings of Mrs. Betty Sauer are each 
so different — she uses nature as her sub- 
ject. 


Featured artist for the month of August 


at the Schaumburg Township Public Li- 
brary, Mrs. Sauer of Schaumburg embroi- 
ders panels, most of them floral designs. 
The needlework is done on burlap or hop- 
sacking stretched over an inner wood 
frame, and then the completed panel may 
be framed like a picture, Mrs. Sauer's 
husband makes the frames. 


Mrs. Sauer, who learned to embroider 


as a little girl, has been doing it in this 
artistic form for two years. 


"I started with kits," she said. "Then I 


got interested in art shows, and they don't 
allow kits. So I started doing original de- 
signs." 


HER ORIGINAL DESIGNS are simply 


pulled out of her head, without even a pen- 
cil sketch for a guide. "I just work along, 
making it up as I go. I usually have a 
general idea of a picture when I start, but 
I usually don't make a sketch." 


She explained that she doesn't even like 


to pencil in guide lines on the material, 
because "I'll be sure to change my mind 
when I'm sewing and then that line is 
there."

The 13 pieces on display are her first 


original group, and she hopes to enter 
shows next spring.

SHE WORKED NINE months on this 


group, each panel taking anywhere from 
"two days to hours and hours" to com- 
plete. The ones that are solid embroidery 
take the longest because she has to fill in 
all the spaces. But she says, "I love to do 
those; they are lots of fun. I never know 
just how each flower is going to turn out." 


To achieve the many different effects in 


her panels, Mrs. Sauer uses all different 
media — angora, mohair, variegated yarn, 
sailcloth, scraps of material, regular yam 
and string, and then she does a variety of 
things with these materials, In one panel, 
she put a piece of mat down, then embroi- 
dered over it. In another, she braided the 
yarn before embroidering. Sometimes she 
uses a single thread, sometimes four. She 
also uses a wide variety of stitches — long 
ones, short ones, French knots, etc. 


SOME OF HER FLOWERS are ab- 


stract, while most look amazingly real.

"I use my own imagination," she says. 


"They aren't supposed to be any particu- 
lar kind of flower, although everyone 
could probably name some of them." 


Mrs. Sauer has a garden at home which

Her only background for this creative 


talent is three art courses which she took 
through a high school continuing education 
program. They included hat making, furni- 
ture refinishing and interior decorating.

Roselle citizens, led by Trustee Anthony 


Bonavolonta, confronted the Bloomingdale 
Village Board Wednesday and wanted 
some answers about the dumping at the 
gravel pit south of Roselle village limits at 
Foster Avenue. 


"I realize Joseph Kr'ass, the owner of 


the pit, has certain rights, but his adjoin- 
ing neighbors have some too," Bonavo- 
lonta told the board of trustees. 


He called for an immediate stop-work 


order on the dumping operation which is 
suppossedly being done in an area zoned 
R-l by the owner's request. 


Two years ago a stop-work order was 


called, according to Bonavolonta, but ac- 
tion was dropped. He wanted the village 
board to enforce the R-l zoning and reor- 
der the petition. 


BONAVOLONTA also asked that a writ- 


ten agreement be reached between the vil- 
lage and the owner of the pit specifying 
how the land is to be used, a graphical 
description of the property be submitted to 
determine the scope of work to be done 
and a statement of intent be obtained from 
the owner regarding the operation of the 
gravel pit. 


Other Roselle residents, most of whom 


live on Foster Avenue and have backyards 
adjacent to the pit, charged it was a solid 
waste disposal site with no rodent control 
and no fence around it to prevent children 
from falling into the garbage filled area, 


New digging, they calimed, was result- 


ing in destruction of shrubs and trees 
which were the only barrier between the 
residents and the pit. 


ROBERT FRANTZ, mayor of Roselle, 


who was also at the meeting, tried to re- 
strata complaining citizens. 


"Roselle doesn't have the right to de- 


mand," Frantz said, "we are guests here 
tonight." 


The Springbrook project mentioned by 


Robert Meyers, Bloomingdale Village 
President, as a possible solution to the 
problem, could not be implemented imme- 
diately according to Frantz. 


Bonavolonta helped initiate the study 


which proposes to improve water flow 
from Springbrook creek in Roselle into the 
gravel pit which would be transformed 
into a drainage basin.

MEYERS SAID although he had been to

conformity use and the village would have 
lost the case," Jack Waghorne, village at- 
torney, said, explaining why it was 
dropped. 


Meyers and the board assured the au- 


dience the zoning and planning board 
would meet with Krass. 


Trustee Werner Troesken answered a 


charge by a resident that the board has 
not done a thing to solve the problem. 


"I've been thinking real hard and there

TROESKEN, who was not positive about

Northwest Mental Health Association, Ar-

study last October. The survey is a part of 
a long-range plan • to provide com- 
prehensive services for the mentally ill 
and the retarded in the four township 
area. 


THE SURVEY WAS made by Herman 


Smith Associates, Chicago Hospital con- 
sultants, at a cost of $7,500, shared jointly 
by the three sponsors. 


The 140-page report presented to the 


three sponsors touches on all aspects of 
prevention and care for mentally ill, men- 
tally retarded and otherwise handicapped 


persons. The survey also includes eval- 
uations and recommendations in terms of 
both the present and anticipated future 
growth in population and approaches to 
prevention and to treatment. 


The general purpose of the report is to 


help the three agencies keep up with mod- 
ern trends in organization and con- 
servation of community health resources. 
These trends include providing the max- 
imum in prevention and treatment while 
reducing or eliminating wasteful dupli- 
cation of similar facilities and maximum 
use of available professional and other 
skills.

Community Pool Awaiting Pact

The Wood Dale Park District is waiting

park district residents this spring. 


CASKEY'S FIRST recommendations for 


a plan of action include land acquisition, 
area and facility development, recreation 
.program, expansion and funding possi- 
bilities. His suggested plan includes imme- 
diate, intermediate and long-range goals. 


The immediate, 1969-70, plans include a 


public referendum to obtain funds to pur- 
chase land, develop parks and build a 
swimming pool.

The district could also build tennis

Community Pool Awaiting Pact

The Wood Dale Park District is waiting 


for a formal agreement to be drawn up by 
the Wood Dale village attorney before they 
proceed with formal action toward build-' 
ing a community pool.

Community Pool Awaiting Pact

The Wood Dale Park District is waiting 


for a formal agreement to be drawn up by 
the Wood Dale village attorney before they 
proceed with formal action toward build- 
ing a community pool. 


The Wood Dale Village Council and the 


park board have tentatively agreed to use 
a $220,000 donation from Richard Fencl, 
Brookwood developer, plus about $125,000 
to be raised by the park district to con- 
struct the pool. 


Fencl, according to a pro-annexation 


agreemnt, is to donate six acres at Center 
and Wood Dale roads for the site of a new 
village hall and police station. The pool 
may also be constructed there, provided 
the ground is suitable. 


"THERE IS NO agreement yet, since 


we have nothing in writing," William 
McDowell, park board president, said 
Tuesday night at the district meeting. "We 
will have to see the agreement first," 


The park board was unsure of the status 


of the land transfer Tuesday. The money 
has supposedly been deposited, but the 
land transfer has taken time. 


If the village hall land proves unsuitable 


for the pool site and possible future recre- 
ation center, the park district will have to 
seek another site. Other park sites will be 
considered as the district works on formu- 
lating a master plan of development. 


Alan Caskey, park and recreation re- 


searcher, presented a preliminary plan for 
study by park commissioners Tuesday/ As 
a representative of McFadzean and Everly 
of Winnetka, Caskey conducted a $10,000 


massive attitude and interest survey of 
park district residents this spring. 


CASKEY'S FIRST recommendations for 


a plan of action include land acquisition, 
area and facility development, recreation 
program expansion and funding possi- 
bilities. His suggested plan includes imme- 
diate, intermediate and long-range goals. 


The immediate, 1969-70, plans include a 


public referendum to obtain funds to pur- 
chase land, develop parks and build a 
swimming pool. The maximum would be 
$500,000. 


The land acquisition includes about eight 


acres adjacent to Wood Dale Junior High 
School, about nine acres near to Westview 
School, the "slough.area" on north Wood 
Dale Road, 18 acres of wooded land on 
south Wood Dale Road, three acres near 
Mohawk Manor subdivision and three 
acres north of Irving Park Road and west 
of Wood Dale Road. 


' 
Another eight to 10 acres could be 


bought near the Salt Creek Forest Pre- 
serve. Land acquisition would be flexible, 
depending on money available, cost of 
land and recreation needs in various sec- 
tions of town. 


OTHER IMMEDIATE plans may in- 


clude after-school, Saturday and holiday 
recreation programs for grade school and 
junior high school students.

The donation, leasing or purchase ok Li- 


onwood Park from the Wood Dale Lions 
Club was also recommended. The park 
board agreed Tuesday to send a letter of 
interest in negotiations to the Lions Club 
this week. 


The park board could also secure a joint 


agreement with Wood Dale School Dist. 7 
to lease and develop recreation use areas 
around Westview, Oakbrook and Wood 
Dale junior high schools. 


Although not considered yet, the park 


district may also find it necessary to deal 
with Fenton High School Dist. 100,- if a 
Wood Dale site is constructed near the 
present junior high school. 


THE DISTRICT ALSO plans to in- 


vestigate improvement of Mohawk Manor 
Park near Illinois 83. The board said Tues- 
day it may seek landfill assistance from 
the state highway department when Route 
83 is widened. 


Intermediate plans for 1971 and 1972 in- 


clude obtaining title to three acres of land 
designated as parks in the Fencl-Brook- 
wood development. The park site would be 
developed as a high-use neighborhood 
park, due to the expected large number of 
residents living in the high-rise apartment 
complex. 


The district could also build tennis 


courts and baseball fields at the junior 
high school and at the newly purchased 
Westview School area park. A purchase of 
15 acres of community park land approxi- 
mately west of Highland School and north 
and south School Street could be consid- 
ered. The site also may be west of Salt 
Creek. 


BESIDES OTHER land purchases, a 


teen center program with a youth advisory 
committee could be developed. Small natu- 
ral ice skating rinks near school sites may 
be constructed. 


The park board will seek improvement 


of leased Oakbrook School site with play- 
ground equipment and renovation of ball 
fields. The junior high site could have ball 
fields, tennis courts and outdoor track fa- 
cilities. 


Lorig-ran^e plans for 1973 and beyond, 


Caskey said, are difficult to predict, but 
could .include development of the "slough 
park area," if purchased, and 18 acres of 
woodland with nature study buildings. 


A state-local project of cleaning up Salt 


Creek and its local flooding" problems may 
be started by 1973, if not sooner. 


DEVELOPMENT of a year-round recre-

'Good Beginning' 
7 Centex Sites Sold 


Seven sites have already been sold in 


the Centex-Schaumburg industrial park 
planned for development hi Schaumburg 
Township. 


James Dana, coordinator for Centex- 


Schaumburg, said contracts have been 
signed with seven industrial firms, al- 
though land titles have not changed hands. 


"It's a real good beginning," Dana said. 
Four of the business firms will construct

is prepared and submitted to the board of 
health, the board will not be able to in- 
clude the program in its budget estimate 
to the County Board of Supervisors in Oc- 
tober.

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Ire Up 
Over Pit 
Dumping

Roselle citizens, led by Trustee Anthony 


Bonavolonta, confronted the Bloomingdale 
Village Board Wednesday and wanted 
some answers about the dumping at the 
gravel pit south of Roselle village limits at. 
Foster Avonue. 


"I realize Joseph Krass, the owner of 


the pit, has certain rights, but his adjoin- 
ing neighbors have some too," Bonavo- 
lonta told the board of trustees. 


He called for an immediate stop-work 


order on the dumping operation which is 
suppossedly being done in an area zoned 
JR-1 by the owner's request. 


Two years ago a stop-work order was 


called, according to Bonavolonta, but ac- 
tion was dropped. He wanted the village 
board to enforce the R-l zoning and reor- 
der the petition. 


BONAVOLONTA also asked that a writ- 


ten agreement be reached between the vil- 
lage and the owner of the pit specifying 
how the land is to be used, a graphical 
description of the property be submitted to 
determine the scope of work to be done 
and a statement of intent be obtained from 
the owner regarding the operation of the 
gravel pit. 


Other Roselle residents, most of whom 


live on Foster Avenue and have backyards 
adjacent to the pit, charged it was a solid 
waste disposal site with no rodent control 
and no fence around it to prevent children 
from falling into the garbage filled area. 


New digging, they calimed, was result- 


ing in destruction of shrubs and trees 
which were the only barrier between the 
residents and the pit. 


ROBERT FRANTZ, mayor of Roselle, 


who was also at the meeting, tried to rer 
strain complaining citizens. 


"Roselle doesn't have the right to de- 


mand," Frantz said, "we are guests here 
tonight." 


The Springbrook project mentioned by 


Robert Meyers, Bloomingdale Village 
President, as a possible solution to the 
problem, could not be implemented imme- 
diately according to Frantz. 


Bonavolonta helped initiate the study 


which proposes to improve water flow 
from Springbrook creek in Roselle into the 
gravel pit which would be transformed 
into a drainage basin. 


Springbrook was not the answer, he told 


the board. 


"You as a municipality have to decide 


what you want clone with that pit," he 
said. 


MEYERS SAID although he had been to 


the site several times and the odor there 
was terrible, he had never found garbage. 


"Since Krass was digging before the 


property was rezoned he has a valid non- 
conformity use and the village would have 
lost the case," Jack Waghorne, village at- 
torney, said, explaining why it was 
dropped. 


Meyers and the board assured the au- 


dience the zoning and planning board 
would meet with Krass. 


Trustee Werner Troesken answered a 


charge by a resident that the board has 
not done a thing to solve the problem. 


"I've been thinking real hard and there 


might be something in the new ordinance 
that would let us red tag him tomorrow," 
he said. 


TROESKEN, who was not positive about 


the ordinance, said he did not want to be 
guilty of cheap talk. 


After the board defeated a resolution ap- 


pointing Mrs. Fortune LoPresti as village 
clerk, the trustees voted to instruct Wag- 
horne to prepare for an election.' 


Trustees Ralph Johnston and J. Stewart 


May were the only two voting in favor of 
Mrs. LoPresti. Trustees Werner Troesken 
and Robert Buckles abstained and Paul 
Ahlrich and Wallace Geils voted no. 


When May asked if anyone else had con-

The park site would be 
developed as a high-use neighborhood 
park, due to the expected large number of 
residents living in the high-rise apartment 
complex. 


The district could also build tennis 


courts and baseball fields at the junior 
high school and at the newly purchased 
Westview School area park. A purchase of 
15 acres of community park land approxi- 
mately west of Highland School and north 
and south School Street could be consid- 
ered. The site also may be west of Salt 
Creek. 


BESIDES OTHER land purchases, a 


teen center program with a youth advisory 
committee could be developed. Small natu- 
ral ice skating rinks near school sites may 
be constructed. 


The park board will seek improvement 


of leased Oakbrook School site with play- 
ground equipment and renovation of ball 
fields. The junior high site could have ball 
fields, tennis courts and outdoor track fa- 
cilities. 


Long-range plans for 1973 and beyond, 


Caskey said, are difficult to predict, but 
could include development 'of the "slough 
park area," if purchased, and 18 acres of 
woodland with nature study buildings. 


A state-local project of cleaning up Salt 


Creek and its local flooding problems may 
be started by 1973, if not sooner. 


DEVELOPMENT of a year-round recre- 


ation program for all age groups, leasing 
of forest preserve land and their devel- 
opment could be done, A community cen- 
ter near the junior high school may be in 
the making then.

Christmas Cat Is Big Business 


by GERRY DeZONNA 


There's been a lot of pussy-footing 


around in Jim Mercurio's trailer. 


Jim and his wife, Virginia, who live in 


the Oasis Trailer Court on Elmhurst Road, 
breed and raise Siamese cats for contest 
competition. 


Sleek, slender and swift, the Siamese is 


not a rare breed of cat, and contest com- 
petition is almost a cutthroat adventure 
among cat breeders. 


"THE COMPETITION is tough in this 


field. There are seven different types of 
Siamese cat. If there are 300 cats in a 
show, at least half of them are Siamese," 
Mercurio said. 


One of Mercurio's prize cats, Starr II, 


just returned from a triumphant tour to 
Toronto where he took top honors as the 
best Siamese cat in the Canadian National 
Exhibition. 


Star n, a 9-month-old chocolate point 


male with 'a cream coat, beat more than 
50 cats in the seven-field competition. 
There are seven color classifications in the 
Siamese category: Seal, chocolate,- blue, 
lilac, frost, color point and tortoise shell, a 
rare breed with a speckled nose. 


"Each cat starts out with 100 points, 


and points are deducted for each flaw in 
the cat. A score of 97 or 98 is almost per- 
fect. Usually, there are four judges who 
examine each entrant. 


"THE STANDARDS that the judges look 


for in the Siamese are much different than 
they were years ago. In the 1920's and 
1930's, the ideal Siamese had a short face, 
crossed eyes and a kinky tail. 


"But today, the standards are almost 


the exact opposite. A good Siamese cat 
has a monkey's tail, a Greyhound's sleek 
body, and the Schnauzer's long head — all 
of these physical traits plus the markings 
of a cougar. 


"The length of the head is one of the 


most important features in the Siamese. 
It's taken cat breeders quite some time to 
breed the squat faces out of the Siamese 
line," Mercurio said. 


Mercurio and his wife hope Star II will 


capture the International Grand Champion 
Cat Award, which is the highest title that 
a cat can earn. There are no cash awards 
for contest winners. They win titles, mer- 
its and personal satisfaction for their own- 
ers. 


MERCURIO HAS entered his cats in 


more than 250 shows across the country. 
"I've been on the contest circuit for about 
five years now. We usually participate in 
those contests held within a 400-mile radi- 
us of the area, but sometimes I'll fly out to 
California or New York to participate in a 
show," he said. 


Keeping a Siamese cat in excellent 


shape is a demanding job. "ItNs as hard to 
keep a Siamese trim and slim as 'it is a 
woman. This breed of cat has a tendency 
to eat all day if he's allowed the food. 
They have robust appetites which need to 
be watched and regulated to a steady 
diet." 


Mercurio feeds his cats twice a day un- 


less they begin to gain weight, and then 
they're cut to only one meal a day. They 


should only weigh SVz to four pounds. He 
feeds them a special mixture of beef 'liver 
and kidneys, commercial cat food, vita- 
mins and boiled smelt. He also adds ten- 
der loving care. 
' HIS SIAMESE cats, who have a pedi- 
gree as long as a man's leg, closely re- 
semble the cougar but they're as. gentle as 
a lamb. "I believe a good animal has to be 
gentle as well as playful, and cats are no 
different. They can be trained just like 
any other animal despite what people may 
think about cats being independent." 


Mercurio's eats are obedient, especially 


Star II, who has been trained to respond to 
his owner's commands. Star II and Mer- 


curio play a game of fetch just like a hunt- 
er and a faithful bird dog. Mercurio tosses 
a small raccoon's tail across the trailer, 
and Star II returns it after some fast foot- 
work 'around the trailer's nooks and 
crannies. 


His cats are friendly and gentle with 


dogs, including a behemoth Great Dane 
from down the street and a smaE, spunky 
terrier. But, they are much too playful with 
birds. 


The Mercurios have tried keeping ca- 


naries, but the cats always managed to 
get to the cage with a powerful paw that 
knocks the cage to the floor, frightening 
the birds to death. "We had the bird's 


cage hanging from the ceiling in the 
middle of the kitchen, but we neglected to 
have the wall telephone removed. 


"One dayi one? of the cats used the tele- 


phone for a ''springboard, and that was the 
end of the bird," Mrs. Mercurio said. 


THE MERCURIOS now house a handful 


of kittens and cats in the trailer, an adven- 
ture that began six years ago when Mer- 
curio brought home a Siamese kitten on 
Christmas Eve. 


"I never thought that one kitten would 


start a business, but it has. And we've en- 
joyed it tremendously, especially Star IPs 
recent claim to fame.

A $1 million marijauna field on a rural 


farm 
in southern Illinois was found 


Wednesday by Mount Prospect defectives 
after several months of intensive in- 
vestigation. 


The field is believed to- be a major 


source of marijuana sold in the Northwest 
suburbs. 


Richard Pascoe and Dick Yost, Mount 


Prospect detectives who located the field 
said it was two miles long and 60 feet wide 
on either side of a small river. Pascoe 
reported the plants, which had reached 
maturity and were going to seed, stood 
about six feet high. 


He said the Illinois Bureau of Narcotics 


destroyed the field yesterday with a chem- 
ical spray. 


"You couldn't destroy it completely by 


cutting or burning it, but the chemicals 


will kill the plants, the seeds and destroy 
the ground as well." 


PASCOE SAID IF anyone cuts the 


plants, processes and sells them after they 
have been sprayed, the user will become 
violently sick. He added, however, that it 
will cause no permanent damage to the 
user. . 


Sgt. Joe' Bopp, who aided in the in- 


vestigation said, "Maybe that will put 
some fear into local users of the field. . ' 
that they might get sick." 


Bopp speculated that although the field 


was a source for this area, it might be 
free to anyone who might want to harvest 
it in the area it was found. The exact loca- 
tion of the field was not disclosed.

How would you like to be the man who 


makes Mayor Daley look the way he does? 


Carmen Duro, 510 Banbury in Arlington 


Heights has that awesome responsibility. 


For the past 24 years, Chicago's top 


Democrat has gone into the House of Duro 
at 172 N. Michigan Ave. and bought about 
12 custom made suits a year at $375 each. 


And Duro, who founded the House of 


Duro in 1950 with his two brothers, designs 
all of the custom made suits. 


Duro said that the mayor wasn't hard to 


fit and "is one of the finest gentlemen I've 
ever met." 


Among his clientele, Duro boasts such 


names as Ray Milland, Rossano Brazzi, 
George Hamilton, Bing and Bob Crosby, 
Liberace, Louie Prima and Hugh Hefner 
"when he first started out." 


THE NAPLES BORN designer and tai- 


lor came to the United States in 1924. He 
already was an accomplished tailor and 
came to Chicago because his family was 
here. 


He left Chicago for New York to study 


designing and at 18, he became the assist- 
ant designer for Eagle Clothes in New, 
York. In 1932, he came back to Chicago 
and opened a custom tailor shop on the 
second floor of 166 W. Washington. 


The store went broke. 
Duro began to peddle his suits from one 


store to another and Burns and Grasse, 
custom clothes makers, liked his work. 


"They liked my designs and~~gave me 


enough work to make me the busiest tailor 
in Chicago," he said. 


Carmen Duro quit Burns and Grasse 


and opened his second store in 1936. 


TAKING IN HIS brothers Vess and Jer- 


ry as equal partners, the Duros opened a 
store at 105 W. Monroe. The store did a 
good business with Vess doing the selling 
and Carmen and Jerry doing the tailoring 
and designing. 


In 1950, they moved to their present lo- 


cation and included a haberdashery and 
ready-made suits; The ready-made suits 
are designed by the Duro brothers but 


•made elsewhere and cost $175 and up. 


A custom made suit by the House of 


Duro takes five weeks to make and has 
one price — $375. Duro said that people 
have come from as far away as Texas and 
Canada to buy his suits. 


DURO IS THE president of the Inter- 


national Tailors Designers Association and 
last year, he nominated Richard Nixon as 
the best dressed man of 1968. Duro has 
since received a letter from President 
Nixon saying he would visit the House of 
Duro at his first possible opportunity. 


Duro said that men's styles are chang- 


ing and that cuffs on trousers are coming 
back. He mentioned that side vents are out 
and coats will be fitted at the waist and 
much fuller. 


Duro, his wife Dominica and their five 


children have lived in Arlington Heights 
since 1946. "When I came here, there were 
only 6,500 people here," Duro quipped. 


Suburbanite Carmen Duro can't vote for 


Mayor Daley, but he may well determine 
how Chicago's mayor looks. 


"NO MATTER WHO comes in, I'm al-

"something" that caught a lot of eyes and 
subsequently made her one of motion pic- 
tures' all-time superstars. 


Nearly four decades and 70-odd movies 


later, Ginger's still got it. At 57, the 
Academy Award-winning actress is just 
about the biggest American hit in 
Lon- 


don 
since 
Tallulah Bankhead con- 


quered the city's West End in 1923. 


"You just can't analyze this sort of 


thing—this audience appeal thing," Miss 


Rogers said over a steak the other day. 


"I know perfectly well I'm probably not 


the choice of some sophisticates 
and 


pseudo-sophistieates. But I am the some- 
times-choice of the people." 


Ginger's "People" — some 20,000 of 


them per week—have been filling the 17th 
century Drury Lane Theater nightly since 
Fred Astaire's best-known dancing partner 
opened in the title role of "Mame" five 
months ago. 


Despite lukewarm reaction from most 


London critics, "Mame" is breaking house 
records, and Miss Rogers is pulling down 
t h e h i g h e s t 
weekly salary—about 


$28,000—in the history of the British stage. 
"It's fun, it really is fun," Ginger said. 


"This play—I know it sounds silly—is 
more like the me I feel the me really is. 
Does that make any sense? 


"Sure, it's strenuous, and you can't walk 


through it, either. It may not look hard, 
but water's running off my back every 
night." 


Ginger admits her life hasn't been all- 


roses. There have been times when there 
have been "some few regrets," but there 
also have been enough of the "lovely 
things" to balance it all out. 


"There was a time when I was anxious, 


sometimes disturbed about this or both- 
ered about that—always looking at what 
others had," she said. "When you try to 
keep up with the Joneses, you're in bad 
trouble. 


"But now? Well, they could give it all to 


three Joan Crawfords and seven Bette Da- 
vises and, believe me, I wouldn't care." 


She insists her well-publicized feud with 


former co-star Fred Astaire was "just a 


lot of studio hoopla." 


"Fred and I don't see each other very 


often, but in some ways we'll always have 
a certain friendship," she said. 


Astaire was her "favorite dancing part- 


ner." But her "all-time favorite leading 
man" was Gary Grant. She worked with 
Grant in "Once Upon a Honemoon" 
and " Monkey Business." 


Miss Rogers said she has no set plans 


for "whenever the final curtain comes 
down on 'Mame,'" but she added she leans 
toward an around the world tour with her 
fifth husband, novelist-producer William 
Marshall. 


"Nothing matters so much any more be- 


cause, you see, I've finally grown up," she 
said: "and I'm darned proud that I've fi- 
nally grown up. If someone came up and 
said, 'Okay, Ginger, you've had it, there's 
nothing else for you to do'—well, I'd say, 
'fine'—and I'd go home and paint and I'd 
be happy."

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The Sea: 'Once it Attacks, You're Done 


by PHILIP BALBONI 


WELLFLEET. Mass. (UPD- The 


spot 
where 
Marconi pressed a key 66 


years ago and sent the first trans-Atlantic 
cable message crackling across the ocean 
from President Theodore Roosevelt to 
England's King Edward VII is more than 
170 feet out in the water, a casualty of the 
sea's relentless battle with the land. 


Along these sand and gravel 
cliffs 


formed by the glaciers, conservationists 
are losing their battle to preserve one of 
the most magnificent beaches in the 
United States—the Great Outer Beach of 
Cape Cod, 60 miles of wild beauty watched 
over by the U.S. Interior Department's 
National Park Service. 


Erosion, a fact of life wherever the sea 


meets the land, is often a dramatic phe- 
nomenon here where even one lashing 
northeast'storm can lop up to 20 feet or 
more off the beaches and cliffs. 


The forces of erosion are wind, wave 


and current, and as James H. Bowman, a 
civil engineer charged with maintaining 
the nearly 27,000 acre Cape Cod National 
Seashore, says, "once the sea attacks 
you're done." 


Another significant factor contributing 


to the erosion of the nation's beaches, ac- 
cording to Joseph Caldwell of the Army's 
Coastal Engineering Research Center in 
W a s h i n g t o n , is that "practically no 


streams or rivers are contributing new 
sand to our beaches. 


"We are working with the same supply 


of sand that has been there for thousands 
of years," Caldwell said. "It is a loss 
which 
is 
not 
being replenished unless 


man comes along." 


Caldwell, top research specialist for the 


center, 
said 
"everything 
is working 


against the beaches and nothing is work- 
ing in their favor." Surveying the huge 
number of eroding beaches along the east 
coast, Caldwell added, "most 
of our 


beaches would be eroding even if man 
never put a foot 'on them." 


While the sea's attack on the Cape's Out- 


er Beach is spectacular and sometimes 
devastating, few sandy areas along the 
Eastern Seaboard have gone unscathed. 


Of the known serious erosion sites along 


the coast, Florida alone has 33, North 
Carolina 10, including perhaps the most 
severe problem area at Cape Hatteras; 
South Carolina 8; New Jersey 7; Georgia 5 
and Delaware 1. The Maryland coast also 
is eroding at a rapid pace. 


New England's rocky northern face vir- 


tually is indestructible, but moving south 
toward the Cape are several problem 
areas, such as the overworked beaches 
around the Boston metropolitan area, the 
Connecticut shore and, in New York, the 
barrier beach of Long Island Sound, which 


has many seriously eroded areas. 


The Army Corps of Engineers is the fed- 


eral agency which tackles beach erosion. 
Steven Onysko, project engineer with the 
Corps' New England Division at Wal- 
tham, Mass., explained: "We can't fully 
prevent erosion; what we can do is retard 
it—and we are finding more and more that 
we have to work with nature rather than 
bucking it." 


The problem on Cape Cod is symptom- 


atic. When Marconi set up his first wire- 
less telegraph station in 1902, he built four 
large transmitting towers. With new tech- 
nology the station has been dismantled, 
and the sea has carved its way inland 
more than 170 feet. 


At 
points 
along 
Nauset Beach, the 


magnificent barrier beach at the elbow of 
the Cape, the average erosion loss per 
year has been measured at 5.5 feet. 


And erosion is only one part of a two- 


sided problem. Sand washed from one 
beach often piles up, or accretes, in bays 
and estuaries forcing men once again to 
step in with dredges or jetties 
to 
al- 


low 
continued navigation and recrea- 


tion. 


Here on the Cape's outer beach, offshore 


currents carry sand stripped from Nauset 


' Beach south and threaten to block the en- 


trance to Pleasant Bay. The same cur- 
rents carry loose sand north around the tip 


of the Cape, and in the Provincelands 
area, accretion measures up to 6 feet a 
year. 


What can be done to prevent erosion and 


accretion? "What we have been able to do 
thus far 
is 
very 
little," 
said Bow- 


man. "You can't stop all erosion, so you 
ask yourself how much. We have to con- 
sider the practical values—as for the theo- 
r e t i c a l 
v a l u e s — b e a u t y 
and 


space—nobody's put a price tag on that 
yet." 


Onysko, sitting in the Army's Waltham 


office where beach and harbor erosion 
studies abound, admitted there was little 
that could be done for the Cape seashore 
under present regulations. However, a $15 
million federal-state project for the Cape's 
Pleasant Bay, which will improve naviga- 
tion and recreation, has been readied for 
government approval. Here the econom- 
ic 
benefits 
can 
be spelled out. 


The questions still arise: 
Will Cape Cod disappear or the beach at 


Cape Hatteras be battered away? Will 
New Yorkers have to retreat from their 
comfortable homes near the shore of Long 
Island Sound or the happy new homeowner 
at Cocoa Beach, Fla., have to do battle 
with the sea to keep his life time savings?

'Hawks'Surfacing in Japan? 


By LEON DANIEL 


TOKYO (UPI)-Not all Japanese are 


pleased that this prospering nation spends 
a smaller percentage of its Gross National 
Product (GNP) for defense than just 
about any other nation in the world. 


Predictably, much of the grumbling 


comes from weapons manufacturers and 
other industries that would stand to profit 
from a defense buildup. 


What is new—and disturbing to Japa- 


nese doves—is that hawkish sentiments in 
regard to defense spending are being ex- 
pressed more boldly. Some fear a post-war 
version of a J a p anese military-industrial 
complex. 


Japan spends less than 1 per cent of its 


GNP, 
currently the world's 
third 
high- 


est, 
on defense, a percentage topped by 


just about every other nation in the world, 
including Switzerland. 


The arms makers are not alone in their 


contention that Japan should spend more 
for defense. 
Their 
position 
is sup- 


ported, at least partially, by Keidanren 
(the 
Federation of Economic Organiza- 


tions), the most authoritative voice of 
Japanese businessmen. 
""Keidanren President Kogoro Uemura 
believes that Japan should maintain the 
security arrangement set forth by the 
U.S.-Japan security treaty and gradually 
increase its own defense capability. 


One 
factor 
driving 
the Japanese fi 


nancial community toward the defense in- 
dustry is the fear that Japan's current 
star industries — automobiles, electric ap- 
pliances, steel and petrochemicals—may 
falter in the near future. 


The United States has repeatedly urged 


Japan to shoulder more responsibility for 
its own defense and has hinted that it 
would be easier to return Okinawa to 
Japanese control if Japan demonstrates 
that it is fully capable of defending the 
important Pacific base. 


Masayoshi Ohira, minister 
of inter- 


national trade and industry, thinks Japan 
should invest in industries of the future 


such as aircraft, atomic power, space de- 
velopment, electronics and ocean devel- 
opment. But Ohira also believes the nation 
should boost its defense spending in order 
to avoid the charge that Japan is a free 
loader. 


It is a fact that Japan has achieved its 


enormous economic growth and post-war 
prosperity under the protection of a nucle- 
ar umbrella brought and paid for by the 
United States. 


But it is also clear that the climate of 


public opinion in Japan these days will 
make it difficult to achieve significant in- 
creases in military expenditures. 


Many Japanese oppose having any mili- 


tary forces at all. Among them are mem- 
bers of the Japan Socialist party, second 
only to the ruling and Conservative Liber- 
al Democratic party in political clout, 
which advocates a national policy of 
unarmed neutrality. 


If there is a militaryindustrial complex 


in Japan, the military is a very junior 
partner.'

WASHINGTON (UPD — For 11 years, 


on and off, the House has been considering 
whether to modernize its roll callm Now at 
last it may do so. 


On past performance the key word is 


"may." Always before, cooler heads have 
prevailed, with the result that vital deci- 
sions in the 91st Congress are being tallied 
just about as they were in the first. 


That means that a reading clerk sings 


out the 430-some names, running through 
the list twice, listening for the "ayes" and 
"noes" shouted back at him over the tu- 
mult, and that a tally clerk records the 
replies, as best he can, with a pencil. 


Then everybody that was missed or got 


there too late crowds into the well for indi- 
vidual recognition and a further recording 
of votes. Then all those who wonder if the 
clerk heard them right, or who have had 
second thoughts come down to inquire, 
"How am I recorded, Mr. Speaker?" 
Then they ask to have their votes changed. 


Finally the tally clerk, who has been 


managing all this with his right hand 
while operating two hand counters with his 
left, sweats up a fast tally he only hopes is 
correct and hands it on a slip to the speak- 
er, who pronounces the outcome. 


The whole deal takes 25 to 30 minutes 


and breeds inevitable error. It turns the 
House into a bedlam and sends tourists 
(i e., voters) away muttering about the 
folly of paying lawmakers $42,500 a year 
for such a performance. 


What stirred the current House interest 


in reforming the roll call was a scandal 
last year in which some members were 
recorded as present or voting when not 
even in twon. Events like that, especially 
when publicized, tend to prompt demands 
for reform even among the oldest old 
tuners. 
, 


The Ethics Committee looked into it and 


said nobody was to' blame but the system. 


The committee recommended installation 


of an electronic tally device that would 
display each member's vote and keep an 
error-proof, tamper-proof count. 


House leaders endorsed this and clerk 


W. Pat Jennings sought p r o p o s a l s 
from 
a number of firms dealing in ma- 


chines of this kind, which after all are old 
stuff in state legislatures. 


That's where the cooler heads again get 


into the act. The proposals are being 
weighed in the 
Committee 
on 
House 


Administration, which so far takes a 
cautious view of any • such drastic revi- 
sion. 


It is anybody's guess at the moment 


whether the committee will come up with 
a favorable ruling, and if it does there is 


no certainty the House will finally buy and 
install such a system. 


The Congress got its earliest recorded 


proposal to install a voting machine in 
1858, 
from one F. S. Seybold, who offered 


his "congressional register and votome- 
ter" at no cost except $5,000 for his time. 
His mistake possibly was that his price 
was too low and also that he went first to 
the Senate, which still will be considering 
a voting machine in the year 2069.

Jennings thinks he has the thing licked. 


His plan is to continue calling the roll^ as 
at present. Only the tally would be mecha- 
nized, with each name and vote and a run- 
ning total displayed. 


He may have something there. But don't 


buy stock in it yet.

eggs, meat and fish. Leaving out the vege- 
tables and starches gives you more room 
for the booze." 


Gleason, who now weighs in at 220 


pounds, has lost about 50 pounds in three 
months—a source of great satisfaction to 
him. "I feel great—never felt better. I lost 
the weight because I like clothes. I got a 
whole new wardrobe—it's just like the old 
one only now it looks better on me." 


Gleason, with a conspiratorial air, said 


that he was on a "great new booze kick"— 
martinis. "I just met a girl who makes a

martini—just 
great.

olives—stuffed with 
pimentos," 
he 


said, exploding into a Gleasonesque guf- 
faw. 


(In the interview, Gleason declined to 


discuss his private life, but an associate 
identified Gleason's martini-making friend 
at> Beverly McKittrick, a Miami secretary, 
and said the comedian hopes to marry her 
when he can get a divorce from his es- 
tranged first wife, Genevieve. "He's very 
much in love." the associate said.) 


Gleason, who starts rehearsals Sept. 2 


for the upcoming television season, said 
retaining his high ratings this year—with 
the Andy Williams show in the same time 
slot on another network—"isn't gonna be a 
cinch — but we're' gonna have 15 honey- 
mooners segments and five special musi- 
cals. We'll be competitive all right." 


He feels his new "skinny look" will also 


be a boon to the show, "but I can't lose too 
imuch weight—I have to be a little hefty 
for my image," 


Gleason's regular cast, including Art 


Carney and Sheila MacRae will be back on 
the show, as will be television's most fa- 
mous coffee cup. 


The cup, which he totes on'stage with 


him, 
really "does contain booze," Glea- 


son noted. "Either scotch or champagne." 
The coffee cup idea, he thought, "gives 
the feeling of intimacy to the audience—a 
glass would be too crass. Sneaking the 
booze out of a coffee cup is much more 
intimate ... it breaks the audience down." 


Gleason plans to revive some of his fa- 


mous characterizations for this TV sea- 
son—Reggie Van Gleason, the Poor Soul 
Rum Bum—pathetically funny characters. 


"Pathos," Gleason said, "is the essence 


of good comedy. All good comics 
can 


make you cry. I'd rather be known as a 
good comic than a good actor, but it's 
really tough. You have to get an imme- 
diate response from the audience—acting 
you have plenty of time to win them over. 
Comics have to do it immediately and con- 
tinuously. I love comedy and I love tele- 
vision. I'll never do another movie after 
this one. 


"With all the retakes in movies, you lose 


the spontaneity," Gleason, an impatient 
man who detests rehearsals, exaplained. 
"Picture making is too slow; you lose it 
•after awhile. And I admit I lose my tem- 


per occasionally. Temper is an absolute 
necessity. You have to expect to be driven 


, nuts every once in a while. But no more 
for me, pal. I'm gonna do no more mov- 
ies—never again." 


Besides getting an Oscar nomination for 


"The Hustler," Gleason recently received 
recognition of another kind for his film 
work. His footprints were imprinted for 
poserity in the concrete "Courtyard of the 
Stars" at the Tors Studio. 
• 


"Quite an honor," he commented with a 


good-humored sneer. "My footprints are 
right next to Flipper's tail print. How 
about that, pal." 


When not working, Gleason, besides 


drinking, watches TV ("wasn't that moon- 
walk something9"), plays a 'daily round of 
golf (a recent partner was President Nix- 
on) . . ."he played good. We had a lot of 
fun. We won $3 apiece. He needs it. . .he's 
got a government job.") And just tries to 
"keep some sort of" a private life. 


"Anonymity is priceless, but you have to 


expect the loss of it. It's a pretty small 
price to pay You have to expect it and 
respect these people (fans). You'd be nuts 
if you treat them disrespectfully." 


As he finished, and almost as if on cue, 


an elderly man came up to him, dragging 
his overweight wife by the hand. 


"Hey Jackie," said the fan, "tell my 


wife how to lose weight," 


"Tell her to drink lots of booze, pal," the 


great one bellowed. "Lots of booze. . . 
"That's the way to do it."

A Constitutional provision which would 


guarantee the right of the public to full 
knowledge of what takes place at meetings 
of public agencies has been urged by John 
G. Woods, former Arlington Heights 
may- 


or and one of 16 Third State1 Senate Dis- 
trict candidates for- Illinois Constitutional 
Convention (Con-Con) delegate seats. 


Woods said he would work for an open 


meeting provision in the Bill of Rights of 
the new Constitution. 


"As part of this provision there should 


be a policy of open meetings for the gener- 
assembly, as well as other public bodies," 
Woods said. 


Woods said the recent Illinois Open 


I 


Meetings law did not include the general 
assembly. 


"IT SEEMS strange indeed that the leg- 


islature should insist that meetings of all 
public agencies should be open to the pub- 
lic and the press, and that adequate notice 
of such meetings be given, and yet the 
general assembly excludes itself from the 
purview of such a law," Wood said. 


"I know of no justification in either logic 


or law to exempt the most important legis- 
lative body in the state from the open 
meetings statute. Certainly the work of the 
general assembly is of overriding interest 
to the public, and citizens should be able 
to know how important decisions are 
made. 


"The public is entitled to know what ac- 


tion is taken by a legislative committee 
and why that action was taken." 


Woods also said the legislative article of 


the Constitution should contain provisions 
relating to records of legislative com- 
mittees operating in the general assembly. 


"UNLIKE FEDERAL procedures, the 


Illinois legislative practice makes no pro- 
vision for effective legislative history upon 
which concerned persons and the courts 
may rely in interpreting the intent of the 
legislature. The vast welter of committee 
hearings are rendered almost meaningless 
through lack of effective record keeping," 
he said.

WHEN STEVE ALLEN was thrust into 


the starting quarterback position as a 
sophomore at Arlington High School, there 
was a wave of criticism from some dis- 
gruntled 
fans 
— mainly parents of 


junionrs and seniors on the team. 


His dad was the head coach. Now, you 


know the problem. 


"The nerve of that man," they would 


whisper in huddled groups at the varsity 
games. "How can he possibly play his own 
son when he knows he should be playing 
someone else." 


It isn't easy for a sophomore to play 


varsity football, no matter how much abil- 
ity he possesses. 


It's especially difficult for a sophomore 


whose father happens to be the head var- 
sity coach. 


Steve had some fine afternoons but he 


had some difficult days too. This was natu- 
ral, not unexpected. He felt tbe pressure, 
but he was learning. 


The criticism continued. "Get him out of 


there. Get your son out of there, coach." 


But this period of learning paid off in an 


unbeaten season in 1965 when Arlington 
featured one of the most exploseive offen- 
sive attacks in the area gridiron annals. 


Rarely has a young athlete in our area 


been forced to deliver under so much pres- 
sure. 


If he completed a dazzling pass, or exe- 


cuted a play to perfection, there was si- 
lence to a degree. If a pass fell short, 
inches short when It was quite possibly the 
receiver's fault on the pattern, the shouts 
of criticism could be heard again, 


Steve Allen had to deliver — in a big 


way — to be accepted, and even that 
didn't always satisfy those people who 
could never accept the performance of any 
young man whose father just happened to 
be the head coach. 


Steve Allen did deliver. In his varsity 


football career at Arlington he completed 
177 passes for 2668 yards and 20 touch- 
downs. He scored 18 touchdowns, kicked 33 
extra points and two field goals. He also 
played a standout game in the defensive 
secondary. 


He also delivered in basketball. He re- 


mains the highest career scorer iii Arling- 
ton High history. He also delivered in 
baseball where he was a varsity regular, 


Today, Steve faces the challenge of Big 


Ten football, but it's another challenge he 
eagerly accepts, He can't wait for actual 
combat to begin at the University of Illi- 
nois. 


Allen started out at Kansas University 


after mulling over the offers of hundreds 
of major colleges. But he transferred to 
Illinois In the fall of 1968 after his fresh- 
men year at the Big Eight school 


"It's funny but I always wanted to play 


football at Illinois," he admits today, "but 
the slush fund was exposed in my senior 
year of high school and I know this scared 
me away." 


Steve says he did get discouraged at, 


Kansas. "They stuck me on defense right 
away in spring practice and didn't give 
me a chance at quarterback. 


"I just wanted the chance to play quar- 


terback and I was promised, and given, 
that chance at Illinois. 


"I'm happy now because I did try it last 


spring, but I guess I had been away from 
quarterback too long and had lost some of 
the touch needed. 


"Now I'm back on defense (safety) and 


happy. I'm really anxious to get started. 


We had a good spring practice and I'm 
optimistic about this team." 


Allen, who played -both offense and de- 


fense at Arlington, impressed the coaches 
in spring drills and stands as the No .1 
candidate for the starting safety slot. 


"He has a real nose for the football," 


one coach praised during the spring ses- 
sions. 


Looking back on his prep days at Arling- 


ton, Steve admits that he "wasn't much of 
a hitter on defense," 


"You have to like contact to be a good 


football player, whether you play offense 
or defense, but you try to keep from get- 


ting hit on offense while you have to learn 
to go out and hit people on defense. I've 
learned." 


Allen's experiences as a 
quarterback 


helps him immeasurably in his defensive 
role. 


"Most quarterbacks are eye quarter- 


backs," he says. "They look where they're 
going to throw. Playing safety also is 
quite a bit like rebounding in basketball in 
that you go for the ball as soon as it is in 
the air. Basketball also improves your 
peripheral vision and this is helpful on de- 
fense." 


Allen, who stands 6-3, now carries 195 


"legitimate" pounds on his frame. "I used 
to lie a little about my weight and was a 
little hesitant to step on the scales," he 
smiles, "but I've put on 20 pounds this 
summer and I think I've finally matured 
physically. Lifting weights has really 
helped. I'll step on the scales with anyone 
now." 


For Steve Allen, a very personable' 


young man, the challenge of Big Ten foot- 
ball is an exciting one. 


He's been getting ready for the forth- 


coming season by lifting weights in the 
mornings and running, and ''getting the 
'feel of the ball" in afternoon workouts 
with teammates who live in Champaign, 
now his home town. 


When Steve Allen was thrust into that 


starting position as a sophomore at Arling- 
ton, he knew it wasn't going to be a picnic. 


But he delivered amid tremendous pres- 


sure, unfortunate pressure for a young, 
impressionable athlete. 


Nobody is willing to bet that he won't 


deliver again in this rugged business of 
Big Ten football. We'll soon find out.

OLD ORCHARD'S NO. 10 — Only a 


couple of years old, ,the Orchard's eighth 
hole is destined to be one of the most 
beautiful holes in Chicgoland. From its 
back tee, nestled among stately cedars 
and assorted bushes, you'll see your as- 
signment — carry over an island and 175 
very wet yards to a monstrous green. 


The lake has two heavily wooded islands 


and the one which lies nearest in the line 
of flight sometimes can block the driver's 
view should the pin be tucked on the right 
side of the green. The hole demands ac- 
curacy, for a sliced ball will never be 
found again and a hook will bring weeping 
willows and a creek into play. 


Guarding the green is a gaping trap on 


the right with out of bounds just a few feet 
behind the green. Such a starting hole 
would make many a golfer want to walk 
back to the clubhouse. 


INDIAN LAKES C.C. 


460 Yard, Par 4 


INDIAN LAKES' NO. 9 (IroquoisTrail) 


— Deceptively hard. That's the best way 
to tab this demanding par 4 finishing hole. 
As you approach this lengthy dogleg, 
you're already exhausted because eight 
other holes have come before. 


The slight dogleg is'well protected by 


two yawning traps with three more to 
snare your approach should you stray to 
the left or right near the green. Then 
comes the biggest challenge of all — the 
green. 


Probably one of the largest on the 


course, the ninth can hand out four putts 
with ease, especially for those who get on 
in two and think they've got a par made. 
Allow for a lot of break on this rolling 
giant. 


NORDIC HILLS C.C. 


196 Yard, Par 3 


NORDIC HILLS' NO 6 — This is the 


shortest par 3 on the back side and it's. 
plenty tough. From an elevated tee the 
golfer can choose two courses of action: 
smash a long iron or wood toward the 
green or hit a mid-iron short of the wide 
creek. 


The water hazard,. which is about 150 


yards off the tee and about 15 yards wide, 
has swallowed up many a faulty drive. 


Should the golfer go for the green, he'd 


better make it; for sand to the left, a bunk- 
er to the right, and trees and out of bounds 
to the rear can hand out quick fives. Enjoy 
this hole for another "shorty" won't be in 
sight for five more holes. 


ARLINGTON C.C. 
620 Yard, Par 5 


ARLINGTON C.C.'S NO. 6 — No other 


hole on the 18 deserves the 13th flag more 
than this monster of monsters. Few if any 
holes in Chicagoland can match it for 
length. The dogleg fairway dips about 220 
yards out and at the bottom of the slope is ' 
a slowly drying creek. 


On the other side a large bunker on the 


right plays havoc with your fairway wood 
and mounds on the left makes an accurate 
approach shot nearly impossible. 


The fairway widens after this and slants 


upward to a small, undulating green 
guarded by .bunkers- right and left. It's 
easy to use all the woods in your bag on 
this biggy iwhich, would make even the 
pros tighten up their screws before teeing 
off.

408 Yard, Par 4 


ROB ROY'S NO. 5 — Although this es- 


tablished course's No. 14th looks more 
challenging, Pro Bob McDonald .tabbed 
this one the hardest hole to par. The rea- 
son can't be seen but is felt — the wind. 


The prevailing wind makes the fifth play 


like a par 5. Adding to this unseen hazard 
are plenty of the seen variety. A narrow 
creek has the weekend golfer thinking 
right away. Beyond it are four traps, two 
of which can be found with a decent drive. 
The remaining two nab missed ap- 
proaches. 


Bunkers to the right and back left plus a 


stand of trees on the right rob players of 
pars and a sharply sloping putting surface 
can do the same. 


of trouble playing it too safe. All along the 
left side until right in front of the green a 
creek waits patiently with rough terrain 
on the other side. Too much hook can 
bring a quick double bogey. 


Even if the linkster splits the middle 


with his tee shot, another gambling shot is 
upcoming: he can try to carry the creek 
for a possible birdie or he can lay up short 
and pitch for his par. Either way he's flirt- 
ing with trouble for besides the creek on 
the left a lake is waiting on the right for 
the sliced iron or wood. 


A mammoth trap prevents most from 


getting a clear shot to a green that's plen- 
ty tricky. It's some kind of hole. 


This fine finishing hole has finished off 
many an excellent Chicagoland amateur 
during the Chick Evans Tournament. 


Pro Jim Rodio gave this hole the su- 


preme compliment: 


"Nobody has ever seen anybody get on 


"in two . . . not even when it's a's hard as 
Irving Park Road!" 


A churning drive is needed to reach the 


dogelg whose fairway narrows drastically 
down near the hole. A few yards in front 
of the green there's a narrow creek which 
drys out about this time of the year but 
still makes balls disappear. It then curves 
around on the right to protect ,the greens 
along with a trap on the right front. This 
forces players to think plenty hard what 
club to use to either bounce over the creek 
or just short of it. 


On the left there's a large stand of trees 


which block those who are trying to sneak 
in from that direction. And once reaching 
the green you are in for a very tough putt, 
especially if the shadows are present.

fect. If not there are traps on all four sides 
with trees and the lake guarding anything 
short or long.

An Ordinance Authorizing the Acquisition of Extensions and Im- 
provements to the Combined Waterworks and Sewerage System of 
the Village of Sclimimbnrg, and the Issuance of $400,000 Principal 
Amount of Waterworks and Sewerage Revenue Bonds to Pay the 
Cost Thereof 


BE IT ORDAINED BY THE PRESIDENT AND BOARD OP 


TRUSTEES OP THE VILLAGE OF SCHAUMBURG, ILLINOIS, 
AS FOLLOWS: 
AS FOLLOWS: 


Section l. Definitions. For the purposes of this Ordinance the 
following terms shall have the following meanings: 


(a) The term "Additional Parity Bonds" shall mean Parity 
Bonds authorized under Section 7 of this Ordinance. 


(b) The terms "1969 Improvement Bonds" shall mean the 


Waterworks and Sewerage Revenue Bonds, Series 1969, authorized 
oy this Ordinance. 


(c) The term "Connection Charge" shall mean any fee paid 
for connecting users to the System. 


(d) The term "Expense of Operation and Maintenance" shall 
mean alt costs incurred in connection with the operation of the 
System that under good accounting practices are properly char- 
geable to and are reasonable and necessary for the efficient oper- 
ation, maintenance and repair (other than capital improvements) 
of the System, including, without limiting the generality of the 
foregoing, the costs of wages, salaries, materials, supplies, insur- 
ance premtims and power. 


(c) The term "Gross Revenues" shall mean all income, reve- 
nues and receipts (Including Connection Charges) received 
directly or indirectly from the use and operation of the System, 
including, without limiting the generally, of the foregoing, interest 
receiver} on and profits realized from' the sale of investments 
made with revenues of the system. 


(f) The term "Nat Revenues" shall mean the excess of the 


Gross Revenues over the Expense of Operation and Maintenance 
of the System. 


(g) The term "Parity Bonds" shall mean the Village of 
Schatimbttrg Waterworks and Sewerage Refunding Revenue 
Bonds. Series 1967 and the Village of Schaumburg waterworks 
and Sewerage Revenue Bonds, Series 1967, both authorized by an 
ordinance adopted June 13, 1967, and bonds hereafter issued on a 
parity therewith under the provisions of Section 7 of this Ordi- 
nance. 


(h) The term "System" shall mean the combined waterworks 


and sewerage system of the Village now owned and operated by 
the Village and all improvements thereto and extensions thereof, 
including mains, hydrants, meters, valves, stand-pipes, storage 
tanks, pump tanks, Intakes, wells, impounding reservoirs, pumps, 
machinery, purification plants, softening apparatus and all other 
elements useful in connection with a water supply or water dis- 
tribution system; sewer treatment plants, collecting, intercepting 
and outlet sewers, lateral sewers and drains, including combined 
and separate storm water and sanitary drains, force drains, con-

Section 2. Findings. It is hereby determined and declared that 


it is necessary for the public health and welfare of the ViEage to 
acquire extensions ana improvements to the System to be con- 
structed and sold to the Village under a contract between the 
Village and Chicago Title & Trust Company, as Trustee under 
Trust Agreement dated April 9. 1964 and known as Trust Number 
•16746, and Edwin Freise and Renata Freise dated July 15, 1965 
approved by the Village Board on September 14, 1965, which ex- 
tensions and improvements are described generally as follows: 


A gravel well approximately 120 feet deep complete with a 


16-inch casing, 20-feet of screening in a 36-inch diameter hole 
backfilled with gravel, pump, electric motor, motor housing, chlo- 
rinatjon equipment and other appurtenant construction, with an 
anticipated capacity of approximately 600 gpm, to be located im- 
mediately north of Woodfield Road.

A 6-inch diameter asbestos cement sewage force main ap-

It is further determined and declared that an estimate of aE 


costs of acquiring extensions and improvements to the System as 
above described, including the purchase price determined in ac- 
cordance wih such contract, engineering, legal and other ex- 
penes, bond discount and contingencies is 8400,000. It is further 
determined and declared that the Village docs not have funds to 
pay the cost of acquiring extensions and improvements to the 
System and that it is necessary and in the public interest that the 
Village borrow the sum of $400,000 for such purposes and issue 
$400,000 aggregate principal amount of 1969 Improvement Bonds 
in evidence thereof.

to pay the cost of operation and maintenance of the system, to 
provide an adequate depreciation fund, to pay the principal of and 
interest on revenue bonds of the Village that are payable solely 
from the revenues of said combined system, and to maintain the 
special accounts created by the ordinance authorizing the issuance 
of these Bonds.

Section 6. Waterworks and Sewerage Fund - Fiscal Year - 


Application of Revenues. The Village covenants and agrees: 


(a) The ViEage of Schaumburg Waterworks and Sewerage 


Fund shall be continued and held for the benefit of the 1969 Im- 
provement Bonds subject to the provisions of this Ordinance. The 
System shaE continue to be operated on a fiscal year basis, begin- 
ning on the first day of January and ending on the last day of De- 
cember of each year. The Gross Revenues from the operation of 
the System shall be set aside upon receipt thereof and deposited in 
a national or state bank in lEinois in a fund to be designated as 
the "VElage of Schaumburg Waterworks. and Sewerage Fund."

ordinance or used for any lawful corporate purpose. 


(b) Cash in the Waterworks and Sewerage Fund shall be de- 


posited in banks or trust companies in Illinois designated by the 
Village Board and, to the extent that the deposit exceeds the 
limits of the deposit guaranteed by the Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corporation, shall be secured by direct or fully guaranteed oblig- 
tions of the United States of America. Such bank accounts shall be 
separate from all other Village bank accounts, provided that all 
moneys in the Waterworks and Sewerage Fund may be deposited 
in a single bank account (except moneys in the Bond and Interest 
Account and in the Bond Reserve Account, which shall be depos- 
ited in one or more separate bank accounts). Moneys in any of the 
accounts may be invested in direct obligations of the United States 
of America maturing not less than fifteen days prior to the date 
on which moneys in such account will be needed, but in no event 
more than five years from the date of investment. Income from 
such investments shall be credited to the Waterworks and Sewer- 
age Fund. 


Section 7. Additional Bonds. The Village will not issue any 


other bonds or obligations of any kind or nature having-a lien on 
the revenues of the System, except as provided in this section, 


(a) Additional Parity Bonds. Additional Parity Bonds may be 
issued to provide additional funds to acquire or construct ad- 
dtitions, improvements, replacements and extensions of the 
System, for the purpose of refunding any of the 1969 Improve- 
ment Bonds or Parity Bonds, or for any combination of such 
purposes, but only if the Village shall have complied with the 
following requirements: 


(1) The amounts required to have been credited to the 


respective accounts (1) through (4) of Section 6(a) of this 
Ordinance up to the date of authorization of such Addition- 
al Parity Bonds, shall have been credited to such respec- 
tive accounts. 


(2) The Net Revenues of the System for the fiscal year 


next preceding the delivery of such Additional Parity 
Bonds, or the adjusted Net Revenues of the System for 
such fiscal year if adjustment has been made as herein 
provided, shall have been equal to not less than 140% of 
the maximum amount of principal and interest coming 
due in any fiscal year during the life of the /then out- 
standing 1969 Improvement Bonds and Parity Bonds on: 


(i) all 1969 Improvement Bonds and Parity Bonds 


then outstanding; and 


(ii) the Additional Parity, Bonds then proposed to 


be issued. 


Net Revenues for the purpose of this subparagraph (a)(2) 
shall be evidenced by the audit of the independent certi- 
fied public accountant who made the audit of the System 
for the last preceding fiscal year. In the event there shall 
have been a change in the rates of the System from the 
rates in effect during such preceding fiscal year, which 
change is in effect at the time of the delivery of any such 
Additional Parity Bonds, then the Net Revenues, for pur- 
poses of this subparagraph (a)(2), shall be adjusted to 
show the Net Revenues of the System for such preceding 
fiscal year as thev would have been had such then existing 
rates been in effect during all of such year. Any such 
adjusted Net Revenues shall be determined and certified 
in writing by an independent consulting engineer em- 
ployed for that purpose, and such certification shall be 
approved by the Village Board prior to delivery of the 
Additional Parity Bonds and filed with the Village Clerk. 


Notwithstanding the foregoing provisions, the Village 


may issue Additional Parity Bonds to refund any of the 
1969 Improvement Bonds or Parity Bonds, provided they 
are issued to refund 1969 Improvement Bonds or Parity 
Bonds becoming due within three months of the date of 
refunding and for the payment of which no other funds are 


- or will be available at the due date thereof. 


All Additional Parity Bonds issued pursuant to this 


subparagraph (a) of this Section 7 shall be on an equal 
basis in all respects with the 1969 Improvement Bonds and 
other Parity Bonds, shall share ratably and equally in the 
revenues of the System and shall mature as to principal 
on January 1 and as to interest on January 1 and July 1. 


(b) Junior Lien Bonds, the Village may issue addition- 


al bonds (hereinafter called "Junior Lien Bonds") payable 
from the revenues of the System in the Surplus Revenue 
Account as permitted by Section 6 of this Ordinance. 
Section 8. Covenants. The Village hereby -covenants and 


sewerage service is available; that all waterworks and sewerage 
properties hereafter constructed or acquired by the Village shall 
be included in and operated as a part of the System; ano?, to the 
extent it can lawfully agree, that it will not construct, operate or 
grant a franchise for or permit the operation of any waterworks 
or sewerage system within the Village that will compete with the 
System. 


Section 9. Ordinance a Contract - Amendments. Provisions of 


this Ordinance shall constitute a contract between the Village and 
the holders of the 1969 Improvement Bonds and coupons thereto 
annexed until such time as all of the 1989 Improvement Bonds and 
the interest thereon shall be paid in full or until provision has 
been made for such payment in-full by the irrevocable deposit 
with the paying agent of cash in an amount equal to the principal 
amount of all 1969 Improvement Bonds then outstanding and inter- 
est thereon to maturity, plus fees and expenses for ppyment No 
changes, additions or alterations of any. kind shall be made to this 
Ordinance in any manner except in accordance with the provi- 
sions of this Ordinance. This Ordinance may be modified or 
amended by supplemental ordinances with the written consent of 
the holders of at least two-thirds in principal amount of the 1969 
Improvement Bonds that are outstanding at the time such consent 
is given, except that if any such modification or amendment will 
be its terms not take effect so long as any of the 1969 Improve- 
ment Bonds remain outstanding, the consent of the holders of such 
1969 Improvement Bonds shall not be required. No such modi- 
fication or amendment shall permit a change in the terms of 
redemption or maturity or the principal of the 1969 Improvement 
Bonds or Parity Bonds or of any installment of interest thereon or 
a-reduction in the principal amount or the redemption price there- 
of or in the rate of interest thereon or, make any modification or 
amendment of this section, without the consent of the holders of 
all the 1969 Improvement Bonds. 


Section 10. Sale and Delivery of Bonds. Upon the effectiveness 


of this Ordinance, the 1969 Improvement Bonds shall be sold by 
the Village Board in such manner as it may determine, for a. price 
of not less than 99% of par plus accrued interest. The Village 
Board shall thereafter adopt a resolution fixing the interest rate 
or rates as established in such sale and designating the paying 
agent for the 1969 Improvement Bonds. The 1969 Improvement 
Bonds shall thereafter be delivered by the Treasuerer of the Vil- 
lage to the Purchaser upon receipt of the purchase price therefor. 


Section 11. Proceeds of the Bonds. The proceeds of the 1969 


Improvement Bonds shall be applied by the Village as follows: 
after first depositing accrued interest, if any, on the 1969 Improve- 
ment Bonds in the Bond and Interest Account as provided in 
Section 6 of this Ordinance, the Village shall pay the cost of 
acquiring the extension and improvements to the System as re- 
ferred to in Section 2 of this Ordinance and thereafter credit any 
balance remaining to the Bond Reserve Account described in Sec- 
tion 6 of this Ordinance. 


Section 12. Accounts to be Audited - Reports. The System 


accounts shall be audited at least once annually, within sixty days 
of the close of the fiscal year, by a recognized certified public 
accountant. Such audit shall be open for inspection at all proper 
times to any taxpayer, user of the System, or holder of the 1969 
Improvement Bonds. Reports of the operation of the System shall 
be furnished the Village Board quarter-annually, and copies 'of the 
reports, together with copies of the annual audits, shall be 
promptly mailed to the principal underwriter of the 1969 Improve- 
ment Bonds and summaries thereof shall be furnished to any 
holder of the 1969 Improvement Bonds upon request. 


Section 13. Severability. If any section, paragraph, clause or 


provision of this Ordinance shall Se held invalid, the invalidity of 
such section, paragraph, clause or provision shall not affect any of 
the other provisions of this Ordinance. 


Section 14. Publication and Taking Effect. This Ordinance, 


after its passage and approval, shaE be published once in the 
Schanmburg Herald a newspaper of general circulation in the 
Village. If no petition is filed With the Village Clerk within twenty- 
one days after such publication, then after the expiration of such 
twenty-one days, this Ordinance shall be in effect. But if within 
such period of twenty-one days a petition is filed with the Village 
Clerk signed by electors numbering 15% of the number of electors 
voting for President of the Village at the last preceding general 
municipal election, asking that the question of acquiring exten- 
sions and improvements to the System and the issuance of reve- 
nue bonds, as provided in this Ordinance, be submitted to the 
electors of the Village, the Village Board shall call a special elec- 
tion in tiie manner provided by law to vote upon such question. If 
^majority of the voters voting upon such question at such election 
vote in favor of acquiring extensions and improvements to the 
System and the issuance of revenue bonds as provided in this 
Ordinance, then this Ordinance shall be in full force and effect, 
but if a majority of the votes cast are against such question, then 
the Village shall proceed no further under this Ordinance.

Expect Chrysler OK—Later 


An effort by Chrysler Corp. of Detroit to 


attain a site for a new sales and service 
center in Schaumburg will probably be 
successful, but the Schaumburg Zoning 
Board of Appeals has continued its deci- 
sioop until its Sept. 10 meeting. 


Chrysler Corp. is in the process of pur- 


chasing six acres of land on Golf Road 
about half a block east of Roselle Road. 


Two questions raised by Russell Parker, 


chairman of the board of appeals, con- 
cerned sewer and water facilities and the 
installation of a road. 


THE CLOSEST SEWER facilities that 


Chrysler could tie into are approximately 
half a mile away at Plum Grove Road. 
- 


This would give the auto agency the op- 


tion of either installing a septic system 
and tying into the sewer system as it was 
expanded by the village, or joining into the 
[present sewer system at a cost of more 
than $25,000. 


Harry Washington, superintendent of 


xeal estate for the Chrysler Realty Co., 


who would operate the sales and service 
center, said it would be cheaper in the 
long run for Chrysler to tie into the pre- 
sent system. 


He said a septic system could cost be- 


tween $18,000 and $20,000 and an additional 
cost would be incurred when the sewer 
connection was.made. 


CHESTER CHATMAN, field engineer 


for the petitioning company, said Chrysler 
would prefer not to put in the septic sys- 
tem because it would use up valuable 
space. 


If Chrysler does build on the land, con- 


jstruction of a road will be necessary. 
Parker told the Chrysler representatives 
that a piece of land 40 to 50 feet wide 
would be needed. 


He further explained that there are two 


possibilities to be .considered. Either 
Chrysler could dedicate: the land for the 
road or, with the permission of the present 


,;:owner, the site could be moved back 40 to 


50 feet and the owner could dedicate the 
land. This way, Chrysler would lose no 
frontage area. 


In reply to a question from the board 


concerning construction, Washington said, 
"Our timetable is very flexible. Our budg- 
et, because of economic situations, has 
changed. Case in example: In the fiscal 
budget ended July 31, we spent $142 mil- 
lion in areas like this. Our fiscal budget 
for the next 12 months is $60 million, 
which forces us to be very selective. 


"I WOULD GUESS IF you concur with 


our proposed plan, within six months we 
could break ground. But I would not guar- 
antee it." 


Washington later added that the site 


"would be one of the biggest in metropoli- 
tan Chicago." 


Chrysler has facilities in Roselle and Ar-

'Cushion' Levy

A 540,000 tax levy has been approved as

Christmas Cat Is Big Business 


by GERRY DeZONNA 


There's been a lot of pussy-footing 


around in Jim Mercurio's trailer. 


Jim and his wife, Virginia, who live in 


the Oasis Trailer Court on Elmhurst Road, 
breed and raise Siamese cats for contest 
competition. 


Sleek, slender and swift, the Siamese is 


not a rare breed of cat, and contest com- 
petition is almost a cutthroat adventure 
among cat breeders. 


"THE COMPETITION is tough in this 


field. There are seven different types of 
Siamese cat. If there are 300 cats in a 
show, at least half of them are Siamese," 
Mercurio said. 


One of Mercurio's prize cats, Starr II, 


just returned from a triumphant tour to 
Toronto where he took top honors as the 
best Siamese eat in the Canadian National 
Exhibition. 


Star II, a 9-month-old chocolate point 


male with a cream coat, beat more than 
50 cats in the seven-field competition. 
There are seven color classifications in the 
Siamese category: Seal, chocolate, blue, 
, lilac, frost,' color point and tortoise shell, a 
rare breed with a'speckled nose: 


"Each cat starts out with 100 points, 


and points are deducted for each flaw in 
the cat. A score of 97 or 98 is almost per- 
fect. Usually, there are four judges who 
examine each entrant. 


"THE STANDARDS that the judges look 


for in the Siamese are much different than 


they were years ago. In the 1920's and 
1930's, the ideal Siamese had a short face, 
crossed eyes and a kinky tail. 


"But today, the standards are almost 


the exact opposite. A good Siamese cat 
has a monkey's tail, a Greyhound's sleek 
body, and the Schnauzer's long head — all 
of these physical traits plus the markings 
of a cougar. 


"The length of the head is one of the 


most important features in the Siamese. 
It's taken cat breeders quite some time to 
breed the squat faces out of the Siamese 
line," Mercurio said. 


Mercurio and his wife hope Star II will 


capture the International Grand Champion 
Cat Award, which is the highest title that 
a cat can earn. There are no cash awards 
for contest winners. They win titles, mer- 
its and personal satisfaction for their own- 
ers. 


MERCURIO HAS entered his cats in 


more than 250 shows across the country. 
"I've been on the contest circuit for about 
five years now. We usually participate in 
those contests held within a 400-mile radi- 
us of the area, but sometimes I'll fly out to 
California or New York to participate in a 
show," he said. 


Keeping a Siamese cat in excellent 


shape is a demanding job. "It's as hard to 
keep a Siamese trim and slim as it is a 
woman.

This Cat Is Top Dog

There's been a lot of pussy-footing 


around in Jim Mercurio's trailer. 


Jim and his wife, Virginia, who live in 


the Oasis Trailer Court on Elmhurst Road, 
breed and raise Siamese cats for contest 
competition. 


Sleek, slender and swift, the Siamese is 


not a rare breed of cat, and contest com- 
petition is almost a cutthroat adventure 
among cat breeders. 


"THE COMPETITION is tough in this 


field. There are seven different types of 
Siamese cat. If there are 300 cats in a 
show, at least half of them are Siamese," 
Mercurio said. 


One of Mercurio's prize cats, Starr II, 


just returned from a triumphant tour to 
Toronto where he took top honors as the 
best Siamese cat in the Canadian National 
Exhibition. 


Star II, a 9-month-old chocolate point 


male with a cream coat, beat more than 
50 cats in the seven-field competition. 
There are seven color classifications in the 
Siamese category: Seal, chocolate, blue, 
lilac, frost, color point and tortoise shell, a 
rare breed with a speckled nose. 


."Each cat starts out with 100 points, 


and points are deducted for each flaw in 
the cat. A score of 97 or 98 is almost per- 
fect. Usually, there are four judges who 
examine each entrant. 


"THE STANDARDS that the judges look 


for in the Siamese are much different than 
they were years ago. In the 1920's and 
1930's, the ideal Siamese had a short face, 
crossed eyes and a kinky tail. 


"But today, the standards are almost 


the exact opposite. A good Siamese cat 
has a monkey's tail, a Greyhound's sleek 
body, and the Schnauzer's long head — all 
of these physical traits plus the markings 
of a cougar. 


"The length of the head is one of the 


most important features in the Siamese. 
It's taken cat breeders quite some time to 
breed the squat faces out of the Siamese 
line," Mercurio said.

Ordinance No. 0-69-13 


An ordinance authorizing the Issuance of $4,000,000 water- 
works and sewerage revenue bonds of the Village of Buf- 
falo Grove, Illinois, to finance the cost of acquisition of a 
•waterworks and sewerage system by the Village and the 
refunding of outstanding waterworks and sewerage reve- 
nue bonds, the combining of the existing system and the 
system being acquired and the construction of additions, 
extensions and improvements to said waterworks and sew- 
erage system; defining and prescribing of the terms and 
provisions of said revenue bonds; providing for the fixing, 
establishing and collecting of rates and charges for the 
service and facilities of said waterworks and sewerage 
system; and providing when this ordinance shall take ef- 
fect. 
BE IT ORDAINED BY THE PRESIDENT AND BOARD OF 


TRUSTEES OF THE VILLAGE OF BUFFALO GROVE, COOK 
AND LAKE COUNTIES, ILLINOIS, AS FOLLOWS: 


ARTICLE I 


STATUTORY AUTHORITY AND DEFINITIONS 


1.01. AUTHORITY OF THIS ORDINANCE. This ordinance is 


adopted pursuant to the provisions of Division 139 of Article 11, as 
amended, of the Illinois Municipal Code, and other applicable 
provisions of law. 


1.02. FINDINGS. It is hereby found, determined and declared 


as follows: 
(A) That the Village of Buffalo Grove now owns and oper- 


ates a municipal waterworks and sewerage system. 


(B) That it is deemed necessary for the public health, 


welfare and safety of the Inhabitants of the Village of Buffalo 
Grove that the Village acquire by purchase the existing water- 
works and sewerage system located in said Village now owned 
by the Buffalo Utility Company and that said acquired system 
be combined with the existing municipal waterworks and sew- 
erage system and that there be constructed additions, exten- 
sions and improvements to said waterworks and sewerage 
system. 
(C) That it is deemed necessary for the Village of Buffalo 


Grove to Issue Its revenue Bonds In the principal amount of 
$4.000,0&0 to finance the cost of the acquisition of said water- 
works and sewerage system from the Buffalo Utility Company 
to refund the Outstanding Bonds (hereinafter referred to) and 
to construct additions, extensions and improvements to said 
waterworks and sewerage system in the manner hereinafter 
provided in this ordinance. 


(D) Said cost shall be deemed to include the cost of the 


acquisition of said waterworks and sewerage system, the re- 
funding of tha Outstanding Bonds and the construction of addi- 
tions, extensions and improvements to said Waterworks and 
Sesverage System, including without being limited to the in- 
stallation of a sewage treatment plant and water distribution 
system improvements including connecting mains and main 
replacements, the acquisition and construction of adequate 
water storage facilities, the acquisition of any necessary prop- 
erty, real, personal or intangible or interest therein, and any 
other purposes necessary, Incidental, desirable or appurtenant 
to the construction of such additions, extensions and Improve- 
ments; interest on the bonds prior to, during and for six 
months after completion of the construction of said additions, 
extensions and improvements to the extent that the interest is 
not paid from the revenues of the waterworks and sewerage 
system: engineering and legal expenses; expenses for esti- 
mates of costs and revenues, expenses for plans, specifica- 
tions and surveys; bond discount, expenses for fiscal agents or 
other agents in connection with the issuance of the bonds, and 
such other expenses as may be necessary or incidental to said 
improvements and the financing authorized by this ordinance. 


(E) That the Village of Buffalo Grove, Illinois (hereinafter 


referred to as "Village") derives and will derive revenues 
from the rates, fees, rentals and other charges made and 
collected for the services and facilities of its waterworks and 
sewerage system and that sold revenues are not pledged or 
encumbered in any manner except for the payment of $650,000 
Waterworks and Sewerage Revenue Bonds, Series of 1968, 
dated May 1, 1066 (hereinafter referred to as "Outstanding 
Bonds"). 
(F) That is deemed necessary and desirable and in the 


best interest of the Village and the inhabitants thereof that 
said Outstanding Bonds, be paid, refunded and refinanced In 
the manner hereinafter provided In this ordinance. 


(G) That the revenues derived and to be derived from the 


existing municipal waterworks and sewerage system and the 
waterworks and sewerage system to be acquired from the 
Buffalo Utility Company and continued with the existing mu- 
nicipal waterworks and sewerage system (hereinafter some- 
times, referred to as "Waterworks and Sewerage System" or 
"System"', together with the improvements thereto, will be 
sufficient to pay all of the principal of and interest on the 
Bonds authorized to be Issued pursuant to this ordinance. 


(H) That the revenues derived from said System are not 


pledged or encumbered in any manner, except for said Out- 
standing Bonds and the Bonds authorized by this ordinance. 


(I) That the principal of and interest on the Bonds to be 
issued pursuant to this ordinance, and all of the reserve, sink- 
ing fund and other payments provided for in this ordinance 
will be paid solely from the revenues derived from the oper- 
ation of said Waterworks and Sewerage System and it never 
will be necessary to authorize or levy taxes on any taxable 
property in said Village to pay the principal of and interest on 
the Bonds to be issued pursuant to this ordinance, or to make 
any reserve, sinking fund or other payments provided for in 
this ordinance, and the Bonds issued pursuant to this ordi- 
nance shall not constitute a lien upon said System or upon any 
other property whatsoever in the Village of Buffalo Grove. 
1.03. ORDINANCE TO CONSTITUTE CONTRACT. In consid- 


eration of the acceptance of the Bonds authorized to be issued 
hereunder by those who shall hold the same from time to time, 
this ordinance shall be deemed to be and shall constitute a con- 
tract between the Village of Buffalo Grove, Illinois, and such 
Bondholders, and the covenants and agreements herein set forth 
to be performed by said Village shall be for the equal benefit, 
protection and security of the legal holders of any and all such 
Bonds, and the coupons attached thereto, all of which shall be oi 
equal rank without preference, priority or distinction of any of the 
Bonds or coupons over any other thereof, except as expressly 
provided therein and herein.

Series of 1969 originally authorized 
to be issued pursuant to tills ordinance together with any pari 
passu additional Bonds issued pursuant to this ordinance. 


(d) "Holder of the Bonds" or "Bondholder" or any similar 


term shall mean any person svho shall be tha bearer or ownei 
of any outstanding Bond or Bonds registered to bearer or nol 
registered, or the registered owner of any outstanding Bond or 
Bonds' which shall at the time be registered other than to 
bearer or of any coupons representing interest accrued or to 
accrue on said Bonds. 


(e) "Waterworks and Sewerage System" shall mean the 


complete combined waterworks and sewerage system now 
owned and to be acquired by the Village, including the addi- 
tions, extensions and improvements to be constructed pur- 
suant to this ordinance, including all lands, reservoirs, hy- 
drants, meters, tanks, intakes, wells, pipes, mains, machin- 
ery, equipment lines, filtration plants, purification plants 
pumping stations, facilities and other property of any nature! 
real, personal or intangible, now or hereafter owned, held 01 
used in connection with said system; and shall also include 
any and all additions, extensions, improvements, properties or 
other facilities hereafter at any time acquired or constructed 
for said Waterworks and Sewerage System. 


(f) "Revenues" or "gross revenues" shall mean all rates 


rents, fees, charges or other Income received by the Village 
or accrued to the Village, or any department, board, agency 
or instrumentality thereof in control of the management and 
operation of said Waterworks nnd Sewerage System, from the 
operation of said Waterworks and Sewerage System, and al 
parts thereof, all as calculated in accordance with sound ac- 
counting practice. 


(g) "Operating Expenses" shall mean the current ex 


penses paid or accrued, of operation and maintenance of saic 
Waterworks and Sewerage System and its facilities, and shal 
include without limiting the generality of the foregoing, insur 
ance premiums, payments to employees' pension fund, sala 
ries, wages and administrative expenses of the Village relat 
ing and chargeable solely to said Waterworks and Sewerage 
System, the accumulation of appropriate reserves for charges 
not annually recurrent but which are such as may reasonably 
be expected to be incurred, and such other reasonable oper- 
ating costs as are normally and regularly Included under rec 
ognized accounting practice. "Operating Expenses" shall no 
include any allowance for depreciation except to the extent 
expressly herein provided. 


(h) r'Net Revenues" shall mean the balance of the gross 


revenues, as defined in sub-section (f) above, remaining after 
deduction only of operating expenses, as defined in sub-section 
(g) above. 


(i) "Consulting Engineer" shall mean Robert E. Hattis 


Engineers, Inc., Deer field, Illinois, Consulting Engineers, or 
any engineer or firm of engineers which shall at any time 
hereafter be retained by the Village as Consulting Engineer 
for sfid Waterworks and Sewerage System, 


(j) "Outstanding Bond" shall mean the $650,000 Out- 


standing Bonds of an original issue of'$780,000 of Waterworks 
and Sewerage Revenue Bonds, Series of 1966, dated May 1, 
1966. which are to be refunded and refinanced from thexpro- 
ceeds of the Bonds herein authorized. 
(k) The term "Village Board" shall mean the President 


and Board of Trustees, the governing body of the Village. 


(1) Words importing singular number shall include the 


plural number in each case and vice versa, and words import- 
ing persons shall include firms and corporations. 


ARTICLE II 


AUTHORIZATION, TERMS, EXECUTION, 
REGISTRATION AND ISSUE OF BONDS 


2.01. AUTHORIZATION OF BONDS, Subject and pursuant to

ited by the Village of Buffalo Grove in a special fund in a 
bank or trust company in the State of Illinois which is a 
member of the Federal Reserve System, which fund is hereby 
created and designated as the "Construction Trust Fund". The 
moneys in said fund shall be secured at all times by the 
deposit by said bank or trust company of direct obligations of 
the United States having a market value at least equal to the 
amount of moneys in said.fund in excess of $10,000. Moneys in 
said fund shall be expended by the Village solely for the pur- 
poses provided in this ordinance. Until six months after the 
completion of the construction of the additions, extensions and 
improvements to said Waterworks and Sewerage System au- 
thorized by this ordinance sufficient moneys shall be trans- 
ferred from the Construction Trust Fund to the Sinking Fund 
to pay maturing interest on the Bonds to the extent that net 
revenues are insufficient therefor. The moneys in the Con- 
struction Trust Fund shall be used only for the purpose of 
paying the cost of additions, extensions and improvements to 
the Waterworks and Sewerage System, and no expenditures 
shall be made from said Construction Trust Fund, except for 
engineering expenses, fees of fiscal or financial consultants 
and legal expenses, without the written approval of the Con- 
sulting Engineer. Any moneys in said Construction Trust Fund 
not immediately needed for said purposes may, at the dis- 
cretion of the Village Board and with the approval of the 
Consulting Engineer, be invested in direct obligations of the 
United States of America having a maturity of not more than 
six months from the date of purchase. Any balance in the 
Construction Trust Fund after the completion of the improve- 
ments provided for in this ordinance shall be used only for the 
redemption of Bonds of the last maturity then outstanding or 
for the purchase of Bonds of the last five ensuing maturities 
then outstanding at not more than the then redemption price 
thereof, or for deposit into the Reserve Account in the Sinking 
Fund hereafter created. 
3.04. COVENANTS OF THE VILLAGE. So long as any of the 


Bonds shall be outstanding and unpaid, or until there shall have 
been set apart in the Sinking Fund, and Reserve Account therein, 
hereinafter established, a sum sufficient to pay, when due, the 
entire principal of the Bonds remaining unpaid together with in- 
terest accrued and to accrue thereon, the Village covenants with 
the holders of any and all of the Bonds issued pursuant to this 
ordinance as follows: 


(A) RATES. That the Village will, in the manner provided 


in the Act, fix such rates and collect such rentals, fees or 
other charges for the services and facilities of said Water- 
works and Sewerage System, and revise the same from time 
to time whenever necessary, as will always provide revenues 
in each year sufficient to pay the principal of and interest 
requirements on the Bonds maturing and become due in such 
year, in addition to paying, as the same shall become due, the 
necessary expenses of operating and maintaining such Water- 
works and Sewerage System during such year all Reserve and 
Sinking Fund and other payments required by this ordinance 
and aU other obligations and indebtedness payable out of the 
revenues of said Waterworks and Sewerage System during 
such year, and that such rates, fees, rentals and other charges 
shall not be reduced so as to be insufficient to provide ade- 
quate revenues for such purposes. 


For the purposes of this ordinance the term "principal 


and interest requirements" shall mean the aggregate amount 
of principal and interest maturities and the deposits to be 
required to be made into the Bond Redemption Account here- 
inafter created in the year or period for which such term is 
used herein. 


(B) 
WATERWORKS 
AND SEWERAGE REVENUE 


FUND. The entire gross revenues derived from the operation 
of said Waterworks and Sewerage System, and all parts there- 
of, shall be deposited by the Village in a special fund in a 
bank or trust company in the State of Illinois which is a 
member of the Federal Reserve System, which Fund (herein 
called "Revenue Fund") is hereby established. Said Revenue 
Fund shall constitute a trust fund for the purposes provided in 
this ordinance and shall be kept separate and distinct from all 
other funds of the Village and used only for the purposes and 
in the manner provided in tills ordinance. 


(C) OPERATION AND MAINTENANCE. The Village 


shall maintain in good condition said Waterworks and Sewer- 
age System and shall operate the same in an efficient and 
economical manner, making such expenditures for equipment 
and for renewal, repair and replacement as may be proper for 
the economical operation and maintenance thereof. 


(D) DISPOSITION OF REVENUES. All revenues at any 


time remaining on deposit in the Revenue Fund shall be dis- 
posed of only in the following order and priority: 


(1) Revenues shall first be used for the payment of 


Operating Expenses, as defined in Section 1.04(9) hereof. 


(2) The Village shall next on the first day of each 


month beginning with the first day of the month imme- 
diately following the date of delivery of and payment for 
any or all of the Bonds, apportion and set apart out of the 
Revenue Fund (or from transfers from the Construction 
Trust Fund to the extent necessary until six months after 
the completion of the construction of the additions, exten- 
sions and improvements to the Waterworks and Sewerage 
System) and deposit into the "Sinking Fund", which is 
hereby established, an amount equal to one-sixth (1/6) of 
the interest which will mature and become due on the next 
interest payment date; and on the first day of each month 
beginning with May 1, 1972, the'Village shall apportion 
and set apart out of the Revenue Fund and deposit into 
said Sinking Fund an amount equal to one-twelfth (1/12) 
of the principal which will mature and become due on the 
next succeeding May 1 on the Bonds maturing in the years 
1973 to 1989, inclusive. On the first day of each month, 
beginning with May 1, 1989, the Village shall apportion 
and set apart out of the Revenue Fund and deposit into 
the Sinking Fund, for credit to the Bond Redemption Ac- 
count which is hereby created and established, an amount 
equal to one-twelfth (1712) of one hundred two and one- 
half per centum (102%%) of the following principal 
amounts in the following twelve month periods beginning 
with May 1 and ending April 30:

1972, the Village shall apportion 
ana set apart out of the Revenue Fund and deposit into 
said Bond Redemption Account an amount equal to one- 
twelfth (1/12) of the principal which will mature and be- 
come due on the next succeeding May l. 


Moneys in the Bond Redemption Account shall be used 
only for the purpose of paying principal of and interest on 
the Bonds as the same shall become due and for the re- 
demption of Bonds in accordance with this section 3.04 
(D) (2). It shall be the mandatory duty of said Village to 
use all moneys on deposit in said Bond Redemption Ac- 
count, not reserved for the payment of Bonds theretofore 
purchased or called for prior redemption and not paid for, 
on the 15th day of March of each year for the prior re- 
demption to the full extent possible of said Bonds on the 
next ensuing May 1. 


The Village shall next, from the Revenue Fund, depos- 


it in a Reserve Account in said Sinking Fund, on the first 
day of each month beginning with the first day of the 
month immediately following the date of delivery of an 
payment for any or all of the Bonds, an amount equal to 
one-twelfth (1/12) of twenty per centum (20%) of the larg- 
est aggregate amount required to be paid into said Sinking 
Fund for maturing principal of and interest on the Bonds 
in any succeeding year; provided, however, that no fur- 
ther payments need be made into said Reserve Account 
when there shall have been depositied therein, and so lone 
as there shall remain on deposit therein, an amount equal 
to the largest aggregate amount of principal and interest 
which will mature and become clue on the Bonds in any 
succeeding year. 


Moneys in the Reserve Account shall be used only for 


the purpose of the payment of maturing principal of or 
interest on the Bonds when other moneys in the Sinking 
Fund are insufficient therefor, and for no other purpose. 
Any moneys withdrawn from said Reserve Account for the 
payment of principal of and interest on the Bonds shall be 
restored thereto from the first revenues available after 
the payment of all sums required for principal of and 
interest on the Bonds. 


(3) Thereafter, from the Revenues remaining in said 
Revenue Fund after all prior charges thereon have been 
Said or provided for, the Village shall next, on the first 


ay of each month, beginning with November 1.1969, pay 
into a fund which is hereby designated as the "Deprecia- 
tion Fluid'1, which fund shall be maintained in the same 
bank or trust company in which the Revenue Fund is 
maintained, a sum equal to five per centum (5%) of the 
gross revenues derived from the operation of the Water- 
works and Sewerage System. No further deposits shall be 
required to be made into said Depreciation Fund when 
there shall have been deposited therein, and so long as 
there shall remain on deposit therein, an amount equal to 
$200.000. The moneys in said Depreciation Fund shall be 
used only for the purpose of paying the cost of renewals 
and replacements of capital assets of said Waterworks 
and Sewerage System; provided, however, that moneys in 
the Depreciation Fund shall be used for the prupose of 
payment of maturing principal of or interest on the Bonds 
or for the mandatory redemption thereof when moneys in 
the Sinking Fund and the Reserve Account therein are 
insufficient therefor. After completion of the construction 
and acquisition of all of the additions, extensions, better- 
ments and improvements authorized hereunder, moneys in 
said Depreciation Fund over and above the aforesaid 
amount of $200,000 may be used for the redemption of the 
last maturing Bonds then outstanding in accordance with 
the provisions of this ordinance or the purchase thereof at 
prices not greater than the then redemption price of such 
Bonds, upon receipt by the Village of the certificate of the 
Consulting Engineer, as defined nerein, stating that mon- 
eys in said Depreciation Fund in excess of $200.000 are not 
needed for any of the purposes for which said Fund was 
established. 


(4) Thereafter, the balance of any Revenues remain- 


ing after all other required payments into the funds pro- 
vided above have been made, shall be considered as sur- 
plus, and shall be deposited in the "Surplus Fund" which 
is hereby established. Said surplus funds shall be first 
used for the construction and acquisition of the additions, 
extensions, betterments and improvements to th>3 Water- 
works and Sewerage System, and thereafter, upon the cer- 
tification of the Consulting Engineer that said surplus 
funds are not needed for such purpose they shall be used 
for the purchase of Bonds of the last maturities then out- 
standing which are available at not exceeding the then 
market value of said Bonds provided that the market val- 
ue is less than 102(6% of the par value thereof, or for the 
prior redemption of last maturing callable Bonds. 
(E) If on any payment date the Revenues are insufficient 


to deposit the required amounts in any of the funds provided 
above, the deficiency shall be made up in the subsequent 
payments into such funds hi addition to the payments which 
would otherwise be required to be made into said funds on the 
subsequent payment dates; provided, however, that any defi- 
ciency in the Sinking Fund shall be made up prior to any 
payments into any other funds. 


i-F) The Village may in its discretion, invest any moneys 


in the Sinking Fund, Reserve Account and Depreciation Fund 
in direct obligations of the United States maturing not later 
than one year from the date of purchase. 


ARTICLE IV 


GENERAL COVENANTS OF THE VILLAGE

4.01. GENERAL STATEMENT. So long as any of 


shall be outstanding and unpaid, or until there shall ha1 
apart in the Sinking Fund a sum sufficient to pay when due, or 
redeem prior to maturity, the entire principal of the Bonds re- 
maining unpaid, together with interest accrued and to accrue 
thereon, the covenants and agreements contaned in this Article 
IV, and in this ordinance, shall be and constitute valid and legally 
binding covenants between the Village and the holders from time 
to time of said Bonds and the interest coupons appertaining there- 
to. 


4.02. SALE OF THE SYSTEM. That the Waterworks and Sew- 


erage System may be sold, mortgaged, leased or otherwise dis- 
posed of only as a whole, or substantially as a whole, and only if 
the net proceeds to be realized shall be sufficient fully to pay all 
or redeem at or prior to maturity all of the Bonds issued pursuant 
to this ordinance. The proceeds from such sale, mortgate, lease or 
other disposition of said Waterworks and Sewerage System shall 
immediately be deposited in the Sinking Fund and the Village 
shall direct that such proceeds be applied to the payment of prin- 
cipal and interest at maturity of Bonds then due, or the redemp- 
tion prior to maturity, at the then redemption price, of all out- 
standing Bonds. Any balance remaining after the redemption or 
payment of all said Bonds and interest thereon shall be remitted 
to the Village unless necessary for the payment of other obliga- 
tions issued by the Village and payable out of the revenues of the 
Waterworks and Sewerage System. 


The foregoing provision notwithstanding, the Village shall 


have and hereby reserves the right to sell, lease or otherwise 
dispose of any of the property comprising a part of the Water- 
works and Sewerage System hereafter determined in the manner 
provided herein to be no longer necessary or useful in the oper- 
ation thereof. Prior to any such sale, lease or other disposition of 
said property, if the amount to be received therefor is not in- 
excess of fifty thousand dollars ($50,000), the general manager or 
other duly authorized officer hi charge of such Waterworks and 
Sewerage System shall make a finding in writing determining that 
such property comprising a part of such Waterworks and Sewer- 
age System is no longer necessary or useful in the operation 
thereof, and such proceeds shall be deposited in the Depreciation 
Account and used only as provided herein for such fund. If the 
amount to be received from such sale, lease or other disposition of 
said property shall be in excess of fifty thousand dollars ($50,000) 
but not in excess of one hundred thousand dollars ($100,000), the 
general manager or other duly authorized officer in charge of 
such Waterworks and Sewerage System shall first make a finding 
in writing, which shall be approved by the Consulting Engineers, 
determining that such property comprising a part of such Water- 
works and Sewerage System Is no longer necessary or useful in 
the operation thereof, and the governing body of said Village 
shall, by resolution duly adopted, approve and concur in the find- 
ing of the general manager or other duly authorized officer, and 
authorize such sale, lease or other disposition of said property. 
The proceeds derived from any such sale, lease or other dis- 
position of said property, in excess of fifty thousand dollars 
($50,000) and not in excess of one hundred thousand dollars 
($100,000) shall be remitted by the Village for deposit in the Sink- 
ing Fund provided for in this ordinance and shall be applied only 
to the redemption of Bonds of the last maturities then outstanding 
or to the purchase of Bonds of the last five maturities then out- 
standing at prices not greater than the redemption price of such 
Bonds. Such payments of such proceeds into the Sinking Fund or 
the Depreciation Account shall not reduce the amounts required to 
be paid into said Funds by other provisions of this ordinance. 


No sale, lease or other disposition of the properties of said 


Waterworks and Sewerage System shall be made by the Village if 
the proceeds to to derived therefrom shall be in excess of fifty 
thousand dollars ($50,000) and insufficient to pay or redeem prior 
to maturity all of the principal of Bonds then outstanding and all 
interest thereon to their respective dates of redemption or matur- 
ity without the prior approval and consent in writing of the hold- 
ers of their duly authorized representatives of sixty-six and two 
thirds per centum (66-2/3%) in nmount of Bonds then outstanding. 
The Village shall prepare the form of such approval and consent 
for execution by Bondholders, or their duly authorized representa- 
tives which form shall provide for the disposition of the proceeds 


Waterworks System. 
4.03. COVENANT AGAINST ENCUMBRANCES. That the Vil- 


lage shall not issue any obb'gations whatsoever, except pari passu 
additional Bonds hereinafter provided for, payable from the reve- 
nues of the Waterworks and Sewerage System which rank prior 
to, or equally as to lien on and source and security for payment 
from such revenues, with Bonds issued pursuant to this ordi- 
nance; and all obligations hereafter issued oy the Village payable 
from the revenues of said Waterworks and Sewerage System, 
except such pari passu additional Bonds hereinafter provided for, 
shall contain art express statement that such obligations are junior 
and subordinate, as to lien on and source and security for pay- 
ment from such revenues and in all other respects, to the Bonds 
issued pursuant to this ordinance. 
That the Village shall not create, or cause or permit to.be 
created, any debt, lien, pledge, assignment, encumbrance or any 
other charge, having priority to or being on a parity with the lien 
of the Bonds issued pursuant to this ordinance, and the interest 
thereon, upon any of the income and revenues of said Waterworks 
and Sewerage System pledged as security therefor in this ordi- 
nance, or upon said Waterworks and Sewerage System, or any 
part thereof. 
4.04. ISSUANCE OF PARI PASSU ADDITIONAL BONDS. 
Pari passu additional Bonds, as in this Section defined, payable 
out of the net revenue of the Waterworks and Sewerage System, 
may be issued after the issuance of any Bonds pursuant to this 
ordinance, solely under the conditions and in the manner herein 
provided. 
Such pari passu additional Bonds may be issued solely for the 
purpose of financing the cost of the construction or acquisition of 
extensions, additions and improvements to the Waterworks and 
Sewerage System. 
No such pari passu additional Bonds shall be issued at any 


time, however, unless the net revenues, as defined herein, or 
adjusted set revenues, as defined below, derived, or which would 
have been derived in the case of adjusted net revenues, from the 
Waterworks and Sewerage System during any twelve consecutive 
months of the eighteen months immediately preceding the date of 
authorization of such pari passu additional Bonds plus the net 
revenues which the Consulting Engineers estimate will be derived 
from the additions, extensions and improvements to the Water- 
works and Sewerage System to be acquired or constructed from 
the proceeds of such proposed pari passu additional Bonds during 
the twelve (12) complete calendar months succeeding the date of 
acquisition or completions of such additions, extensions and im- 
provements shall be equal to or greater than one hundred thirty- 
five per centum (135%) of the largest amount of principal and 
interest which will mature and become due in any succeeding 
year thereafter, ,except the years 1998 and 2008 on the following: 
(1) The Bonds originally issued pursuant to this ordinance then 


outstanding; and (2) any pari passu additional Bonds theretofore 
issued pursuant to the provisions contained in this ordinance then 
outstanding; and (3) any other obligations then outstanding which 
are payable from the revenues derived from the Waterworks and 
Sewerage System; and (4) the pari passu additional Bonds then 
proposed to be issued. 
For the purpose of computing "the largest amount of principal 


and interest maturing and becoming due in any succeeding year", 
the stated amounts required to be deposited in the Sinking Fund in 
each 'year, pursuant to the provisions of this ordinance or any 
ordinance amendatory hereof or supplemental thereto for the pur- 
pose of paying the principal of term Bonds prior to maturity and 
tor which no serial maturities have been provided shall be deemed 
to be serial maturities, and the amounts of principal maturing in 
the years 1998 and 2008 or in any other year for which term Bonds 
shall not be included in said computation. 
"Adjusted net revenues" as used in this Section 4.04 shall 


mean the net revenues which would have been received from the 
operation of the then existing Waterworks and Sewerage System 
during the same period of twelve consecutive months preceding 
the issuance of such pari passu additional bonds heretofore re- 
ferred to in this section, if any increase in the rates, rentals or 
other charges for the services and facilities of said then existing 
Waterworks and Sewerage System which has been made and put 
into effect in such twelve months period, had been in full force 
and effect for such full period of said twelve complete months 
preceding the issuance of such proposed pari passu additional 
Bonds. 
For the purposes of this Section 4.04, the net revenues referred 


to above shall be determined in accordance with a written state- 
ment filed in the office of the Village Clerk by a certified public 
accountant not in the regular employ of the Village, the adjusted 
net revenues referred to above shall be determined in accordance 
with a written statement filed in the office of the Village Clerk by 
such certified public accountant and approved in writing by the 
Consulting Engineer. 
The term "pari passu additional Bonds," as used in this Sec- 


tion, shall be deemed to mean additional Bonds issued under the 
provisions and within the limitations of this Section, payable from 
the revenues of the Waterworks and Sewerage System pari passu 
with Bonds originally authorized and issued pursuant to this ordi- 
nance, and all of the covenants and other provisions of this ordi- 
nance (except as to details of such pari passu additional Bonds 
inconsistent therewith) shall be for the equal benefit, protection 
and security of the holders of any Bonds originally authorized and 
issued pursuant to this ordinance and the holders of any pari 
passu additional Bonds subsequently issued within the limitations 
of and in compliance with this Section. All of such Bonds, regard- 
less of the time or times of their issuance, shall rank equally with 
respect to their lien on the revenues of said Waterworks and 
Sewerage System, and their source and security for payment from 
said revenues, without preference of any Bond, or coupon, over 
any other. The Village shall comply fully with all the increased 
payments into the various funds created in this ordinance re- 
quired for such pari passu additional Bonds, in addition to the 
payments required for Bonds originally issued pursuant to this 
ordinance, 
The term "pari passu additional Bonds," as used in this Sec- 


tion shall not be deemed to include Bonds, notes, certificates or 
other obligations subsequently issued, the lien of which on the 
revenues of the Waterworks and Sewerage System, is subject to 
the prior and superior lien on such revenues of Bonds issued 
pursuant to this ordinance, and the Village shall not issue any 
obligations whatsoever payable from the revenues of the Water- 
works and Sewerage System, or any part thereof, which rank 
equally as to lien on and source and security for payment from 
such revenues with Bonds issued pursuant to this ordinance, ex- 
cept in the manner and under the conditions provided in this 
Section. 
No pari passu additional Bonds, as in this Section defined, 


shall be created at any time, however, unless all of the payments 
into the respective funds provided for in this ordinance on Bonds 
then outstanding, and all depreciation or sinking funds, or other 
payments provided for in this ordinance shall have been made in 
full to the date of issuance of such pari passu additional Bonds 
and the Village shall have fully complied with all the covenants, 
agreements and terms of this ordinance. 
In addition to the foregoing, if prior to the payment of any of 


the bonds hereby authorized, it shall be found desirable to refund 
all or part of the bonds hereby authorized, said bonds may be 
refunded notwithstanding the restrictions as to the issuance of 
additional bonds set forth in this section (with the consent of the 
holders thereof unless the bonds to be refunded are subject to 
redemption and provision for call and redemption thereof is duly 
made) and any refunding bonds so issued shall share ratably and 
equally in the revenues of said waterworks and sewerage system 
and the pledge thereof under this ordinance with the portion of the 
bonds hereby authorized which are not refunded; provided, how- 
ever, that if only a portion of said outstanding bonds are to be 
refunded at any time, such obligation shall not be refunded by 
bonds bearing interest at a rate greater than the interest rate 
provided by this ordinance, or maturing at a date earlier than the 
final maturity of such bonds not refunded. 


4.05 INSURANCE. That the Village will carry such insurance 


as is lOrdinarily carried by private corporations owning and oper- 
ating similar utilities as the Waterworks and Sewerage System, 
with a reputable insurance carrier or carriers against loss or 
damage by fire, explosion, hurricane, earthquake, cyclone, occu- 
pancy or other hazards and risks, which insurance shall at all 
times be in an amount or amounts equal to the fair appraisal 
value of the buildings, properties, furniture, fixtures and equip- 
ment of said Waterworks and Sewerage System. In time of war, 
the Village shall also carry in said amount such insurance as may 
be available against loss or damage by the risks and hazards of 
war. The proceeds of all such insurance policies shall be placed in 
the Depreciation Fund and used only for the repair and restora- 
tion of the damaged or destroyed properties or for the other pru- 
poses provided herein for said Depreciation Fund. 


4.06. BOOKS AND RECORDS. That the Village will keep 


books and records of said Waterworks and Sewerage System 
which shall be separate and apart from all other books, records 
and accounts of the Village, in which complete and correct entries 
shall be made of all transactions relating to said Waterworks and 
Sewerage System, and any holder of a Bond or Bonds issued 
pursuant to this ordinance shall have the right at all reasonable 
times to inspect said Waterworks and Sewerage System and all 
records, accounts and data of the Village relating thereto 
The Village shall cause an annual operating statement of said 


Waterworks and Sewerage System to be prepared bv an indepen- 
du 
nfv certified public accountant. Such annual operating statement 
shall be furnished to the Village within sixty days after the close 
of each fiscal year The Village. shall mail- copies of such annual 
operating statement to the original purchasers of the Bonds as 
well as to any Bondholder requesting the same

of the sale, lease or other dispositon of such properties of suchstrumentality, officer or employee of said Village; snail avail it- 
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self or themselves of the facilities or services provided by said 
Waterworks and Sewerage. System, or any part thereof, the same 
rates, fees or charges applicable to other customers receiving like 
services under similar circumstances shall be charged said Vil- 
lage, and any such department, agency, instrumentality, officer 
employee of said Village. Such charges shall be paid as they 
accrue, and the Village shall transfer from its general funds suf- 
ficient sums to pay such charges. The revenues so received shall 
be deemed to be'revenues derived from the operation of the Wa- 
terworks and Sewerage System, and shall be deposited and ac- 
counted for in the same manner as other revenues derived from 
such operation of Waterworks and Sewerage System. 
4 09 OPERATING BUDGET. That the Village shall annually, 


at least forty-five days preceding the beginning of each of its 
fiscal years, prepare and adopt by resolution of its governing body 
a detailed budget of the estimated expenditures for operation and 
maintenance of the Waterworks and Sewerage System during the 
succeeding fiscal year. The Village shall mail copies of such an- 
nual budget to any holder or holders of Bonds who shall file his 
address with the Village request in writing that copies of all such 
budgets be furnished. 


4.10. BONDHOLDERS COMPELLING PERFORMANCE OF 


DUTIES. That the holder of any Bond or of any coupon of any 
Bond originally issued under this ordinance and any pari passu 
additional Bond may proceed either in law or in equity to compel 
performance of all duties required by the Act, including the mak- 
ing and collection of sufficient rates for the payment of principal 
of and interest on Bonds and the application of the revenues there- 
from for the payment of principal of and interest on the Bonds. 


4.11. ENFORCEMENT OF COLLECTIONS. That the Village 


will diligently enforce and collect all fees, rentals or other charge 
for the services and facilities of the Waterworks and Sewerage 
System, and take all steps, actions and proceedings for the en- 
forcement and collection of such fees, rentals or other charges 
which shall become delinquent to the full extent permitted or 
authorized by the Act, the ordinances of said Village and by other 
laws of the State of Illinois. 
The Village further covenants and agrees that it will, to the 


full extent permitted by law, under reasonable rules and regu- 
lations, discontinue and shut off the services and facilities of said 
Waterworks and Sewerage System, and all parts thereof, for non- 
payment of the fees, rentals or other charges for the services and 
facilities of said Waterworks and Sewerage System, or any part 
thereof, and will not restore any of the services and facilities of 
said Waterworks and Sewerage System, or any part thereof, until 
all delinquent charges for the services and facilities of all parts of 
said Waterworks and Sewerage System, plus reasonable penalties 
and charges for the restoration of service, have been fully paid. 


4.12. NO COMPETING FRANCHISE. That the Village will not 


grant, or cause, consent to or allow the granting of, any franchise 
or permit to any person, firm, corporation or body, or agency or 
instrumentality whatsoever for the supply or distribution of water 
or for sewer service to or within the Village. 


4.13. CONSULTING ENGINEER. That the Village will retain 


Robert E. Hattis' Engineer, Inc., Consulting Engineers, of 
Deerfield, Illinois, or' other qualified and recognized independent 
engineers, on an annual basis so long as any of the Bonds shall 
remain outstanding and unpaid. The Consulting Engineer shall 
make at least one annual inspection of the Waterworks and Sewer- 
age System and shall submit to the Village Board a written report 
on the condition of the same to the Village, and shall make written 
recommendations as to the maintenance, operation and renewal of 
said Waterworks and Sewerage System. 


ARTICLE V 


RATES AND LIEN CHARGES 


5 01. WATER RATES ESTABLISHED. That the schedule of 


fees, rentals and rates to be charged for the waterworks and 
sewage facilities of said Waterworks and Sewerage System are 
hereby fixed and determined to be such as will always provide 
revenues in each year sufficient to pay the operating expenses as 
defined in Section 1.04(g), amount of principal of and interest on 
the Bonds maturing and becoming due in such year, in addition to 
paying all Reserve and Depreciation Fund payments and other 
payments required by this ordinance and all other obligations and 
indebtedness payable out of the revenues of said Waterworks and 
Sewerage System during such year. 


ARTICLE VI 


MISCELLANEOUS 


6.01. MODIFICATION OR AMENDMENT. No material mod- 


ification or amendment of this ordinance or of any ordinance or 
resolution amendatory hereof or supplemental hereto, may be 
made without the consent in writing of the holders of two-thirds or 
more in principal amount of the Bonds then outstanding, provided, 
however, that no modification or amendment shall permit a 
change in the maturity of such Bonds or a reduction in the rate of 
interest thereon, or in the amount of the principal obligation or 
affecting the unconditional promise of the Village to pay the prin- 
cipal of and interest on the Bonds as the same shall come due, 
from the revenues of said Waterworks and Sewerage System, 
without the consent of the holders of such Bonds. Notwithstanding 
the above, no amendment or modification shall be made which 
would reduce the percentage of the principal amount of Bonds 
required for consent to the above permitted amendments or modi- 
fications. 


6 02. SEVERABILITY OF INVALID PROVISION. If any one 


or more of the covenants, agreements or provisions of this ordi- 
nance should be held contrary to any express law, though not 
expressly prohibited, or against public policy, or shall for any 
reason whatsoever be held invalid, then such covenants, agree- 
ments or provisions shall be null and void and shall be deemed 
separable from the remaining covenants, agreements or provi- 
sions, and in no way affect the validity of all the other provisions 
of this ordinance or the Bonds or coupons issued thereunder. 


6.03. AWARD OF BONDS. That as soon after this ordinance 


becomes effective as may be, the Bonds authorized by this ordi- 
nance shall be sold by the President and Board of Trustees of the 
Village of Buffalo Grove, Illinois, in such manner as they may 
hereafter determine. 


6.04. All ordinances, resolutions and orders, or parts thereof, 


in conflict with the provisions of this ordinance, are, to the extent 
of such conflicts, hereby repealed. 


6.05. This ordinance, after its passage and approval, shall be 


published once in the Wheeling Herald, a newspaper of general 
circulation in the Village, and if no petition is filed with the Vil- 
lage Clerk within twenty-one days after such publication, then 
after the expiration of such twenty-one days this ordinance shall 
be in effect. But if, within such period of twenty-one days, a 
petition is filed with the Village Clerk signed by electors number- 
ing 15% of the number of electors voting for President of the 
Village at the last preceding general municipal election asking 
that the question of the acquisition and construction of additions, 
extensions and improvements and constructing, operating and 
maintaining the Waterworks and Sewerage System and the is- 
suance of revenue bonds therefor as provided in this ordinance, be 
submitted to the electors of the Village, the Village Board shall 
call a special election in the manner provided by law to vote upon 
such question. If a majority of the voters voting upon such ques- 
tion at such election vote in favor of constructing, operating and 
maintaining the Waterworks and Sewerage System and the is- 
suance of revenue bonds therefor, as provided in this ordinance, 
then this ordinance shall be in full force and effect, but if a 
majority of the votes cast are against acquiring, constructing, 
operating and maintaining the Waterworks and Sewerage System 
and the issuance of revenue bonds therefor, as provided in this 
ordinance, then the Village shall proceed no further under this 
ordinance.

Representatives of the Illinois Division 


of Highways have recommended the rea- 
lignment of Arlington Heights Road be 
constructed south of Dundee Road, caus- 
ing the removal of two homes and yard 
space from three additional homes. 


The recommendations came during a 


meeting Thursday at which plans by the 
state to widen Dundee Road and realign 
Buffalo Grove and Arlington Heights 
Roads were discussed. 


Three of the residents whose homes 


would be affected by the proposed Arling- 
ton Heights Road rerouting registered pro- 
tests at the meeting. 


The state highway department also dis- 


cussed its plans to widen Dundee Road 
east from Route 53 to Route 83. The 
rebuilt road would be a four-lane highway 
with two 12-foot lanes on either side of a 
16-foot mountable median, 


THE IMPROVEMENT OF DUNDEE 


running through Wheeling and Buffalo 
Grove and touching on parts of Arlington 
Heights, is scheduled to be part of the 
state's 1970 construction improvement pro- 
gram. The general assembly and governor 
will have to ratify the program before it 
goes into effect. 
:_JBiet realignment of Buffalo Grove Road, 
as proposed by :the highway division, is in 
the form of an "S" curve on the south side 
of Dundee Road. 


At the meeting were George March, 


highway division engineer, his associates, 
representatives of Wheeling and Buffalo 
Grove, and area residents. 


Most of the meeting was taken up with 


discussion on the proposed realignment of 
Arlington Heights Road. 


MRS. ANDREW CHUIMIENTO, Mrs. 


Richard Snelten, and Mrs. Edward Sehen- 
num said they felt the state highway de- 
partment did not give first consideration 
to homeowners when it planned the road 
rerouting. 


The Chuimiento home is on the south- 


west corner of Arlington Heights Road and 
Fairview Avenue. The Schennum home is 


the second house south of Fairview on Ar- 
lington Heights Road and the Snelten 
home is the third house south of Fairview. 


Had the department recommended re- 


routing through Buffalo Grove, it would 
have split a parcel of land set aside as a 
Dist. 214 high school site. 


Edward Gilbert, Dist. 214 superintend- 


ent, said at the meeting that if a similar 
40-acre-site is available in the area, the 
school district might move from the origi- 
nal site which was purchased about five 
years ago. 


L. A. HANSON, Arlington Heights vil- 


lage manager, asked for the consideration 
of an underpass interchange or grade sep- 
aration, instead of the proposed rerouting 
of Arlington Heights Road. 


This would involve an underground pas- 


sage connecting the two portions of the 
road on the north and south of Dundee 
Road. 


He said the village of Arlington Heights 


would not make any commitment before 
another public hearing is held with the 
state highway officials, and the facts and 
figures of cost concerning the realignment 
construction are made available. 


H A N § O N ADDED THAT Arlington 


Heights opposed the realignment of Arling- 


ton Heights Road without the consid- 
eration of a grade separation at the inter- 
section. 


The four-way intersection at Schoenbeck 


and Dundee Roads and St. Armond Lane 
is a point of contention among the resi- 
dents living in the area, because state 
planners had not anticipated installing a 
traffic light at this intersection.

Leaves Home, Learns

Few women from India impress Ameri- 


cans as being bold or adventuresome indi- 
viduals. Most are dressed in their native 
costume when they visit or study in the 
United States. 


Mrs. Jaya1 Srinivasan is like her coun- 


trywomen in her dress, but the fact that 
she left a husband and 12-year-old son in 
New Delhi to come to the United States to 
go to school singles her out as an unusual 
Indian lady. 


She is staying with with the Edward 


Frume family in Des Plaines while she 
looks for a place to stay nearer Harper 
Junior College. 


"I would like to stay in an American 


home perhaps tutor the children," Jaya 
says. 


"MY BACKGROUND IS varied. 1 can 


teach English, world history, geography, 
economics, Sanskrit if anyone wants to 
learn it, German, almost anything." 


Jaya grew up in an orthodox Indian 


family and was married to a man of her 
parents' choice at 15. She had completed 
the basic Indian education, but her hus- 
band realized her interest in economics 
and allowed her to go to college. 


Graduating first in her college in eco- 


nomics at Madras University, she went on 


to obtain a law degree at Delhi University. 


'.'I decided to come to the United 


States to learn about a year-ago. I wrote 
Mr. Frume and and he suggested Harper 
Junior College where I could get some 
practical knowledge about marketing and 
management in the United States." 


ORIGINALLY, WHILE Harper was in 


Elk Grove High School, Jaya was going to 
stay with the Frumes and walk to classes.' 
With the move to its new facilities, Harper 
is too far from the Frumes home now. 


Jaya is looking for part-time work in 


marketing and legal work. In India, she 
works in the project proposal division of 
the Indian Investment Center, a semi-gov- 
ernmental organization which attracts for- 
eign private investment to the country. 


"I came to the United States, my first 


trip abroad, on a student visa and will be 
taking a full load of marketing and man- 
agement courses at Harper." 


When she left India, Jaya was not 


allowed to bring any currency with her. 
The Indian government watches currency 
outflow carefully. "I have about $40 now, 
but I need a place to stay which is near 
Harper." 


"I AM HOPING to stay a year in the 


United States. I know my family misses 


me, but I have a desire to learn. That is 
why I came." 


Since she arrived here two weeks ago, 


Jaya has been downtown to the Loop. 
"Your cities are so- big and so busy," she 
says. 


"I am anxious to learn about the United 


States and its culture as well as the eco- 
nomic part. I have spoken English since I 
began going to college and all my courses 
were taught in English." 


Pickets appeared yesterday at the Ekco 


Products Co. Wheeling plant at 777 South 
Wheeling Road after members of the In- 
ternational Association of Machinists Lo- 
cal 2125 voted Wednesday to go on strike. 


According to a union spokesman, about 


370 people are on strike. Richard Bruce, 
head of the plant's personnel department 
set the number of strikers'at 430. 


The machinists' contract with the plant 


expired at midnight Wednesday. Earlier 
Wednesday afternoon the union rejected 
the company's wage hike offer. 


COMPANY OFFICIALS declined to re- 


lease the details of the offer. They did say, 
however, the hourly raise for the first year 
"was substantial." Under the company 
proposal another raise would come during 
the second year of the contract. 


The contract that expired Thursday was 


a two-year contract. The offer by the com- 
pany also involved a two-year contract. 


In addition to the wage hikes for each of 


the next two years, the company also of- 


• fered certain undisclosed fringe benefits. 


Bruce said his company had been in con- 


tact with a representative of the Federal 


Mediations and Conciliation Service. How- 
ever, no definite plans for federal media- 
tions have been formulated as yet. 


NEGOTIATIONS BETWEEN the union 


and the company have been going on for 
three weeks. The company made other of- 
fers during the negotiations. 


As a result of the strike, plant oper- 


ations have ceased completely. All hourly 
wage workers at the plant are members of 
the striking IAM. About 300 addition- 
al officer and clerical personnel are em- 
ployed at the plant and did report to work 
yesterday. 


Company officials notified Wheeling po- 


lice of the strike early Thursday. How- 
ever, Bruce said there has been no trouble 
at the plant. 


Ekco operates 14 plants throughout the 


United States. At the Wheeling plant, 
plastic and aluminum containers for fro- 
zen and baked foods are made. 


TWO OTHER strikes have occurred at 


the plant. The last machinists union strike 
occurred in August 1967 when 300 employ- 
es rejected a three-year contract offer by 
the company.

"Good communication among the teach- 


ers and administrators at each of the 
schools is important," she said. "I hope 
we can meet together more often than we 
have in the past and establish more uni- 
fied cuiriculum guidelines "

80 pounds of uncut marijuana. 


Police said Mike Davies, 19, sold 20 


pounds of pure weed to Robert Kahn, a 
state narcotics agent for $2,000 three 
blocks from his home. Later state, Elgin 
and Mount Prospect police found Davies' 
10 miles from his Elign apartment. 


"It was in two large plastic bags under 


a tree out in the country," said Bopp. 


MOUNT PROSPECT police got wind of 


the drug supply several weeks ago and 
turned their information over to state au- 
thorities and the Elgin police. 


Pascoe said although they bought the 


uncut weed from Davies for $100 a pound, 
after it is processed it is worth about 
$1,000 a pound on the retail market 


Bopp said that the man had a bathroom 


scale concealed along with his stash, 
which he used to weigh sales. 


Davies will go to trial next month in 


Kane County Court. 


This Cat Is Top Dog 


by GERRY DeZONNA 


There's been a lot of pussy-footing 


around in Jim Mercurio's trailer. 


Jim and his wife, Virginia, who live in 


the Oasis Trailer Court on Elmhurst Road, 
breed and raise Siamese cats for contest 
competition. 


Sleek, slender and swift, the Siamese is 


not a rare breed of cat, and contest com- 
petition is almost a cutthroat adventure 
among cat breeders. 


"THE COMPETITION is tough in this 


field. There are seven different types of 
Siamese cat. If there are 300 cats in a 
show, at least half of them are Siamese," 
Mercurio said. 


One of Mercurio's prize cats, Starr II, 


just returned from a triumphant tour to 
Toronto where he took top honors as the 
best Siamese cat in the Canadian National 
Exhibition. 


Star II, a 9-month-old chocolate point 


male with a cream coat, beat more than 
50 cats in the seven-field competition. 
There are seven color classifications in the 
Siamese category: Seal, chocolate, blue, 
lilac, frost, color point and tortoise shell, a 
rare breed with a speckled nose. 


"Each cat starts out with 100 points, 


and points are deducted for each flaw in 
the cat. A score of 97 or 98 is almost per- 
fect. Usually, there are four judges who 
examine each entrant. 


"THE STANDARDS that the judges look 


for in the Siamese are much different than 
they were years ago. In the 1920's and 
1930's, the ideal Siamese had a short face, 
crossed eyes and a kinky tail. 


"But today, the standards are almost 


the exact opposite. A good Siamese cat 
has a monkey's tail, a Greyhound's sleek 
body, and the Schnauzer's long head — all 
of these physical traits plus the markings 
of a cougar. 


"The length of the head is one of the 


most important features in the Siamese. 
It's taken cat breeders quite some time to 
breed the squat faces out of the Siamese 
line," Mercurio said. 


Mercurio and his wife hope Star II will 


capture the International Grand Champion 
Cat Award, which is the highest title that 
a cat can earn. There are no cash awards 
for contest winners. They win titles, mer- 
its and personal satisfaction for their own- 
ers. 


MERCURIO HAS entered his cats in 


more than 250 shows across the country. 
"I've been on the contest circuit for about 
five years now. We usually participate in 
those contests held within a 400-mile radi- 
us of the area, but sometimes I'll fly out to 
California or New York to participate in a 
show," he said. 


Keeping a Siamese cat in excellent 


shape is a demanding job. "It's as hard to 
keep a Siamese trim and slim as it is a 
woman. This breed of cat has a tendency 
to eat all day if he's allowed the food. 
They have robust appetites which need to 
be watched and regulated to a steady 
diet." 


Mercurio feeds his cats twice a day un- 


less they begin to gain weight, and then 
they're cut to only one meal a day. They 
should only weigh 3V2 to four pounds. He 
feeds them a special mixture of beef liver 
and kidneys, commercial cat food, vita- 
mins and boiled smelt. He also adds ten- 
der loving care. 


HIS SIAMESE cats, who have a pedi- 


gree as long as a man's leg, closely re- 
semble the cougar but they're as gentle as 
a lamb. "I believe a good animal has to be 
gentle as well as playful, and cats are no 
different. They can be trained just like 
any other animal despite what people may 
think about cats being independent."

Star II, who has been trained to respond to 
his owner's commands. Star II and Mer- 
curio play a game of fetch just like a hunt- 
'er and a faithful bird dog. Mercurio tosses 
a small raccoon's tail across the trailer, 
and Star II returns it after some fast foot- 
work around the trailer's nooks and 
crannies. 


His cats are friendly and gentle with 


dogs, including a behemoth Great Dane 
from down the street and a small, spunky 
terrier. But they are much too playful with 
birds. 


The Mercurios have tried keeping ca- 


naries, but the cats always managed to 
get to the cage with a powerful paw that 
knocks the cage to the floor, frightening 


the birds to death. "We had the bird's 
cage hanging from the ceiling in the 
middle of the kitchen, but we neglected to 
have the wall telephone removed. 


"One day, one of the cats used the tele-

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Highways Division 
Urges Road Change

Representatives of the Illinois Division 


of Highways have recommended the rea- 
lignment of Arlington Heights Road be 
constructed south of Dundee Road, caus- 
ing the removal of two homes and yard 
space from three additional homes. 


The recommendations came during a 


meeting Thursday at which plans by the 
state to widen Dundee Road and realign 
Buffalo 
Grove and Arlington Heights 


Roads were discussed. 


Three of the residents whose homes 


would be affected by the proposed Arling- 
ton Heights Road rerouting registered pro- 
tests at the meeting. 


The state highway department also dis- 


cussed its plans to widen Dundee Road 
east from Route 53 to Route 83. The 
rebuilt road would be a four-lane highway 
•with two 12-foot lanes on either side of a 
16-foot mountable median. 


THE IMPROVEMENT OF DUNDEE 


running through Wheeling and Buffalo 
Grove and touching on parts of Arlington 
Heights, is scheduled to be part of the 
state's 1970 construction improvement pro- 
gram. The general assembly and governor 
will have to ratify the program before it 
goes into effect. 


The realignment of Buffalo Grove Road, 


as proposed by the highway division, is in 
the form of an "S" curve on the south side 
of Dundee Road. 


At the meeting were George March, 


highway division engineer, his associates, 
representatives of Wheeling and Buffalo 
Grove, and area residents. 


•• Most of the meeting was taken up with 
discussion on the proposed realignment of 
Arlington Heights Road. 


MRS. 'ANDREW CHUIMIENTO, Mrs. 


Richard Snelten, and Mrs. Edward Schen- 
num said thoy felt the state highway de- 
partment did not give first consideration 
to homeowners when it planned the road 
rerouting. 


The Chuimiento home is on the south- 


west corner of Arlington Heights Road and 
Fairview Avenue. The Schennum home is 


the second house south of Fairview on Ar- 
lington Heights Road and the Snelten 
home is the third house south of Fairview." 


Had the department recommended re- 


routing . through Buffalo Grove, it would 
have split a parcel of land set aside as a 
Dist. 214 high school site. 


Edward Gilbert, Dist. 214 superintend- 


ent, said at the meeting that if a similar 
40-acre-site is available in the area, the 
school district might move from the origi- 
nal site which was purchased about five 
years ago. 


L. A. HANSON, Arlington Heights vil- 


lage manager, asked for the consideration 
of an underpass interchange or grade sep- 
aration, instead of the proposed rerouting 
of Arlington Heights Road. 


This would involve an underground pas- 


sage connecting the two portions of the 
road on the north and south of Dundee 
Road. 


He said the village of Arlington Heights 


would not make any commitment before 
another public hearing is held with the 
state highway officials, and the facts and 
figures of cost concerning the realignment 
construction are made available! 


H A N S O N ADDED THAT Arlington 


Heights opposed the realignment of Arling- 


ton Heights Road without the consid- 
eration of a grade separation at the inter- 
section. 


The four-way intersection at Schoenbeck 


and Dundee Roads and St. Armond Lane 
is a point of contention among the resi- 
dents living in the area, because state 
planners had not anticipated installing a 
traffic light at this intersection. They did, 
however, plan to install lights along Dun- 
dee Road at its intersections with Arling- 
ton Heights Road and at Buffalo Grove 
Road. 


A group of the residents voiced dis- 


satisfaction with the traffic problem now 
at the Schoenbeck intersection and pre- 
sented the highway officials with a petition 
signed by 67 residents asking for a traffic 
light to be placed at the intersection. 


STATE HIGHWAY OFFICIALS agreed 


to have a meeting with a committee of the 
residents. 


State highway officials also agreed to 


study the speed limit on Dundee Road. 


Presently that speed varies from 45 to 65

Leaves Home, Learns

Few women from India impress Ameri- 


cans as being bold or adventuresome indi- 
viduals. Most are dressed in their native 
costume when they visit or study in the 
United States. 


Mrs. Jaya Srinivasan is like her coun- 


trywomen in her dress, but the fact that 
she left a husband and 12-year-old son in 
New Delhi to come to the United States to 
go to school singles her out as an unusual 
Indian lady. 


She is staying wilh with the Edward 


Frume family in Des Plaines while she 
looks for a place to stay nearer Harper 
Junior College. 


"I would like to stay in an American 


home perhaps tutor the children," Jaya 
says. 


"MY BACKGROUND IS varied. I can 


teach English, world history, geography, 
economics, Sanskrit if anyone wants'to 
learn it, German, almost anything." 


Jaya grew up in an orthodox Indian 


family and was married to a man of her 
parents' choice at 15. She had completed 
the basic Indian education,^ but 'her hus- 
band realized her interest in economics 
and allowed her to go to college. 


Graduating first in her college in eco- 


nomics at Madras University, she went on 


to obtain a law degree at Delhi University. 


"I decided to come to the United 


States to learn about a year ago. I wrote , 
Mr. Frume and and he suggested Harper 
Junior College where I could get some 
practical knowledge about marketing and 
management in the United States." 


ORIGINALLY, WHILE Harper was in 


Elk Grove High School, Jaya was going to 
stay with the Frumes and walk to classes. 
With the move to its new facilities, Harper 
is too far from the Frumes home now. 


Jaya is looking for part-time work in 


marketing and legal work. In India, she 
works in the project proposal division of 
the Indian Investment Center, a semi-gov- 
ernmental organization which attracts for- 
eign private investment to the country. 


"I came to the United States;, my first 


trip abroad, on a student visa and will be 
taking a full load of marketing and man- 
agement courses at Harper." 


When she left India, Jaya was not 


allowed to bring any currency with her. 
The Indian government watches currency, 
outflow carefully. "I have about $40 now, 
but I need a place to stay which is near 
Harper." 


"I AM HOPING to stay a year in the 


United States. I know my family misses 


me, but I have a desire to learn. That is 
why I came." 


Since she arrived here two weeks ago, 


Jaya has been downtown to the Loop. 
>"Your cities are so big and so busy," she 
says.

"I am anxious to learn about the United 


States and its culture as well as the eco- 
nomic part. I have spoken English since I 
began going to college and all my courses 
were taught in English." 


Pickets appeared yesterday at the Ekco 


Products Co. Wheeling plant at 777 South 
Wheeling Road after members of the In- 
ternational Association of Machinists Lo- 
cal 2125 voted Wednesday to go on strike. 


According to a union spokesman, about 


370 people are on strike. Richard Bruce, 
head of the plant's personnel department 
set the number of strikers at 430. 


The machinists' contract with the plant 


expired at midnight Wednesday. Earlier 
Wednesday afternoon the union rejected 
the company's wage hike offer. 


COMPANY OFFICIALS declined to re- 


lease the details of the offer. They did say, 
however, the hourly raise for the first year 
"was substantial." Under the company 
proposal another raise would come during 
the second year of the contract. 


The contract that expired Thursday was 


a two-year contract. The offer by the com- 
pany also involved a two-year contract. 


In addition to the wage hikes for each of 


the next two years, the company also of- 
fered certain undisclosed fringe benefits. 


Bruce said his company had been in con- 


tact with a representative of the Federal 


Mediations and Conciliation Service. How- 
ever, no definite plans for federal media- 
tions have been formulated as yet. 


NEGOTIATIONS BETWEEN the union 


and the company have been going on for 
three weeks. The company made other of- 
fers during the negotiations. 


As a result of the strike, plant oper- 


ations have ceased completely. All hourly 
wage workers at the plant are members of 
the striking IAM. About 300 addition- 
al officer and clerical personnel are em- 
ployed at the plant and did report to work 
yesterday. 


Company officials notified Wheeling po- 


lice of the strike early Thursday. How- 
ever, Bruce said there has been no trouble 
at the plant. 


Ekco operates 14 plants throughout the 


United States. At the Wheeling plant, 
plastic and aluminum containers for fro- 
zen and baked foods are made. 


TWO OTHER strikes have occurred at 


the plant. The last machinists union strike 
occurred in August 1967 when 300 employ- 
es rejected a three-jfear contract offer by 
the company.

This Cat Is Top Dog

There's been a lot. of pussy-footing 


around in Jim Mercurio's. trailer. 


. 
Jim and his wife, Virginia,, who live in 


the Oasis Trailer Court on Elmhurst Road, 
breed and raise Siamese'cats for contest 
competition. 


Sleek, slender and swift, the Siamese is 


not' a rare breed of cat, and contest com- 
petition is almost a cutthroat adventure 
among cat breeders. 


"THE COMPETITION is tough in this 


field. There are seven different types of 


I 
Siamese cat. If there are 300 cats in a 
show, at least half of them are Siamese," 
Mercurio said. 


One of Mercurio's prize cats, Starr II, 


;:. 
;:i 
just returned from a triumphant tour to 


'"^4 
Toronto where he took top honors as the 
best Siamese cat in the Canadian National 
Exhibition. 


Star II, a 9-month-old chocolate point 


male with a cream coat, beat more than 
50 cats in the seven-field • competition. 
There are seven color classifications in the 
Siamese category: Seal, chocolate, blue, 
lilac, frost, color point and tortoise shell, a 
rare breed with a speckled nose. 


"Each cat starts out with 100 points, 


and points are deducted for each flaw in 
the cat. A score of 97 or 98 is almost per- 
fect. Usually, there' are four judges who 
examine each entrant. 


"THE STANDARDS that the judges look 


for in the Siamese are much different than 
they were years ago. In the 1920's and 
1930's, the ideal Siamese had a short face, 
crossed eyes and a kinky tail. 
' 


"But today, the standards are almost 


the-.exact opposite. A good .Siamese cat 
has a monkey's tail, a Greyhound's sleek 
body, and the Schnauzer's long head — all 
of these physical traits plus the markings 
of a cougar. 


"The length of the head is one of the 


most important features in the Siamese. 
It's taken cat breeders quite some time to 
breed the squat faces out of the Siamese 
line," Mercurio said. 


, 
Mercurio and his wife hope Star II will 


capture the International Grand Champion 
Cat Award, which is the highest title that 
a cat can earn. There are no cash awards 
for contest winners. They win titles, mer- 
its and personal satisfaction for their own- 
ers. 


MERCURIO HAS entered his cats in 


more than 250 shows across the country. 
"I've been on the contest circuit for about 
five years now. We usually participate in 
those contests held within a 400-mile radi- 
us of the area, but sometimes I'll fly out to 
California or New York to participate in a 
show," he said. 


Keeping a Siamese cat in excellent 


shape is a demanding job. "It's as hard to 
keep a Siamese trim and slim as it is a 
woman. This breed of cat .has a tendency 
to eat all day if he's allowed the food. 
They have robust appetites which need to 
be watched and regulated to a steady 
diet." 


Mercurio feeds his cats twice a day un- 


less they begin to gam weight,, and then 
they're cut to only one meal a day. They 
should only weigh 3Vz to four pounds. He 
feeds them a special mixture of beef liver 
and kidneys, commercial cat food, vita- 
mins and boiled smelt. He also adds ten- 
der loving care. 


HIS SIAMESE cats, who have a pedi- 


gree as long as a man's leg, closely re- 
semble the cougar but they're as gentle as 
a lamb. "I believe a good animal has to be 
gentle as well as playful, and cats are no 
different. They can be trained just like 
any other animal despite what people may 
think about cats being independent." 
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Mercurio's cats are obedient, especially 


Star II, who has been trained to respond to 
his owner's commands. Star II and Mer- 
curio play a game o£ fetch just like a hunt- 
er and a faithful bird dog. Mercurio tosses 
a small raccoon's tail across the trailer, 
and Star II returns it after some fast foot- 
work around the trailer's nooks and 
crannies. 


His cats are friendly and gentle with 


dogs, including a behemoth Great Dane 
from down the street and a small, spunky 
terrier. But they are much too playful with 
birds. 


The Mercuries have tried keeping ca- 


naries, but the cats always managed to 
get to the cage with a powerful paw that 
knocks the cage to the floor, frightening 


the birds to death. "We had the bird's 
cage hanging from the ceiling in the 
middle.of the kitchen, but we neglected to 
have the wall telephone removed. 


"One day, one of the cats used the tele- 


phone for a springboard, and that was the 
end of the bird," Mrs. Mercurio said. 


THE MERCURIOS now house a handful 


of kittens and cats in the trailer, an adven- 
ture that began six years ago when Mer- 
curio brought home a Siamese kitten on 
Christmas Eve. 


"I never thought that one kitten would 


start a business, but it has. And we've en- 
joyed it tremendously, especially Star II's 
recent claim to fame. It looks like it's go- 
ing to be a good year."

Few women from India impress Ameri- 


cans as being bold or adventuresome indi- 
viduals. Most are dressed in their native 
costume when they visit or study in the 
United States. 


Mrs. Jaya Srinivasan is like her coun- 


trywomen in her dress, but the fact that 
she left a husband and 12-year-old son in 
New Delhi to come to the United States to 
go to school singles her out as an unusual 
Indian lady. 


She is staying with with the Edward 


Frume family in Des Plaines while she 
looks for a place to stay nearer Harper 
Junior College. 


"I would like to stay in an American 


home perhaps tutor the children," Jaya 
says. 


"MY BACKGROUND IS varied, I can 


teach English, world history, geography, 
economics, Sanskrit if anyone wants to 
learn it, German, almost anything." 


Jaya grew up in an orthodox Indian 


family and was married to a man of her 
parents' choice at 15, She had completed 
the basic Indian education, but her hus- 
band realized her interest in economics 
and 'allowed her to go to college. 


Graduating first in her college in eco- 


nomics at Madras University, she went on 
to obtain a law degree at Delhi University. 


"I decided to come to the United 


States to learn about a year ago. I wrote 
Mr. Frume and and he suggested Harper 
Junior College where I could get some 
practical knowledge about marketing and 


management in the United States." 


ORIGINALLY, WHILE Harper was in 


Elk Grove High School, Jaya was going to 
stay with the Frumes and walk'to classes. 
With the move to its new facilities, Harper 
is too far from the Frumes home now. " 


Jaya is looking for part-time work in 


marketing and legal work. In India, she 
works in the project proposal division of 
the Indian Investment Center, a semi-gov- 
ernmental organization which attracts for- 
eign private investment to the country. 


"I came to the United States, my first 


trip abroad, on a student visa and will be 
taking a full load of marketing and man- 
agement courses at Harper." 


When she left India, Jaya was not 


allowed to bring any currency with her. 
The Indian government watches currency 
outflow carefully. "I have about $40 now, 
but I need a place, to stay which is near 
Harper."

The educa- 
tion fund levy has remained stable at $1.40 
while transportation, teacher pension fund 
and state rental have increased. The bond 
and interest fund has dropped. 


Three new funds have been added to the 


tax levy in the past three years. Life Safe- 
ty Code first appeared on the levy in 1967; 
the special education and working cash 
funds arrived in 1968. 


In addition to taxes, which will yield 


about $5 million for the district, state and 
federal aid for the district's 11,000 children 
will add a little less than $4 million to 
receipts. 


G E N E R A L STATE AID will be 


$3,765,000 this year compared with last 
year's total of $2,509,000. 


The $9 million budget for 1969-70 is di- 


vided among eight funds. The education 
fund accounts for the greatest part at 
$7,166,000. 


About $800,000 has been allotted to the 


building fund, $558,000 to bond and inter- 
est, $263,000 to transportation, $120,000 to 
Life Safety Code, $110,000 to rent, $104,000 
to municipal retirement and $38,000 to spe- 
cial education. The working cash fund has 
no specified budget. 


Five of the eight funds are expected to 


show deficit balances by June 30,1970. 


Working cash, transportation, bond and 


interest and special education funds should 
be in the black.

A $1 million marijauna field on a rural

in southern 
Illinois 
was 
found 


Wednesday by Mount Prospect dectectives 
after several months of intensive in- 
vestigation. 


The fit-Id is believed to bo a major 


source of marijuana sold in the Northwest 
suburbs. 


Richard Pascoe and Dick Yost, Mount 


Prospect detectives who located the field 
said it was two miles long and 60 feet wide 
on cither side of a small river. Pnscoe 
reported the plants, which had reached 
maturity and were going to seed, stood 
about six feet high. 


He said the Illinois Bureau of Narcotics 


destroyed the field yesterday with a chem- 
ical spray. 


"You 
couldn't destroy it completely by 


cutting or burning it, but the chemicals 
will kill the plants, the seeds and destroy 
the ground as well." 


PASCOE SAID IF anyone cuts the 


plants, processes and sells them after they 
have been sprayed, the user will become 
violently sick. He added, however, that it 
will cause no permanent damage to the 
user.

Christmas Cat Is Big Business 


by GERRY DeZONNA 


There's been a lot 
of pussy-footing 


around in Jim Mercurio's ^trailer. 


Jim and his wifa, Virginia, who live in 


the Oasis Trailer Court on Elmhurst Road, 
breed and raise Siamese cats for contest 
competition. 


Sleek, slender and swift, the Siamese is 


not a rare breed of cat, and contest com- 
petition is almost a cutthroat adventure 
among cat breeders. 


"THE COMPETITION 3s tough in this 


field. There are seven. different types of 
Siamese cat. If there are 300 cats in a 
show, at least half of them are Siamese," 
Mercurio said. 


One of Mercurio's prize cats, Starr II, 


just returned from a triumphant tour to 
Toronto where he took top honors as the 
best Siamese cat in the Canadian National 
Exhibition. 


• Star II, a 9-month-old chocolate point 
male with a cream coat, .beat more than 
50 cats in. the seven-field competition. 
There are seven color classifications in the 
Siamese category: Seal, chocolate, blue, 
lilac, frost, color point and tortoise shell, a 
rare breed-with a speckled nose. 


• "Each cat starts out with: 100 .points, 
and points are deducted for each flaw in 
the cat. A score of 97 or 98 is almost per- 
fect. Usually, there are four judges who 
examine each entrant. 


"THE STANDARDS that the judges look 


for in the Siamese are much different than 
they were years ago. In the 1920's and 
1930's, the ideal Siamese had a short face, 


crossed eyes and a kinky tail. 


"But today, the standards are almost 


the exact opposite. A good Siamese cat 
has a monkey's tail, a Greyhound's sleek 
body, and the Schnauzer's long head —- all 
of these physical traits plus the markings 
of a cougar. • 


"The length of the head is one of the 


most important features in the Siamese. 
It's taken cat breeders quite some time to 
breed the squat faces out of the Siamese 
line," Mercurio said. 


Mercurio and hi? wife hope Star II will 


capture the International Grand Champion 
Cat Award, which is the highest title that 
a cat can earn. There are no cash awards 
for contest winners. They win titles, mer- 
its and personal satisfaction for their own- 
ers. 
' 
' 


MERCURIO HAS entered his cats in 


more than 250 shows across the country. 
"I've been on the contest circuit for about 
five years now. We usually participate in 
those contests held within-a 400-mile radi- 
us of the area, but sometimes I'll fly out to 
California or New York to participate in a 
show," he said. 


Keeping a Siamese cat in excellent 


shape is a demanding job. "It's as hard to 


keep a Siamese trim and slim as it is a 
woman. This breed of cat has a tendency 
to eat all day if he's allowed the food. 
They have robust appetites which need to 
be watched and regulated to a steady 
diet." 


Mercurio feeds his cats twice a day un- 


less they begin to gain weight, and,then 
they're cut to only one meal a day. They 
should only weigh 3V2 to four pounds. He 
feeds them a special mixture of beef liver 
and kidneys, commercial cat food, vita- 
mins and boiled smelt. He also adds ten- 
der loving care. 
. ' 


HIS SIAMESE cats, who have a pedi- 


gree as long as a man's leg, closely re- 
semble the cougar but they're as gentle as 
a lamb. "I believe a good animal has to be 
gentle as well as playful,-and cats are no 
different. They can be trained just like 
any other animal despite what people may 
think about cats being independent." 


Mercurio's cats are obedient, especially 


Star II, who has been trained to respond to 
his owner's commands. Star II and Mer- 
curio play a game of fetch just like a hunt- 
er and a faithful bird dog. Mercurio tosses 
a small raccoon's tail across the trailer, 
and Star II returns it after some fast foot- 


work around the trailer's nooks and 
crannies. 


His cats are friendly and gentle with 


dogs, including a behemoth Great Dane 
from down the street .and a small, spunky 
terrier. But they are much too playful with 
birds. 


The Mercurios have tried keeping ca- 


naries, but the cats always managed to 
get to the cage with a powerful paw that 
knocks the cage to the floor, frightening 
the birds to death. "We had the bird's 
cage hanging from the ceiling in the 
middle of the kitchen, but we neglected to 
have the wall telephone removed. 


"One day, one of the cats used the tele- 


phone for a springboard, and that was the 
end of the bird," Mrs. Mercurio said. 


THE MERCURIOS now house a handful 


of kittens and cats in the trailer, an adven- 
ture that began six years ago when Mer- 
curio brought home a Siamese kitten on 
Christmas Eve. 


"I never thought that one kitten would 


start a business, but it has. And we've en- 
joyed it .tremendously, especially Star IPs 
recent claim to fame. It looks like it's go- 
ing to be a good year."

Christmas Cat Is Big Business

There's been a lot of pussy-footing 


around in Jim Mercurio's trailer. 


Jim and his wife, Virginia, who live in 


the Oasis Trailer Court on Elmhurst Road, 
breed and raise Siamese cats for contest 
competition. 
: Sleek, slender and swift, the Siamese is 
not, a rare breed of cat, and contest com- 
petition is almost a cutthroat adventure 
among cat breeders. 


• "THE COMPETITION is tough in this 
field. There are seven different types of 
Siamese cat. If there- are 300 cats in a 
'show,- at least half of them are Siamese," 
Mercurio said, 


One of Mercurio's prize cats,. Starr II, 


just returned from a triumphant tour to 
Toronto where he took top honors as the 
best .Siamese cat in the Canadian National 
Exhibition. : 
. Star; II, a 9-month-old chocolate point 
male with a cream coat, beat more'than 
50 cats in the seven-field competition. 
There are seven color classifications in-the 
Siamese category: Seal, chocolate, blue, 
lilac, frost, color point and tortoise shell, a 
rare breed with a speckled nose. ' 
. ."Each cat starts out with 100 .-points, 
and points are deducted for each flaiw in 
the cat. A score of 97 or 98 is almost per- 
fect. Usually, there are four judges who 
examine each entrant. 


"THE STANDARDS that the judges look 


for in the Siamese are much different than 
they were years ago. In the 1920's and 
1930's, the ideal Siamese had a short face, 


crossed eyes and a kinky tail. 


"But today, the standards are almost 


the exact opposite. A good Siamese cat 
has a monkey's tail, a Greyhound's sleek 
body, and the Schnauzer's long head — all 
of these physical traits plus the markings 
of a cougar. 


"The length of the head is one of the 


most important features in the Siamese. 
It's taken cat breeders quite some time to 
breed the squat faces, out of the Siamese 
line," Mercurio said. 


Mercurio and his wife hope Star II will 


capture the International Grand Champion 
Cat Award, which is the highest title that 
a cat can earn. There are no cash awards 
for contest winners. They win titles, mer- 
its and personal satisfaction for their own- 
ers.

MERCURIO HAS entered his cats in 


more than 250 shows across the country. 
"I've been oh the contest circuit for about 
five years now. We usually participate in 
those contests .held within a 400-mile radi- 
us of the area, but sometimes I'll fly out to 
California or New York to participate in a 
show," he said. 
' 


Keeping a Siamese cat in excellent 


shape is a demanding job. "It's as hard to 


keep a Siamese trim and slim as it is a 
woman. This breed of cat has -a tendency 
. to eat all day if he's allowed the food. • 
They have robust appetites which need to 
be watched and regulated to a steady 
diet." 


Mercurio feeds his cats twice a day un- 


less they begin to gain weight, and then 
they're cut to only one meal a day. They 
should only weigh 3% to four pounds. He 
feeds them a special mixture of beef liver 
and kidneys, commercial cat food, vita- 
mins and boiled smelt. He also adds ten- 
der loving care. 


HIS SIAMESE cats, who have a pedi- 


gree as long as a man's leg, closely re- 
semble the cougar but they're as gentle as 
a lamb. "I believe a good animal has to be 
gentle as well as playful, and cats are no 
different. They can be trained just like 
any other animal despite what people may 
think about cats being independent." 


Mercurio's cats are obedient, especially 


Star II, who has been trained to respond to 
his owner's commands. Star II and Mer- 
curio play a game of fetch just like a hunt- 
er and a faithful bird dog. Mercurio tosses 
a small raccoon's tail across the trailer, 
and Star II returns it after some fast foot- 


work around the trailer's nooks and 
crannies. 


His cats are friendly and gentle with 


dogs, including a behemoth Great Dane 
from down the street and a small, spunky. 
terrier. But they are much too playful with 
birds. 


The Mercurios have tried keeping ca- 


naries, but the. cats always managed to 
get to the cage with a powerful paw that 
knocks the cage to the floor,. frightening 
the birds to death. "We had the bird's 
cage hanging from the ceiling in the 
middle of the kitchen, but we neglected to 
have the wall telephone removed. 


"One day, one of the'cats used the tele- 


phone for a springboard, and that was the 
end of the bird," Mrs. Mercurio said. 


THE MERCURIOS now house a handful 


of kittens and.cats in the trailer, an adven- 
ture that began six years ago when Mer- 
curio brought home a Siamese kitten on 
Christmas Eve. 


"I never thought that one kitten would 


start a business, but it has. And we've en- 
joyed it tremendously, especially Star II's 
recent claim to fame. It looks like it's go- 
ing to be a good year." •

Following a tangle of 
amended motions, the Illinois Racing 
Board voted yesterday to grant Mrs. 
Marje Everett's request to grant night 
racing hours from today to Sept. 8. 


The decision followed several talks 


made by several representatives of the 
harntss. racing industry speaking against 
the switch in hours, and a statement from 
George Schaller, attorney for the Washing- 
ton Park Jockey Club, formerly requesting 
the evening hours. They decided Tuesday 
would be a better day for the change. 


RACING BOARD members could not 


achieve a quorum at 10 a.m. the time orig- 
inally scheduled for yesterday's meeting 
and the session was postponed until 1 p.m. 
Schaller said the delay would make it 
more difficult to make arrangements with 
horse owners for night racing tonight. 


Following original motions to deny night 


racing before Tuesday, and to grant it af- 
terwards, an attorney for Chicago Downs 
Meet at Sportsman's Park said that the 
experiment would have greater meaning if 
it started Friday so that Sportsmans, 
which closes this weekend, could compete. 


Board members agreed and' directed 


Mrs. Everett to commence immediately. 


EARLIER IN THE meeting the Sports- 


mans' representative opposed night rac- 
ing, declaring that direct competition be- 
tween two tracks barely 30 miles apart 
would not increase revenue to the state. 


Racing board members said they voted 


yes on night hours in the area to deter- 
mint how the short term experiment 
would affect racing attendance and reve- 
nues. Arlington Park will be in direct com- 
petition for six nights with the Egyptian 
Trotting Association at Washington Park.. 
A member of the group said many of their 
employes work at Arlington during the 
day and at Washington at night and the 
switch in schedules would adversely affect 
the Washington operation. 


OTHER TROTTING racing representa- 


tives submitted figures showing that at- 
tendance and wagering are not declining 
at all tracks and that when two parks are 
in direct competition, both the tracks and 
the state suffer from loss of revenue. 


Revenue to the state was the prime ar- 


gument on both sides of the hassel. Only 
one dissenter spoke against additional 
state funds, maintaining that he represent- 
ed the public. He said, "You're looking at 
the forgotten man, the bettor." He held 
that the state took too much money and 
the result is that many fans stay away 
from the track. 


O N L Y ONE SUBURBAN resident, 


James Huddleston, of Rolling Meadows 
appeared to testify and complain about the 
traffic snarl and police protection problem 
if night racing were approved. In Mrs. Ev- 
erett's request to the board, sht said "the 


total money bet at the track this year was 
$25,298,030. Betting for a comparable peri- 
od last year was $27,178,949." 


Horse owners, racing under the new

Marijuana Field Destroyed 


A $1 million marijauna field on a rural 


farm in southern Illinois was found 
Wednesday by Mount Prospect defectives 
after several months of intensive in- 
vestigation. 


The field is believed to be a major 


source of marijuana sold in the Northwest 
suburbs. 


Richard Pascoe and Dick Yost, Mount 


Prospect detectives who located the field 
said it was two miles long and 60 feet wide 
on either side of a small river. Pascoe 
reported the plants, which bad reached 
maturity and were going to seed, stood 
about six feet high. 


He said the Illinois Bureau of Narcotics 


destroyed the field yesterday with a chem- 
ical spray. 


"You couldn't destroy it completely by 


cutting or burning it, but the chemicals 
will kill the plants, the seeds and destroy 
the ground as well." 


PASCOE SAID IF anyone cuts the 


plants, processes and sells them after they 
have been sprayed, the user will become 
violently sick, He added, however, that it 
will cause no permanent damage to the 
user. 


Sgt, Joe Bopp, who aided in the in- 


vestigation said, "Maybe that will put 
some fear into local users of the field. . 
that they might get sick." 


Bopp speculated that although the field 


was a source for this area, it might be 
free to anyone who might want to harvest 
it in the area it was found. The exact loca- 
tion of the field was not disclosed. 


Discovery of the field was tied into tto 


arrest last week of an Elgin man charged 
with the sale and possession of more than 
80 pounds of,uncut marijuana. 


Police said Mike Davies, 19, sold 20 


pounds of pure weed to Robert Kahn, a 
state narcotics agent for $2,000 three 
blocks from his home. Later state, Elgin 
and "Mount Prospect police found Davies' 
10 miles from his Elign apartment. 
', 


"It was in two large plastic bags under 


a tree out in the country," said Bopp.

the drug supply seVeraf Weeks ago and 
turned their information over to state au- 
thorities and the Elgin police.

"Each cat starts out with 100 points, 


and points are deducted for each flaw in 
the cat. A'score of 97 or 98 is almost per- 
fect.' Usually, there are four judges who 
examine each entrant. 


"THE STANDARDS that the judges look 


for in the Siamese are much different than 
they were years ago. In the 1920's and 
1930!s, the ideal Siamese had a short face, 
crossed eyes and a kinky tail. 


"But today, the standards are almost 


the exact opposite. A good Siamese cat 
has a monkey's tail, a Greyhound's sleek 
body, and the Schnauzer's long head — aE 
of these physical traits plus the markings 
of a cougar. 


"The length of the head is one of the 


most important features in the Siamese. 
It's taken cat breeders quite some time to 
breed the squat faces out of the Siamese 
line," Mercurio said. 


Mercurio and his wife hope Star II will 


capture-the International Grand Champion 
Cat Award, which is the highest title that 
a cat can earn. There are no cash awards 
for contest winners. They win titles, mer- 
its and personal satisfaction for their own- 
ers. 


'• MERCURIO HAS entered his cats in 
more than 250 shows across the country. 


• "I've been on the contest circuit for about 


five years now. We usually participate in 
those contests held within a 400-mile radi- 
us of the area, but sometimes I'll fly out to 
California or New York to participate in a 
show," he said. 


Keeping a Siamese cat in excellent 


shape is a demanding job. "It's as hard to 
keep a Siamese trim and slim as it is a 


• woman. This breed of cat has a tendency 


to eat all day if he's allowed the food. 
They have robust appetites which need to 
be watched and regulated to a steady 
diet." 


Mercurio feeds his cats twice a day un- 


less they begin to gain weight, and then 
they're cut to only one meal a day. They 


, should only weigh 3% to four pounds. He 


feeds them a special mixture of beef liver 


. and kidneys, commercial cat food, vita- 


mins and boiled smelt. He also adds ten- 
der loving care. 


HIS SIAMESE cats, who have a pedi-

semble the cougar but they're as gentle as 
a lamb. "I believe a good animal has to be 
gentle as well as playful, and cats are no 


. different. They can be trained just'like, 


any other animal despite what people .pay 
think about cats being independent.'V- 


Mercurjo's cats are obedient^^especiaUy 


Star II, who has been trained/to respond to" 
his owner's commands. Star II- and .Mer- 
curic play a game of fetch just like a-hunt- 
er and a faithful bird'dog. Mercurio tosses 


a small raccoon's tail across the trailer, 
and Star II returns it after some fast foot- 
work around the trailer's nooks and 
crannies.

About 300 addition- 
al officer and clerical personnel are em- 
ployed at the plant and did report to work 
yesterday. 


Company officials notified Wheeling po- 


lice of the strike early Thursday. How- 
ever, Bruce said there has been no trouble 
at the plant. 


Ekco operates 14 plants throughout the 


United States. At the Wheeling plant, 
plastic and aluminum containers for fro- 
zen and baked foods are made. 


TWO OTHER strikes have occurred at 


the plant. The last machinists union strike 
occurred in August 1967 when 300 employ- 
es rejected a three-year contract offer by 
the company. 


Fankhauser Ousted 


The advisory board of Norwesco at a

By this the board implied 
a pledge to delegate, wherever possible, 
responsibilities that involve Head Start to 
this parent committee. 


This committee would be composed of

The naming of 
non-parent members of this committee 
could be initiated by and approved by the 
parent members, according to the propos- 
al. 


As outlined by the Norwesco advisory 


board, this committee would study the ad- 
ministrative structure and budget of Head 
Start and set up procedures for the hear- 
ing of complaints regarding teacher per- 
formance in the program.

The dispute over the Head Start pro- 


gram began several weeks ago when pro- 
gram director David Fankhauser report- 
edly asked Mrs. Dorothy Adams, Head 
Start teacher at the Arlington Heights cen- 
ter, to quit if she would not confine her 
activities to classroom instruction. 


Mrs. Adams said Fankhauser's requests 


that she stop attending Norwesco meetings 
and refrain from contact with parents of 
Head Start children were "impossible." 


The parents, acting in support of Mrs. 


Adams, boycotted classes during the last 
week of the summer session, three weeks 
ago, at the Des Plaines, Wheeling and Ar- 
ilington Heights centers. The Palatine cen- 
ter was not affected by the boycott. 


At a general meeting of Norwesco Aug. 


13, parents presented a petition asking 
that Fankhauser be removed from his po- 
sition as program director and that Mrs. 
Adams be reinstated as a teacher, 


THE PETITION further asked that the 


.contract to conduct Head Start classes be 
taken from Norwesco and that Alice 
Payne, Head Start teacher at the Palatine 
center, be dismissed. 


Accompanying the petition, signed by 


about 50 parents, was a letter addressed to 
Mrs. Jane Broten, Norwesco president: 


"We, as parents in Head Start, are dis- 


satisfied with the program as it now ex- 
ists. 


"Our participation was requested and 


then ignored and information regarding 
what our participation consists of was nev- 
er properly given," the letter said. 


At a meeting of Norwesco members and 


parents held the following evening, Fank- 
hauser wag asked to give his reasons for 
dismissing Mrs. Adams, 


Fankhauser said dismissal was due to 


her "refusal to accept supervision " 


AS AN EXAMPLE, he cited a sugges- 


tion she made to the Norwesco Education 
Committee in 1968 that Head Start classes 
become a four-hour daily program and 
that all children participating come at the 
same time. 


The director said he liked the suggestion

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Thorobred horses will race tonight at 


Arlington Park. Following a tangle of 
amended motions, the Illinois Racing 
Board voted yesterday to grant Mrs. 
Marje Everett's request to grant night 
racing hours from today to Sept. 8. 


The decision followed several talks 


made by several representatives of the 
harntss racing industry speaking against 
the switch in hours, and a statement from 
George Schaller, attorney for the Washing- 
ton Park Jockey Club, formerly requesting 
the evening hours. They decided Tuesday 
would be a better day for the change, 


RACING BOARD members could not 


achieve a quorum at 19 a.m. the time orig- 
inally scheduled for,yesterday's meeting 
and the session was postponed until 1 p.m. 
Schaller said the delay would make it 
more difficult to make arrangements with 
horse owners for night racing tonight. 


Following original motions to deny night 


racing before Tuesday, and to grant it af- 
terwards, an attorney for Chicago Downs 
Meet at Sportsman's Park said that the 
experiment would have greater meaning if 
it started Friday so that Sportsmans, 
which closes this weekend, could compete. 


Board members agreed and directed 


Mrs. Everett to commence immediately. 


EARLIER IN THE meeting the Sports- 


mans' representative opposed night rac- 
ing, declaring that direct competition be- 
tween two tracks barely 30 miles apart 
would not increase revenue to the state. 


Racing board members said they voted 


yes on night hours in the area to deter- 
mint how the short term experiment 
would affect racing attendance and reve- 
nues. Arlington Park will be in direct com- 
petition for six nights with the Egyptian 
Trotting Association at Washington Park. 
A member of the group said many of their 
employes work at Arlington during the 
day and at Washington at night and the 
switch in schedules would adversely affect 
the Washington operation. 


OTHER TROTTING racing representa- 


tives submitted figures showing that at- 
tendance and wagering are not declining 
at all tracks and that when two parks are 
in direct competition, both the tracks and 
the state suffer from loss of revenue. 


Revenue to the state was the prime ar- 


gument on both sides of the hassel. Only 
one dissenter spoke against additional 
state funds, maintaining that he represent- 
ed the public. He said, "You're looking at 
the forgotten man, the bettor." He held 
that the state took too much money and 
the result is that many fans stay away 
from the track. 


O N L Y ONE SUBURBAN resident, 


James Huddleston, of Rolling Meadows 
appeared to testify and complain about the 
traffic snarl and police protection problem 
if night racing were approved. In Mrs. Ev- 
erett's request to the board, she said "the 


total money bet at the track this year was 
$25,298,030. Betting for a comparable peri- 
od last year was $27,178,949." 


Horse owners, racing under the new 


schedule will receive an additional purse 
of $1,000 per race during the time of the 
experiment, and the Arlington-Washington 
futurity and the American Derby, two of 
the biggest races, will be while it is still 
light. 


The racing board will meet again in No- 


vember to determine dates and times for 
next year's racing season. Under the night 
schedule, users of the track will leave the 
track at 10:30 p.m. Mondays through 
Thursdays, and 11:30 p.m. Fridays and 
Saturdays, Labor Day racing will be con- 
fined to daylight hours.

A $1 million marijauna field on a rural 


farm in southern Illinois was found 
Wednesday by Mount Prospect decteciives 
after several months of intensive in- 
vestigation. 


The field is believed to be a major 


source of marijuana sold in the Northwest 
suburbs. 


Richard Pascoe and Dick Yost, Mount 


Prospect detectives who located the field 
said it was two miles long and 60 feet wide 
on either side of a small river. Pascoe 
reported the plants, which had reached 
maturity and were going to seed, stood 
about six feet high. 


He said the Illinois Bureau of Narcotics 


destroyed the field yesterday with a chemT 
ical spray. 


"You couldn't destroy it completely by 


cutting or burning it, but the chemicals 
will kill the plants, the seeds and destroy 
the ground as well." 


PASCOE SAID IF anyone cuts the 


plants, processes and sells them after they 
have been sprayed, the user will become 
violently sick. He added, however, that it 
will cause no permanent damage to the 
user. 


Sgt. Joe Bopp, who aided in the in- 


vestigation said, "Maybe that will put 
some fear into local users of the field. . 
that they n>jght get sick." 


Bopp speculated that although the field 


was a source for this area, it might be 
free to anyone who might want to harvest 
it in the area it was found. The exact loca- 
tion of the field was not disclosed. 


Discovery of the field was tied into the 


arrest last week of an Elgin man charged 
with the sale and possession of more than 
80 pounds of uncut marijuana. 
„ 


Police said Mike Davies, 19, sold 20 


pounds of pure weed to Robert Kahn, a 
state narcotics agent for $2,000 three 
blocks from his home. Later state, Elgin 
and Mount Prospect police found Davies' 
10 miles from bis Elign apartment. 


"It was in two large plastic bags under 


a iree out in the country," said Bopp. 


MOUNT PROSPECT police got wind of 


the drug supply several weeks ago and 
turned their information over to state au- 
thorities and the Elgin police. 


Pascoe said although they bought the 


uncut weed from Davies for $100 a pound, 
after it is processed it is worth about 
$1,000 a pound on the retail market. 


Bopp said that the man had a bathroom 


scale concealed along with his stash, 
which he used to weigh sales. 


Davies will go to trial next month in 


Kane County Court.

A de-emphasis on competitive athletics 


may result from action taken last night by 
the board of trustees of Harper Junior Col- 
lege. 


The school will join five local junior col- 


leges in a new athletic league, simulta- 
neously resigning from the Northern Illi- 
nois Junior College League. 


The new league will be smaller, since it 


is limited to eight member schools, and 
will have teams from schools of similar 
sizes which are within reasonable driving 
distance of each other. 


Recruiting programs will be held to a

"THIS IS MORE IN keeping with the 


philosophy of education and athletics than 
our former league affiliation," said Robert 
Lahti, college President.

Star II, a 9-month-old chocolate point 


male with a cream coat, beat more than 
50 cats in the seven-field competition. 
There are seven color classifications in the 
Siamese category: Seal, chocolate, blue, 
lilac, frost, color point and tortoise shell, a 
rare breed with a speckled nose. 


"Each cat starts out with 100 points, 


and points are deducted for each flaw in 
the cat. A score of 97 or 98 is almost per- 
fect. Usually, there are four judges who 
examine each entrant. • 


"THE STANDARDS that the judges look 


for in the Siamese are much different than 
they were years ago. In the 1920's and 
1930's, the ideal Siamese had a short face, 
crossed eyes and a kinky tail. 


"But today, the standards are almost 


the exact opposite. A good Siamese cat 
has a monkey's tail, a Greyhound's sleek 
body, and the Schnauzer's long head — all 
of these physical traits plus the markings 
of a cougar. 


"The length of the head is one of the 


most important features in the Siamese. 
It's taken cat breeders quite some time to 
breed the squat faces out of the Siamese 
line," Mercurio said. 


Mercurio and his wife hope Star II will 


'capture the International Grand Champion 
Cat Award, which is the highest title that 
a cat can earn. There are no cash awards 
for contest winners. They win titles, mer- 
its and personal satisfaction for their own- 
ers. 


MERCURIO HAS entered his cats in 


more than 250 shows across the country. 
"I've been on the contest circuit for about 
five years now. We usually participate in 
those contests held within a 400-mile radi- 
us of the area, but sometimes I'll fly out to 
California or New York to participate in a 
show," he said. 


Keeping a Siamese cat in excellent 


shape is a demanding job. "It's as hard to 
keep a Siamese trim and slim as it is a 
woman. This breed of cat has a tendency 
to eat all day if he's allowed the food. 
They have robust appetites which need to 
be watched and regulated to a steady 
diet." 


Mercurio feeds his cats twice a day un- 


less they begin to gain weight, and then 
they're cut to only one meal a day. They 
should only weigh 3% to four pounds. He 
feeds them a special mixture of beef liver 
and kidneys, commercial cat food, vita- 
mins and boiled smelt. He also adds ten- 
der loving care. 


HIS SIAMESE cats, who have a pedi- 


gree as long as a man's leg, closely re- 
semble the cougar but they're as gentle as 
a lamb. "I believe a good animal has to be 
gentle as well as playful, and cats are no 
different. They can be trained just like 
any other animal despite what people may 
think about cats being independent." 


Mercurio's cats are obedient, especially 


Star II, who has been trained to respond to 
bis owner's commands. Star n and Mer- 
curio play a game of fetch just like a hunt- 
er and a faithful bird dog. Mercurio tosses 


•a small raccoon's tail across the trailer, 
and Star II returns it after some fast foot- 
work around the trailer's nooks and 
crannies. 


His cats are friendly and gentle with

13, parents presented a petition asking 
that Fankhauser be removed from his po- 
sition as program director and that Mrs. 
Adams be reinstated as a teacher. < 


THE PETITION further asked that the 


icontract to conduct Head Start classes be 
taken from Norwesco and that Alice 
Payne, Head Start teacher at the Palatine 
center, be dismissed. 


Accompanying the petition, signed by 


about 50 parents, was a letter addressed to 
Mrs, Jane Broten, Norwesco president: 


"We, as parents in Head Start, are dis- 


satisfied with the program as it now ex- 
ists. 


"Our participation was requested and 


then ignored and information regarding 
what our participation consists of was nev- 
er properly given," the letter said. 


At a meeting of Norwesco members and 


parents held the following evening, Fank- 
hauser was asked to give his reasons for 
dismissing Mrs. Adams. 


Fankhauser said dismissal was due to 


her "refusal to accept supervision."

The 
rebuilt road would be a four-lane highway 
with two 12-foot lanes on either side of a 
16-foot mountable median. 


THE IMPROVEMENT OF DUNDEE 


running through Wheeling and Buffalo 
Grove and touching on parts of Arlington 
Heights, is scheduled to be part of the

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state's 1970 construction improvement pro- 
gram. The general assembly and governor 
will have to ratify the program before it 
goes into effect. 


The realignment of Buffalo Grove Road, 


as proposed by the highway division, is in 
the form of an "S" curve on the south side 
of Dundee Road. 


At the meeting were George March, 


highway division engineer, his associates, 
representatives of Wheeling and Buffalo 
Grove, and area residents. 


Most of the meeting was taken up with 


discussion on the proposed realignment of 
Arlington Heights Road. 


MRS. ANDREW CHUEVIIENTO, Mrs. 


Richard Snelten, and Mrs. Edward Schen- 
num said they felt the state highway de- 
partment did not give first consideration 
to homeowners when it planned the road 
rerouting.' 


The Chuimiento home is on the south- 


west corner of Arlington Heights Road and 
Fairview Avenue. The Schennum home is 
the second house south of Fairview on Ar- 
lington Heights Road and the Snelten 
home is the third house south of Fairview.

The dispute over the Head Start pro- 


gram began several weeks ago when pro- 
gram director David Fankhauser report- 
edly asked Mrs. Dorothy Adams, Head 
Start teacher at the Arlington Heights cen- 
ter, to quit if she would not confine her 
activities to classroom instruction. 


Mrs. Adams said Fankhauser's requests 


that she stop attending Norwesco meetings 
and refrain from contact with parents of 
Head Start children were "impossible." 


The parents, acting in support of Mrs. 


Adams, boycotted classes during the last 
week of the summer session, three weeks 
ago, at the Des Plaines, Wheeling and Ar- 
lington Heights centers. The Palatine cen- 
ter was not affected by the boycott. 


At a general meeting of Norwesco Aug. 


13, parents presented a petition asking 
that Fankhauser be removed from his po- 
sition as program director and that Mrs. 
Adams be reinstated as a teacher. 


THE PETITION further asked that the 


contract to conduct Head Start classes be 
taken from Norwesco and that Alice 
Payne, Head Start teacher at the Palatine 
center, be dismissed. 


Accompanying the petition, signed by 


about 50 parents, was a letter addressed to 


Mrs. Jane Broten, Norwesco president: 


"We, as parents in Head Start, are dis- 


satisfied with the program as it now ex- 
ists. 


"Our participation was requested and 


then ignored, and information regarding 
what our participation consists of was nev- 
er properly given," the letter said. 


At a meeting of Norwesco members and 


parents held the following evening,, Fank-, 
hauser was asked to give his reasons for 
dismissing Mrs. Adams. 


Fankhauser said dismissal was due to 


her-"refusal to accept supervision." 


AS AN EXAMPLE, he cited a sugges- 


tion she made to the Norwesco Education 
Committee in 1968 that Head Start classes 
become a four-hour daily program and 
that all children participating come at the 
same time. 
' 


The director said he liked the suggestion 


but did not like the fact that Mrs. Adams 
presented it to the committee. 


He concluded by saying he has "no 


quarrel with what Mrs. Adams does in the 
classroom" but he felt she "was not loyal 
to his organization." 


Norwesco members have been meeting 


privately for the past two weeks in an ef- 
fort to determine what sland they should 
take in the controversy.

One of Mercurio's prize cats, Starr II, 


just returned from a triumphant tour to 
Toronto where he took top honors as the 
best Siamese cat in the Canadian National 
Exhibition. 


Star II, a 9-month-old chocolate point 


male with a cream coat, beat more than 
50 cats in the seven-field 
competition. 


There are seven color classifications in the 
Siamese category: Seal, chocolate, blue, 
lilac, frost, color point and tortoise shell, a 
rare breed with a speckled nose. 


"Each cat starts out with 100 points, 


and points are deducted for each flaw in 
the cat. A score of 97 or 98 is almost per- 
fect. Usually, there are four judges who 
examine each entrant. 


"THE STANDARDS that the judges look 


for in the Siamese are much different than 
they were years ago. In the 1920's and 
1930's, the ideal Siamese had a short face, 
crossed eyes and a kinky tail., 


"But today, the standards are almost 


the exact opposite. >A good Siamese cat 
has a monkey's tail, a Greyhoundfs sleek 
body, and the Schnauzer's long head — all 
of these physical traits plus the markings 
of a cougar.

more than 250 shows across the country. 
"I've been on the contest circuit for about 
five years now. We usually participate in 
those contests held within a 400-mile radi- 
us of the area, but sometimes I'll fly out to 
California or New York to participate in a 
show," he said. 


Keeping a Siamese cat in excellent 


shape is a demanding job. "It's as hard to 
keep a Siamese trim and slim as it is a 
woman. This breed of cat has a tendency 
to eat all day if he's allowed the food. 
They have robust appetites which need to 
be watched and regulated to a steady 
diet." 


Mercurio feeds his cats twice a day un- 


less they begin to gain weight, and then 
they're cut to only one meal a day. They 
should only weigh SVa to four pounds. He 
feeds them a special mixture of beef liver 
and kidneys, commercial cat food, vita-

But they are much too playful with 
birds. 


The Mercuries have tried keeping ca- 


naries, but the cats always managed to 
get to the cage with a powerful paw that 
knocks the cage to the floor, frightening 
the birds to death. "We had the bird's 
cage hanging from the ceiling in the 
middle of the kitchen, but we neglected to 
have the wall telephone removed. 


"One day, one of the cats used the tele-
